This gave great Diſguſt ro the Englih Peerage ; 
and near Forty of that Order joined in a Petition 
to the King, to remonſtrate the Inconvenience of 
ſuch Proceedings. Which Petition had ſuch Ef- 
fect, That though it did not derogate from the 
Dignity of thoſe already created, yet the King wil- 
lingly reſtrained himſelf for the Time to come (a).

Day of February, they were, by Commiſſion, ad- 
Journed to the 16th, and from thence, by another 


Commiſſion, to the 19th of the ſame Month. 


Theſe ſhort Adjournments, we are told, by the 
Writer of this Reign, were occaſioned by the ſud- 
den Death of the Duke of Richmond, 'who was 
found dead in his Bed, by his Lady (c), in the 
Morning of the firſt Meeting of the Parliament. 
This Nobleman, being a near Relation of the King's 
and a great Favorite, he was ſo ſtruck with the 
Accident, that he put off the Solemnity of going 


and appearing in Parliament, as abovelaid, How- 


ever, on the 19th, being all met again and the 


Commons called up, the King was pleaſed to make 


the following Speech to them (a).

* FT is a true Saying uttered by the Spirit of |

and have a Proof that I have not this only in 
© my Tongue, but have it likewiſe ſettled in my 
Heart, (as God can bear me Record every Way) 
* T have called you at this Time to ſpeak my 
Mind freely to you; for, remembering the Miſ- 
© underſtandings between me and you before, I am 
© now come hither with an earneſt Deſire to do 
the Duty which God hath called me unto, *

© hath put into my Heart, and to manifeſt my 
Actions to be true by my Words. I remember 
very well, that it is a very fit Sjmilitude for a 
© King and his People to be likened to a Huſband 


and Wife; for, even as Chriſt, in whoſe Throne 


I fit in this Part of the Earth, is the Husband to 
the Church and the Church his Spouſe, fo I 
© likewiſe deſire to be your Husband, and you 
ſhould be my Spouſe ; and, therefore, as it is the 
© Husband's Part to cheriſh his Wife, to entreat 
© her: kindly, to reconcile himſelf towards her, and 
« .procure, by all Means, her Love, fo it is my 
Part to do the like to my People. | 
FThere are but two Ways for a King to ſhew 
© his Love to his People; one, in the conſtant 
good Government of them during his Lite; the 
other, by his Behaviour to their Repreſentative 
Body in Parliament. For the firſt, God know- 
eth, I deſire my Government may be performed, 
with an honeſt, juſt, true and ſincere Heart; 
and there is none of you that ſee or hear me this 
Day but have found the Fruit of it, one Time 
or other. For the other Part, belonging to the 


calling you together, what greater Evidence can 
there be to ſnhew Love between you and me, and 
between me and you, that are the Repreſentative 
Body, in a right Underſtanding, than, out of my 
own Mouth and Direction, to give you a Taſte 
_ of my Love and Care of you all. 
The Properties and Cauſes of calling a Parlia- 
ment, (and ſo go the Writs) are to confer with 
the King, and give him their Advice in Matters 
of greateſt Weight and Importance. For this 
Cauſe I have now called you together, that ye 
may have Proof of my Love and of my Truſt, 
and give me your Advice, in the greateſt Matter 
that ever could concern a King; a greater De- 
claration of my Truſt in you I cannot give, 
+. I have been theſe many Years upon Treaties, 
as far as I thought (and God is my Witneſs I ne- 
A 3 ©'ver 
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ver had any other Intention) for ſettling a Peace 


in Obriſlendam and - ſettling a Peace at Home. 


In theſe Treaties I went long on, but finding 
them to have ſlower Succeſs than I expected, or 
© had Reaſon to do, I was willing, (and:eſpecial- 
* ly in one Thing concerning the Eſtate of my 
: Grand-Children) to ſee a good and fpeedy End. 

In this, finding as great Promiſes as I could 
© wiſh, and yet finding their Actions quite con- 


* trary, it ſtirred up my Son to offer himſelf to 
make that Journey; and I thank God, having 


him now here, I have no Cauſe to repent of it. 
For, being of full Age and Ripeneſs for Mar- 
© riage, he urged me to know the Certainty, in a 


Matter of ſo great Weight, that he might not be 
put off with long Delays ; for Delays, in ſuch * 


s a Caſe, are more dangerous than Denialss. 


In it I was content (as a rare Example) to / 


grant his Deſire; and with him I, only, ſent the 


Man whom I moſt truſted, Buctinglum; com- : 


< manding him never to leave him nor return 
Home without him. Tthank'God for it, ir hath 
s learn'd me Wiſdom; for, in Generolibus wer/atur 


* Delus. I had general Hopes before, but Particu- | 


© lars will reſolve Matters when Generals will not; 
and, before this Journey, Things came to me as 
* raw as if I had never heard-of them before. I 
< was as far diſappointed of my Ends as if I had 
+ been wak'd out of a Dream; now I have 
© put it into a Certainty; and, whereas I walk- 
ed in a Miſt before, I have now brought it io 
Light. Now,

For the Particulars, they are gone ſo far as,

Hearts and Experience to give me good Advice 


* than you; of which I make no Doubt, for, if 
you love yourſelves, you will give it me, your 

* own Felicity depending upon it. 

© One Particular I muſt remember you of, be- 
© cauſe it hath been 'much talked of in the Coun- 
try, that I ſhould be ſlack in my Care of n 
© for other Things. 

_ My Lords, and you Gentlemen all, 

I pray you judge me charitably, as you would 
© be judged ; for, T' never made public or private 
© Treaties, but I always had a direct Reſervation 
© for the Public-Weal and the Cauſe of Religion, 
© for the Glory of God and Good of my Subjects. 
I only thought good ſometimes to wink and con- 
nive at the Execution of ſome penal Laws, and 
not to go on ſo rigorouſly as at other Times, but 
not to diſpenſe with any, or to forbid or alter any 
© that concern Religion. I never promiſed or 

* yielded, I never did think it with my Heart, nor 
C ſpoke i it with my Mouth. 

* It is true, a ſkilful Horſeman doth not always 
* uſe the Spur; but ſometimes the Bridle, and ſome- 
© times the Spur: Soa King, that governs wiſely, is 
not bound to carry a rigorous Hand over his Sub- 
jects, upon all Occaſions; but may ſometimes 
© flacken the Bridle, yet ſo as his Hands be not off 
* the Reins. 

* So much for that Point, to be cleared upon all 
* Occafions. Now albeit it be a great Matter to 
* require your Advice, yet, in this, I pray remem- 
ber the Weight of the Buſineſs, I cannot limit 
; Fon Hours nor Days, but your own Hearts muſt 
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do it; for every Man, by Nature, thinks the 
Time long here, according to his own Occaſions 
* at home. Therefore conſider the State of Chri- 
© ftendom and the State of my Grand- Children, 
my own Eſtate and the State of my Kingdom, 

It is not enough, altho' you are never ſo wil- 
? ling to give me your Advice; for to plant will not 
* ſerye the Turn, if I, like a good Gardener, as 
well as plant, do not weed away from the 
© Roots, and remove the Obſtacles that hinder your 
© ſo good Advice: Of which, the whole Weed 
and manifeſt Hindrance that can be, is your Jea- 
? louſy of me: Free me from that, and, for my 
* Actions, I dare avow them before God and his 
Angels. But Jealouſy hath a deep Sting, take a- 
way that, and nothing can do me Harm: You 
* are my Wife, and Jealouſy, is ſubject to a Wife; 
© therefore remove it, and be not jealous of me. 


+ For Matters of Privileges, Liberties, and Cu- 


© ſtoms, be not over curious; I am your own kindly 
King. Ye never ſhall find me curious in theſe 
Things: Therefore-do. what you ought, and no 
< more-than your lawful, Liberties and Privileges 
will permit, and ye ſhall never ſee me curious to 
© the contrary. I had rather maintain your Li- 
< berties than alter them in any Thing. Shew a 
© Truſt in me, and go on honeſtly as you ought 
© to do, like good and faithful Subjects; and, what 
< you have Warrant for, go on with, and 1 will 
not be curious, unleis you give me too much 
+ Cauſe. TY 

+ The next Thing is, to beware that you take 
not in Hand the maintaining of idle Queſtions 
among you; Which ſpoils good Buſineſs. Re- 
member, beware of Genealogies and curious 
* Queſtions, as St Paul ſpeaks; and do you keep 
© to the Ground and Gravity of the great Buſineſs 
© for which I called you; and next, for all other 
© Things that are for the great and good Governing 


{ of the Kingdom, Let not any ſtir you up to 
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-Law-Queſtions, Debates, Quirks, Tricks and An. 27, James l. 
< Tercks z but continue yourſelves in that honeſt 1623. 
Modeſty, whereby you may have my Prayers 
"X © to God for you, and procure the Love of me, 
and an happy End to this Parliament. | 
Gd judge me, I ſpeak as a Chriſtian Prince, 
never Man, in a dry and ſandy Deſart, where no 
Water is, did thirſt more in hot Weather for 
Drink, than I do now for a happy Concluſion of 
(this Parliament. I now hope, after the Miſcarriage 
b of the laſt, that this may prove happy: I am nei- 
X © ther curious nor captious enough to prevent it. 

© Eſchew all Occaſions of curious Queſtions, which 
may hinder you in this great Cauſe for which I 
© have called you; and remember, That ſpending 
© of Time is ſpoiling of Buſineſs. And I hope in 
a God, and that by a Faith in God, that, by your 
Actions this Parliament, I ſhall clearly fee your 
Hearts; and that you are the true Repreſentative 
© Body of my Subjects: For you know in your 
© Conſcience, that of all the Kings that ever were, 
dare ſay never was King better beloved by his 
Subjects than I am. ob | 

| © Therefore, be you true Glaſſes and Mirrours 
© of their Faces, and be ſure you yield the true Re- 
« fleions and Repreſentations as you ought to do. 
And, this doing, I hope you ſhall not only find 
the Bleſſing of God; but alſo, by theſe Adtions, 
« procure the Thanks and Love of the whole People, 
© for being ſuch true and faithful Glaſſes. Laſtly, 
you ſhall never find me defire any Thing of you, 
| but what ſhall. tend to the common Good and 
© Weal of the Kingdom.” 


| His Majeſty having ended his Speech, the Lord 
Keeper (e), by his Commands, directed the Commons 
to repair to their own Houſe, and chooſe a Speaker. 
The Names of Receivers and Tryers of Petitions,

© I omit, being not perpetual (g). And I likewiſe 
called to Mind many glorious Offers made by your 
« Majefty, and other good Proviſions at the laſt 
* two Meetings. Now your Majeſty hath ſtretch- 
ed forth your Scepter to call us to you again, and 
© hath made Declaration, that all J ealouſies and 
PD iſtractions might be removed, and the Memo- 
cry of Parliament · Nullities might be buried. And 
my Deſire is, that your Majeſty's Influence may 
diſtil upon us, and you proceed in ſuch a ſweet 
Harmony and Conjunction, that Righteouſne/s and

Attollit Vires Militis 
Cauſe. It is impoſſible, by amicable Means, to re- 
cover the Palatinate ; therefore you do well to ſort 
Cato's Carthago evertenda, with Palatinatus deglu- 
tinanda; it ought to be unglued again, and pulled 
out of the Clutches of thoſe Enemies, who, by 
Force and cunning T reaties, uſurp the fame.

reſpondency they deſire to hold with them: They 
do moſt willingly embrace the Meeting, as is deſi- 
red, and will attend their Lordſhips at the Time 
and Place appointed.” 

The Lords then proceeded to appoint a Com- 


mittee to take into Conſideration the Cuſtoms and 


Orders of that Houſe, with the Privileges of the 
Peers of this Kingdom, or Lords of Parliament. 

Feb. 24. On a Motion of the Prince, another 
Meſſage was ſent to the Commons, importing, That 
the Painted Chamber being appointed for the intend- 
ed Conference that Afternoon, their Lordſhips now 
defire that the ſaid Meeting might be in the Hall, at 
IVhitehall ; that Room being better accommodated 
for Eaſe and Hearing. Alſo to acquaint them with 
his Highneſs's Reſolution to aſſiſt the Duke in his 
Narration. The Commons readily aſſented to the 
firſt, and declared themſelves much ſatisfied with 
the Prince's Deſign. 

Feb. 25. The now Duke of Buckingham, ſeven 
Earls, one Viſcount, and three Barons, were intro- 
duced into the Houſe of Lords, to their ſeveral 
Places, with the uſual Ceremonies. On the Prince's 
Motion, the Report which was to be made this 
Day, by the Lord Keeper, of the Duke's Narra- 
tion of Yeſterday, was deferred to the 27th. 

At which Time the Lord Keeper removed from 
the Wool-Sack to his Place on the Earls Bench, in 
order to make his Report; the ſaid Narration ha- 
ving been made to a Committee, and not to the 
Houſe. This Report, being very long, is much

ever, the Buſineſs being of the greateſt Importance 
that Chriſtendom has afforded theſe many Years ;

James I. Chancellor of the Exchequer with the Arch- Duth- 
1623 /,; which miniſtred unto his Majeſty the firſt Oc- 
cCaſion of Jealouſy, and made a Kind of Diſcovery 
of their indirect Dealing with this Eſtate : And then 
my Lord told us we ſhould fee a Diſpatch, written 
from Hampton-Court upon Mr. Chancellor's Re- 
turn; and after be acquainted with, Mr. Porter's 
Relation; which was, in very Truth, the Motive 
of the Prince's Journey.”

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Here was read the KINc's Letter of the 3d of 
October, 1622, to the Earl of Bri/tol, viz. 


Right Truſty and right Well- beloved Couſin 
and Counſellor, we greet you well, 
T is none knows better than yourſelf, how we 
have laboured ever fithence the Beginning of theſe 
en Troubles of the Empire, notwith/landing 
all Oppoſition to the contrary, to merit well of our 
good Brather, the Ring of Spain, and the whole 
Houſe of Auſtria ; by a long ond lingring Patience, 
grounded flill upon his Friend/hip and Promiſes, That 
Care ſhould be had of our Honour, and of our Chil- 
drens Patrimony and Inheritance. Me have acquaint- 
ed you alſo, from Time to Time, ſince the Beginning 
of the Treaty of Bruſſels, tow crofly Things hate there 
proceeded, notwithſtanding the fair Profeſſions made 
unto us, both by the King of Spain, the Infanta, and all 
his Miniſters ; and the Letters writien by him to the 
Emperor, and then effettually, at leaſt as they endea- 
woured to make us believe: But what Fruits have we 
of all this, other than Diſbonour and Scorn ? Whilſt 
we are treating, the Town and Caſile of Heidelberg 
taken by Force, our Garriſon put to the Sword, Main- 
heim beſieged, and all the Heſlility uſed that is with- 
in the Power of an Enemy ; as you will ſee by the 
Relation which we have commanded our Secretary to 
fend you. Our Pleaſure therefore is, That you 
ſhall immediately, as ſoon as you can get Audience, 
let that Ring under ſiand how ſenſible we are of theſe 
Praoceeaings of the Emperor towards us; and, with- 
all, are ot a little troubled to ſet, That the Infants 
having 
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fron and Ceſſation of Arms, ſhould now, at the laſt, 
when all Objections are anſwered, and the former 
ſolely-pretended Obſtacles removed, not only delay the 
Concluſion of the Treaty, but refuſe to lay her Com- 
mand upon the Emperor's Generals for ab/laining 
from the Siege of cur Garriſius during the Treaty, 
upon Pretext of Want of Authority: $9 as, for avaid- 
ing of further Diſhonour, we have been forced to 
recall bath our Ambaſſadors, as well as the Chancellor 
7 our Exchequer, (who is already return'd to our 
reſence) as alſo the Lord Chicheſter, whom we in- 
tended to have ſent unto the Emperor to the Diet at 
Ratisbon. Seeing therefore that, merely out of our 
extraordinary Reſpett to the King of Spain, and the 
firm Confidence we ever put in the Hopes and Pro- 
miſes which he did give us; deſiring nothing more than, 
far his Cauſe principally, to avoid all Occaſions that 
might put us into ill Underflanding with any of the 
Houſe of Auſtria, we have hitherto proceeded with a 


| fledfalt Patience; truſting in the Treaties, and ne- 
gledting all other Means which might probably have 


ſecured the Remainder of our Childrens Iuberitance, 
(thoſe Garriſins which we maintained in the Palatinate, 
being rather for Honour's Sake to keep a Footing un- 
till the General Accommodation, than that we did re- 
ly ſo much on their Strength as upon his Friendſhip) 
and, by this Confidence and Security of ours, are thus 
expoſed to Diſhonour and Reproach : You ſhall tell that 
King, that ſeeing all thoſe Endeauours and good Of 
fices, which he hath uſed towards the Emperor in this 
Buſineſs, on the Behalf of our Son-in-Law, (upon 
Confidence wheresf that cur Security depended) which 
he continually, by his Letters and Miniſters, hath 
here laboured to beget and confirm us in, have not 
forted to any other Uſe, than to a plain Abuſe, both «of 
bis Truſt and ours; whereby we are both of us highly 
injured in our Honour, tho in a different Degree : 
Me hope and defire, that out of a true Senſe of this 
Wrong offered to us, he will, as our dear loving Bro- 
ther, faithſully promiſe and undertake, upon his Honour 
confirming the ſame and alſo under h, Hand and 
Seal, 
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An. 2 1. James I. Seal, either that the Caſtle and Town of Heidelberg 
10623. ſhall, within three-ſcore and ten Days aſter this 
your Audience and Demand made, be rendered into 
our Hands, with all Things therein belonging to our 
Son-in-Law or our Daughter, as near as may be in 
the State they were in when taken ; and the like for 
Mainheim and Frankendale, if both or either of 
them ſhall be taten by the Enemy whilſt thiſe Things 
are in treating; as alſo that there (hall be, within 
15 ſaid Term of three-ſeore and ten Days, a Ceſſa- 
lion and Suſpenfion of Arms in the Palatinate for the 
future, upon the ſeveral Articles and Conditions la 
propounded by our Ambaſſador, Sir Richard Weſton 
and that the General Treaty ſball be ſet on Foot again, 
on fuch honourable Terms and Conditions as we pro- 
pounded to the Enperor, in a Letter written to him 
in November laſt, and with which the King of Spain 
then (as wt underſtood) ſeemed ſatisfied ; or elſe, in

Delay or putting us off to further Treaties and Con- 
ferences ; that is to ſay, of ſuch Reſtitution, Ceſſa- 
tion of Arms, and proceeding to general Treaties, as 
is before mentioned; or elſe of Aſſiſtance and joinin 
his Firces with ours againſt the Emperor; or, at loft, 
Permiſſion of Paſſage for our Forces through his the 
faid King's Dominions, that then you take your Leave 
and return to our Preſence without farther _ :

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riage of our Son, according to the Inſiructions we 
have given you. Given, &c.

© Then his Grace deſiring us to take for Truth 
whatſoever he ſhould ſay, granted and atteſted by 
the Prince's Preſence, he ſhewed that this Letter 
was not put home to the utmoſt by the Earl of 
Briſtol; whom, notwithſtanding, his Grace excu- 
ſed for the Point of his Return, becauſe he had, 
in another Letter, ſome private Directions to ſtay 
untill his Majeſty was advertiſed from that Place 
howſoe ver he gave out his coming away.“ 

Mr Porter carried this Letter, with a perempto- 
ry Direction to return homeward after the ten Days 
Stay; the which Time being now expired, and no 
Diipatch prepared, Mr. Porter ſtept to the Conde 
4Olivares, whoſe Servant and Creature he had for- 
merly been, and deſired him to ſpeed his Diſpatch, 
that he might have ſome good Anſwer to carry 
home with him. The Conde aſked him what he 
would have? to which he anſwered, No more than 
had been promiſed by the King of Spain; which 
was, that if a Reſtitution was not made of the Pa- 
latinate, by way of Mediation, that then he would 
join in Arms with the King of Great Britain to te- 
cover the fame, and give Paſſage for the King's 
Forces to come at it. The Conde anſwered, That 
this Demand was very exorbitant: What! His 
Maſter to aſſiſt with Arms againſt his Uncle, a- 
gainſt the Catholic League, againſt the Head of 
his Houſe ? He would never do it.” 

* Mr. Porter forthwith rejoined, and aſk'd him, 
What Hope he could give him about the Match ? 
To which the Conde anſwered, That for the Match 
he knew nothing of it, nor would he underſtand 
what it meant.— And here give me Leave to weave 
in two of theſe Supplements, which the Lord 
Keeper imparted from their Lordſhips to the Houſe 
of Commons, out of the two ſeveral Letters of 
the Earl of Briſtol's, that the Match was originally

An. 21. James]. propoſed by Spain, and not by us; namely, by the 
1623 Duke of Lerma; and that the King of Spain had 
directly promiſed Aſſiſtance by Arms, in caſe Me- 
diation could not prevail for the Reſtitution of 

the Palatinate.” 

Mr. Porter acquainting my Lord of Bri/t! 
with theſe Anſwers, obſerved his Lordſhip at the 
firſt to be much mov'd, and to ſay in Anger, That 
he would call Olivares to account if he held this 
Language with him ; and would make him under- 
ſtand that an Earl of England was as good a Man 
as a Conde of Spain: But ſending for Mr. Porter 
next Morning, this Choler was abated ; and he 
himſelf confeſſed that he had chang'd his Reſolu- 
tion, and concluded to carry the Bufineſs more 
calmly ; for that having ſoon after ſpoken with the 
Conde for being ſo reſerv'd, his Anſwer was, That 
he did not think it proper to impart theſe Myſteries 
with that Freedom to him, who was not qualified 
as a public Miniſter. Mr. Porter, mov'd here- 
with, expoſtulated with the Conde for denying | 
that to his old Servant, which he had imparted to 1 
both the Ambaſſadors; with that the Conde fell 
into a Rage, and ſwore Veto @ Dios gue in enten tos 
Embaxadores nil Veras, ſi ellos affi dichos; but, faith 
the Conde, I have Reaſon to take it ill at your Hands 
(whom I ever favour'd and tender'd as my Child) 
for communicating that to the Earl of Briſtol, 
which I had told you as a Secret. Mr. Porter an- 
ſwer'd, That, being a Servant of theKing's, he could 
do no leſs than acquaint his Ambaſlador there- 
withall. But the Truth is, that the Conde was 
highly diſpleas'd with Mr. Porter, inſomuch that 2 
the Duke of Buckingham coming into Spain, he 5 
ſpake it openly, that he hated the Ground which 5 
Mr. Porter trod upon. Mr. Porter returning with 
a Diſpatch fraught with Generalities, without any 
one Particular or Certainty at all, made his Rela- 
tion to the Prince his Highneſs; who, thereupon, 
took his Reſolution to go in Perſon to Spain, and 
— himſelf, theſe Reaſons for that Enterprize. 

e ſaw: his Father's Negotiation deluded; Matters 

of 
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Caſe more and more deſperate ; that this was the 
Way to help Things off or on; that this particu- 
lar Delay was worſe than a plain Denial; and that 
aacording to the uſual Proverb, A deſperate Diſeaſe 
muſt have a deſperate Remedy. This Reſolution 
the Duke, by the Prince his Command, made 
known to the King ; who, after he had conſulted 
of it together with them, at the laſt, commands 
the Duke to accompany his Highneſs in this 
Journey.” 

And here ends the 5 Part of the NarRa- 
TIVE, the Motives of the Prince his Journey. 


II. The TREATY of the MARRIAGE. ſevered 
and by itſelf. 

When the Prince had arriv'd at Madrid, and 
immediately diſcover'd himſelf to the Earl of 
Briftol, the Duke ſent the next Day to offer a Viſit 
unto the Conde, who was ſo complemental as he 
refuſed to receive him in his own Houſe, but gave 
him a Meeting in « Garden. Here the Conde mag- 
nify'd exceedingly the Prince his Journey; ampli- 
fy'd the Obligations his Highneſs had put upon that 
King and his Kingdoms; ſaid, that now without 
all peradventure it muſt'be a Match,, and we muſt 
part and divide the whole World between us. This 
Complement was very apt (quoth the Duke,) and 
proper to proceed from them, who had long ſithence 
in their Imagination ſwallowed up the World as 
their own; but not to be ſo eaſily believed by us, 
as being no ſmall Offer to part thus ſuddenly with 
the one Half at a Blow; however, the Ambaſſa- 
dors took an Occaſion hereupon to move his Grace, 
That now having heard this good Affection of the 
Conde, he would write to the King to juſtify them 
in their former Diſpatches in this Kind : Nay, ſoft- 
ly, anſwer'd the Duke, theſe are but Generals, 
when I find the Particulars tuneable hereunto, I 
{hall be ready to relate it to his Majeſty.” 


The next Day after when the King and the 


Prince had met in the Pardo, and performed their 
Inter»

taking the Duke into his Coach and Mr. Porter 
for his Interpreter, falling into a Diſcourſe of the 
Match, he ſaid unto the Duke, Let us diſpatch this 
Match out of Hand and ſtrike it up without the 
Pope. The Duke anſwer'd, He liked the Manner 
very well, but defired to underſtand the Means. 
Why ? the Means (quoth the Conde) is very eaſy : 
It is but the Converhon of the Prince, which we 
cannot conceive but his Highneſs intends upon his 
Reſolution of this Journey. His Grace anſwer'd 
forthwith, That with Freedom they came thither, 
and with Freedom they would return again : They 
were no Jugglers, neither came they to Spain to 
make new Bargains ; the Prince was ſettled in his 
Religion, his Conſcience was troubled with no 
Scruple in that Kind; if they ſtruck any more on 
that String they would marr the Harmony : Then 
ſaid the Conde, There is no Way, but to ſend to 
Rome to haſten the Diſpenſation: To the which 
Motion his Grace aſſented, ſaying, The ſooner they 
did it, the better it was.” 

© Whereupon the Conde wrote his Letter to 
the Cardinal Lodovico, the Pope's Nephew, which 
being ſhew'd to the Duke, ſeem'd to him to be ve- 
ry heavy and ineffectual: His Grace deſiring there- 
fore to quicken it with ſuch a Poſtſcript, That now 
the Prince being arriv'd muſt not be ſent back 
without his Wife ; that Delay to a Suitor is a Kind 


of Refuſal; that clogging Inſtructions would 


amount to a Denial, and new Conditions to an ab- 
ſolute Breach; the Conde fell into Choler, and 
faid directly, It could not be done. [This the Prince 
affirmed to be ated in his Preſence.) Of this Car- 
riage of the Conde, Sir Malter Aſton made a doubt- 
ful, the Earl of Briſtol a more benign Conſtruc- 
tion; but the Duke a downright Concluſion that 
theſe People never intended either Match or Reſti - 
tution ; and ſo wiſh'd his Highneſs fairly at Home 
again, and thus the Meſſenger was diſpatch'd to 
Rome.“ 

6 By 
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and Ceremonies for the Prince his Entertainment 
paſt over, and within three or four Days after, his 
Highneſs is plac'd to ſee his Miſtreſs in her Paſſage 
through the Streets, as ſhe made her Vifits from 
Church; but unſatisfy'd herewith, and preſſing for 
- Acceſs, he was delay'd from Day to Day, although 
promis'd at firſt to have it within the Compaſs of 
two Days. In the mean Time, the Duke hearing 
that it was reſolv'd in Council, that this Viſit 
ſhould be put off, until the Return of the Diſpen- 
ſation, he aſk'd plainly of the Conde, If it were 
ſo? who confeſs'd as much in effect, and gave his 
Grace this Reaſon for it, T hat much Scandal had 
already been taken in the Court, that the Prince 
was permitted to have ſeen the Infanta fo publickly 
in the open Streets, and that the Lady ſhould be 
thus divulg'd and profan'd.* 
© The Duke reply'd, He ſhould have done well 
to have dealt freely with the Prince, and to have 
acquainted him with ſo much before: After this, 
his Highneſs obtain'd a Viſit, but a very ſtrange 
one, and ſuch a Viſit as was never heard of before; 
he was not ſuffered to ſpeak to her, but as if he had 
been upon a Stage; his Part ready conn'd, and no- 
thing elſe, in ſo many Words and Syllables as they 
had diftated the ſame to him. Here the Prince 
was pleas'd to acquaint us with the Reaſon they 
alledg'd for dealing ſo meaſuredly and ſparingly 
with his Highneſs; they were not Aſtrologers to 
foreſee the Event of this Marriage; they were un- 
certain whether it ſhould take Effect or no, and 
therefore they reſoly'd to admit him as a Prince 
only, but not as a Suitor. This Reaſon was juſtly 
diſlik'd, and this Courſe much ſuſpected by his 
Highneſs, as himſelf now alledg'd, yet the Conde 
ſalv'd it up with this Complement, That if the Di- 
ſpenſation were once return'd, he ſhould lie with 
her even that very Night; nay, have her he ſhould, 
upon any Terms, if he could not be qualified to 
enjoy her as a Wife, yet he ſhould have her as a 
Miſtreſs.” 2 
© And 
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48. 21. James), * And now, in part, to entertain the Prince, but 
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principally to prevent more Viſits, his Highneſs is 
carried to a Country-Houſe, call'd Aranviez. Here 
he is preſs'd again to change his Religion, but, be- 
ing deaf and averſe to ſuch a Motion, he is ſet 
upon by the Conde, to this Effect, Vet, Sir, be a 
Friend to our Religion: To the which his High- 
neſs anſwer'd, He was no Enemy to their Religi- 
on nor to them that profeſs it. Soon after, riding 
in a Coach, it was urg'd again by the Conde, 
That the Infanta was of a tender Conſcience, and 
if ſhe ſhould come into England, and find the 
Prince an Enemy unto her Religion, it would 
quite diſhearten her; his — — was therefore 
mov'd to promiſe to hear the Lady ſpeak upon that 
Theme; to this his Highneſs willingly conſented, 
and told us his Reaſon, which was very probable, 
becauſe, his Highneſs was as like to convert her, as 
ſhe was to pervert him. Not long after, a Confe- 
rence with ſome learned Divines is preſs'd upon his 
Highneſs; which the Prince declin'd for theſe 
Reaſons :? | 

Hirt, If his Highneſs ſhould be reported in 
this his firſt Entrance into the Theatre. of the 
World, to be fickle in his Religion, and to carry 
theſe Scruples in his Conſcience, it would prove 
much to his Diſhonour in all Parts of Chriſtendom.” 

Secondly, Altho' his Highneſs (as he profeſs'd) 
was not afraid to confer with any Divines ; yet, if 
after Diſputation, they ſhould not' prevail againft 
a young Man, they would remain much diſguſted 
and ill -· affectec to the whole Negotiation.” 

Laſtly, If the infanta did pleaſe herſelf, with 
any imaginary Hope of converting the Prince, this 
Hope would vaniſh away for the Time to come, 
if this folemn Conference prov'd ineffectual: Vet 
the Spaniards were never off from this Kind of 
Importunity, but ſpent therein all the Interim until 
the Return of the Diſpenſation.” 

About this Time, the Conde invited the Prince to 
treat of the Terms of Friendſhip; which his High- 
neſs put off upon this Reaſon: Becauſe the emer- 

h gent 
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Palatinate may prove a Stay and Remora to the haſt- 
ening of the Piſpenſation and the ſpeeding of the 
Match ; whereas, were it once fairly concluded, there 
would be little Doubt, but the Reſtitution would be 
effected; and therefore it was, as his Highneſstold us, 
that the Treaty of the Reſtitution was ſet aſide at 
this Time, though ever held fit, and intended to 
go hand in hand with the Treaty of Marriage.“ 
© Six Weeks after the Prince his Arrival, arriv'd 
the Diſpenſation ; which, contrary to many former 
Profeſſions, was four or five Days conceal'd from 
his Highneſs : At the laſt, the Duke having Intel- 
ligence thereof did call for it, and ſo a Committee 
is appointed to treat thereof, and the Prince at- 
tended the Buſineſs in Perſon; ' but, upon the firſt 
Opening of Particulars, the Conde was put to 
School, and ſhew'd himſelf to underſtand never a 
Word either of the Match or of the Reſtitution 
of the Palatinate : The Articles being propounded 
to the Prince his Conſideration, his Highneſs moſt 
judiciouſly refuſed to treat, unleſs he might have 
Aſſurance they ſhould be all cleared and accommo- 
dated upon the Place, without ſending to Rome to 
new-mould them ; becauſe his Highneſs underſtood 
from Rome, by Mr. Gage his Letter, that the 
Diſpenſation was return'd much clogg'd in Matter 
and Manner ; and, eſpecially, with that annex'd 
new Condition, That the King of Spain, before 
the receiving of the Diſpenſation, was to take an 
Oath to ſee all the Articles, whereupon the Facul- 
ty was iflued, really perform'd; or elſe to make 
War, in caſe of any Failure, upon the King of 
England: A very odd Conjunction with Matters 
of Alliance, as the Priuce well obſerv'd. His 
Highneſs put the Queſtion to the Committee, 
. Whether their King could, and whether he would 
take this new-found Oath ? They anſwer'd, That 
the acting thereof muſt wholly depend and relate 
to the Prince his facilitating, here in England, ſome 
Kindof Connivance in Matters of Religion: Here- 


upon 
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22 upon the Prince ſignified to them his Reſolu- 
tion, that he neither could nor would alter an 
Thing in the firſt Articles ſent from England, 
on which the Treaty began.— And here the Duke 
made a Remonſtrance unto us, That if any Thing 
concerning Religion might ſeem to be added, (for 
the Prince ſaid, that nothing was ſo added indeed) 
wherewith his Majeſty was not formerly acquaint- 
ed, that it was not the Prince nor his Grace's 
Fault: Nay, in one of the Articles ſought by the 
Pope, and comprehended in the Prince his private 
Promiſe, a great Conteſtation aroſe between the 
Earl of Briſtal and the Duke; wherein his Grace 
Aid, he ſhewed himſelf reſolute, which the Earl 
term'd Opinionaſtre, alledging, That the Point in 
Queſtion was already agreed upon, at leaſt, in 
Intention, between the two Kings. This the Duke 
deny'd, and was fithence juſtified in his Denial by 
the King's Majeſty.” 
And now the Juncto of Divines are met to- 
gether, to reſolve the Caſe of Conſcience upon that 
Preparation and Prediſpoſition of Things and Acti- 
ons, whether their King might ſafely take the Oath ? 
At this his Highneſs enquir'd, W hat that meant ? 
But Anſwer was made, That it was only for 
Form Sake, and ſhould not delay the Buſineſs the 
Length of one Hour ; as the Prince was pleas'd to 
rell us: But the Truth is, this Committee was the 
Conde's W heels, wherewith heſet the whole Frame 
of the Buſineſs backward and forward at his own 
Pleaſure.” 

By this Time, the Prince hath gone thro? all 
the Articles together with the reſt of the Commit- 
tee, and leaving three undecided, That of the 
Church ; that of the Nurſe; and that of the Edu- 
cation of the Children; which his Highneſs reſer- 
ved until he ſhould ſpeak with the King, himſelf; 
and going with the Conde in his Coach, he ac- 

inted him with his Reſolution ſor thoſe three 
Particulars ; which, the Conde writing down in a 
No —— faid, That now the Buſineſs 
Was 
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and, without more ado, ſhe was his Wife.” 

© But, the very next Morning, came the Mar- 
quis of Montes Claros and the Conde de Gondamore, 
and ſpake to the Prince of the ſame Match, as of 
a new Thing; and told him plainly, That unleſs 
his Highneſs came to all the Conditions of the Di- 
ſpenſations, as they were ſent from Rome, clearly 
and entirely, notking would be done ; for they had 
no Power to remove or alter ſo much as a Word 
of falſe Latin: Whereupon his Highneſs was juſtly 
diftaſted, and offered to break ; for, as himſelf told 
us, this was the firſt Time he ſaw clearly they 
wanted to juggle with him ; for the which Altera- 
tion and Change of Councils all the Excuſe they 
offered was this, That they were Beaſts, and blind, 
and could not read their own Language. 

© The Prince, thus reſolv'd to take his Leave, the 
Conde ſtays him with a double Propoſition : Either 
to ſend to Rome to have the Articles, as they were 
agreed upon, confirmed by the Conclave; ot elſe to 
ſend to England, that the King our Maſter might 
be drawn vnto them, Word for Word, as they came 
from Rome: To the which his Highneſs return'd 
this Anſwer, That he accepted of both Offers, as 
in due Form and Manner; that they ſhould ſend 
to Rome, and himſelf would repair into England, 

to diſpoſe his Father to this Effect, and to facili- 
tate the Negotiation. And here the Prince declared 
his Reſolution to procure either a fair Breach or a 
ſpeedy Diſpatch, The Conde, finding this to amount 
to a Breach, thereupon made a new Propoſi- 
tion, That the Prince would be pleaſed to ſtay 
twenty Days, until our Maſter's Anſwer might be 
had from England.” | 

Here the Prince told us how the Eatl of Briſtol 
had ſaid unto him, That this was but a mere Punc- 
tilio ; and that he receiv'd it from very good 
Hands, that if his Highneſs made Shew to yield 
unto this Propoſition, he ſhould not be tied there- 
unto; but (ſaid his Highneſs) when I had once de-

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An, 21. James I. termined to ſtay, I never heard more of the Punc- 
1623. tilio, but was faſt bound to real Performance.” 
After this the Conde and the Earl defir'd the 
Prince to ſpeak no more of his Return in this Sort ; 
for if he did, they would quarrel with it as amount- 
ing to a kind of Menace or Threat ; whereupon 
the Duke anſwered, That this they could not do, 
becauſe the Prince bare himſelf as too well ſatisfied 
with the Journey, and no way diſtaſted at all with 
any Occurrences in Spain; but troubled only with 
that clogging of Articles which happen'd in Rome. 
But the Earl of Bri/tol replied, That he knew from 
F good Hands, that if his Highneſs ſtay'd, they would 
preſently fall to Buſineſs. The Prince then reſolv d 
to ſtay, upon Condition, that Sir Francis Cottington 
might be diſpatch'd away within two Days; and 
a Courier might overtake him with the Articles 
that ſhould be ſent after, as ſoon as ever they could 
be made ready, which his Highneſs wel! hoped 
might have been the very next Day ; his Highneſs 
took Care hereby, leſt the Health of his Secretary, 
upon whom the Diſpatch of the Buſineſs wholly 
depended, might be impair'd with any extraordi- 
nary Riding: This Condition of his Highneſs, al- 
though the Conde (to gain more Time) muck op- 
pos d, and would have Sir Francis ſtay'd there un- 
till the Articles ſhould be perfectly digeſted ; yet, 
by the Prince's fix'd and conſtant Reſolution, the 
Contrary was at the laſt obtain'd. And now the 
Articles are. laid upon the Anvil again, and the 
two Days of their Hammering ſpun out to twenty; 
at the End whereof they brought them in with new 
Additions and Alterations, hoping that his High» 
neſs, through Haſte or Unadviſedneſs, would ſhut 
his Eyes, and ſup them up without more ado. 
Zut the Prince read them, found out the Altera- 
tions, and upbraided them with the Practice; and 
when they excuſed themſelves, as ignorant of the 
Form, the Prince offer'd to help them with a Pre- 
cedent, viz. | 
© That taking the Oath uſed in the Marriage- 
Treaty between King Philip and Queen Mary, 
and 
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and adding to it each Article agreed upon, they An. 


might draw it up accordingly ; whereupon they 
ſnatch'd the Paper out of the Prince's Hand, as re- 
ſoly'd to purſue this Direction; but, a Sevennight 
after, brought them back again, as raw and unto- 
ward as ever they were, ſo as the Prince was fain 
to take them in Hand himſelf ; who, by the Mi- 
niſtry of the Earl of Hriſtol, fram'd them up in a 
few Hours, to the full Approbation of all the Com- 
mittee ; but (as the Duke obſery'd) it was not the 
Diſpatch of the Buſineſs, but the Approach of the 
Heats, and, conſequently, the Stay of the Prince, 
which was the principal Object of the Spaniſo 
Counſellors.” 

The Articles being at the laſt ſent into England, 
the Juno of Divines delivered their Opinions, that 


the Infanta could not be ſent over before the Spring 


enſuing : But the Prince remembering a former 
Promiſe, that the Juncto ſhould not retard his Ne- 
gotiation for one Hour, reſolv'd once more to 
break the Treaty upon this Occafion. This put 
the Conde to his Invention again, and caus'd him 
to make to the Duke and Sir Walter Aſton, ano- 
ther Propoſition ; That if the Prince would ſtay till 
their Ambaſſadors ſhould certify out of England, 
that the Articles were aſſented to by our King, 
and put in Execution; then the Lady ſhould go 
over with his Highneſs, this Vote of the Divines 
notwithſtanding. His Grace anſwer'd to this Pro- 
poſition, 'That it was yet worſe in Subſtance than 
the other, for the Ambaſſadors may be finiſterly 
affected; beſides, it was a Buſineſs of no ſmall Im- 
portance to connive at ſo many Laws as were 
pointed at in the Articles; many Occaſions of Com- 
plaint might intervene hereupon, in the large 
Circuit of England, Scotland and Ireland; the Am- 
baſſadors might take a falſe Alarm thereby, and 
return their Certificate accordingly; and ſo the 


Prince's Stay ſttould be fruſtrated and made of no 
Effect. Then the Conde defired the Duke to go in 


unto the Commiſſioners, who were fitting hard 
by, and to aſk them their Opinions, how the Dif-

That he knew it was but loſt Labour to go from 
him, the proper Oracle, to theſe Commiſſioners 
for the Aﬀoyling of that Riddle ; yet the Conde 
preſſed his Grace to do ſo ; and the Duke ſtepping 
forwards, towards the Committee Chamber, was 
called back by the Conde, and defired to put the 
Queſtion after this Manner : What Requital or Satis- 
faction ſhall the King of Spain return for the Favour 
the Prince had done him by undertaking this Jour- 
ney? To which his Grace replied, That now the 
Queſtion was varied, and the State of it alter'd; 
Yet (quoth the Conde) for my Sake, make your firſt 
Approach upon them with this Queſtion. The 
Duke to ſatisfy the Conde, went in unto them, 
who wonder'd much to ſee him ; he told them, 
he came' by the Perſuaſion of the Conde, to pro- 
pound this Queſtion to them, What Requital or 
Satisfaction, Sc. 

They look'd one upon another; and, in the End, 
one of them gave him Anſwer, That he ſhould re- 
turn to the Conde, and take from him Satisfaction 
to his Queſtion.” Tye 

* And ſo the Duke went back to the Coride, 
who preſently required what Anſwer he had recei- 


ved; the Duke told him, Such a one as he expect- 


ed, and if they had given him any other, they had 
not ſo well deſerved that great Truſt and Employ- 
mentin theState, whichthe King had moſt prudently 
impos'd upon them. Why, quoth the Conde, What 
was their Anſwer ? Surely, ſaid the Duke, to hold 
you no longer, it was this, That I ſhould return 
back againto you to know it. With that, the Conde 
rapp'd with his Staff, and, calling in the Chancel- 
lors, he ſpake unto them in ſuch a perplexed Stile, 
as though he would have them underſtand” his 
Meaning (but yet for fear the Duke ſhould do fo 
too) by any Thing rather than by his Words, At 
the laſt, the Biſhop of Segovia anſwer'd his Grace to 
this Effect, He had heard ſomewhat of the Eſtate 
of our Kingdom, and had receiv'd it from good 
Hands, That our King could not make a Tolera- 
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tion without a Rebellion; and he eaſily believ'd it, An. a1. James I. 


becauſe the King of Spain is not able in his Domi- 
nions to effect the like Enterprize, without incur- 
ring the like Danger ; and therefore concluded it 
was unſafe to ſend the Lady thither at this Time ; 
becauſe we having granted as much, in effect, as 
a Toleration, it was very probable ſhe ſhould be 


welcomed with a Rifing and Rebellion. To the 


which the Duke replied, That if the Favours, 
which the King his Maſter had extended to his 
Catholics, at the Mediation of that King and the 
Advice of that very Committee, be of ſo dangerous 
a Conſequence, it ſeemed their Lordſhips, who 
gave their Advice for the Articles, then knew they 
portended Rebellion. But you muſt know (quoth 
the Duke) that if his Highneſs bad been of my 
Lord Biſhop's Opinion, that thoſe Connivances 
had amounted to a Toleration, he had never ac- 
cepted of - theſe Articles to have gained any Alli- 
ance in the whole World: This was but a temporary 
Suſpenſion of penal Laws, but no Toleration; 
which was never offered to be thruſt upon the State 
of England, but by Conſent of Parliament. Then 
they all look'd wiſhfully at Gundamore, as the Sur- 
veyor General of England, and Author of that In- 
telligence ; ſo that, being eyed by them all, and in 
a Manner pointed out, he ſaid, I muſt confeſs, the 
King of England is a very learned King, hath go- 
vern'd long, and is very rich in the Hearts of his 
Subjects; yet do I not hold it fitting to ſend the 
Infanta thither before the Articles be perfectly put 
in Execution; nay, Sir, you know very well, 
that I have formerly dealt very plainly and freely 
herein with the King of Great Britain. To this the 
Duke replied, "That now he had provok'd him very 
far, for he had been acquainted with the Treaty 
from the Beginning, and never yet heard a Word 
fall to that Purpoſe ; nay, on the contrary Side, the 
Conde de Gundamore offer'd to our King the 
Daughter of Spain, and begg'd this Alliance merely 
for the Alliance Sake, without any Prejudice to 
the preſent Government, or the Religion eſtabliſn'd. 
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An. 81. James 1, And that when we objected the Diſadvantage of 


treating with the Catholic King, becauſe of that 
back Door, to ſlip in and out at, at his Pleaſure, 
(to wit) the Pope's Conſiſtory; Gundamore replied, 
The Pope durſt not but diſpenſe with this Match, 
if Spain ſo required; and, for Proof, alledged di- 
vers Inſtances of Buſineſs reſolv'd in Spain, though 
diſliked by the Pope; to which notwithſtanding his 
Holineſs gave his ' Conſent for mere Fear leſt 
his Aſſent ſhould not be expected or required. The 


Conde de Gundamore took this very offenſively at 


the Duke's Hands, to be told of thoſe Stories in 
Spain, which he had provided for the Meridian of 
ngland; and did his Grace no good Offices from 
that Time forward, which the :Duke'liule regard- 
ed; yet one of his Requitals is very memorable, 
that at the very fame Inſtant, he infus'd into the 
Prince's Highneſs that the Duke was in Heart (as 
he ſaid all his Kindred were) a Roman Catholic; 
and, to a Jeſuit of great Account and Zeal in thoſe 
Parts, that he was a moſt obſtinate, perverſe and 
refractory Puritan, which bred his Grace much 
Hatred among the Zealots in thoſe Parts.” 
About this Time it was reported, that his 
Highneſs made ſome Provifion to ſteal out of. the 
Country ſecretly ; and it is very true that Ways 
were laid to intercept him, and in ſuch a Caſe to 
detain him openly and avowedly as a Priſoner. 
Hereupon, my Lord Duke was ſent unto them with 
this brave Remonſtrance, That altho' they had 
ſtolen thither out of Love, they would never ſteal 
from thence out of Fear; and, however, others 


were guilty of thinking, they two ſhould never be 


guilty of taking ſo poor and unworthy a Courſe.” 

© And the Prince making about that Time a 
Diſpatch unto bis Father, ſent unto him this Meſ- 
fage, by Mr Graymes, That if his Majeſty ſhould 
receive any Advertiſement that he was detained by 
that State as a Priſoner, he would be pleas'd, for 
his Sake, never to think upon him any longer as a 


Son; but to reflect, with all his Royal Thoughts, 
pon the Goal of is ſtrand th Sen of i 
Ling 
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Kingdom; nevertheleſs, the Prince commanded An, 21, James 3, * 
Graymes not to deliver this Meſſage, unleſs he heard 3623: 
that his Highneſs was there detain'd.” 

And thus far extended the ſecond Part of thc 
NARRATIVE, The Treaty of the Match, as i: 
ſtood ſevered and divided.“ 


III. The Treaty of the March and RtsriTU- 
TION 7eciprocally ſubordinated.”  ** 


© When the Prince had refus'd the former Pro- 
poſition of the Conde, to expect the Certiſieate 
from the $541n:/> Ambaſladors, and was reſolv'd to 
itay no longer; the Conde betakes himſelf to his 
laſt Anchor, and offer'd to his Higtineſs,' in cafe 
he would accept of the Time of the Ififanta's going 
at the Spring, in a blank Paper to ſet down his own 
Conditions for the Reſtitution of the Palatinate. 
To this his Highneſs began to liſten, as well re- 
membering his Father's Commandment laid upon 
him at his Departure, that, together with his Alli- 
ance; 'he ſhould endeavour to the utmoſt of his 
Power, the Peace of Chriſtendom ; he therefore ſent 
the Duke and Sir Walter Alon to the Conde, to 
know whether he meant ſeriouſly and really in this 
Offer... | 
The Conde avow'd that he did; and that this 
was the only Way now left to gain the Palatinate 
by Way of Treaty, otherwiſe the King our Ma- 
ſter muſt re- conquer it with Arms if he will have 
it. This being juſtified to the Prince, by the Duke 
and the Interpreter, (whom, in every Employ- 
ment, the Duke brought fill to the Prince for the 
Witneſs of his Negotiation) his Highneſs, to pre- 
vent the further Shedding of Chriſtian Blood, 
yielded to the Propoſition for his Stay. | 
* Here it is fit to obſerve this Paſſage, which is 
the Thing upon which all his Highneſs's ſubſequent 
Actions are turned and moved: He had never ſtaid 
a Se'nnight longer in Spain, he had never left any 
Proxy with the Earl of Briſtol, he had never taken 
any Oath at the E/curial, or ſo much as ever written 
a Let- 
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An. ar. James I. a Letter of Compliment to the Lady; but that he 
1623. had ftill before his Eyes as his Land-Mark, the Pro- 
miſe made by the Conde for the Reſtitution of the 
Palatinate. This one Obſervation will ſerve as a 
Torch, to caſt not only a Light, but a Luſtre, 
upon all his ſubſequent Actions. 
At this Stay of the Prince's, there appear'd ge · 
* nerally in the Court, great Alacrity, ſuch Careſſes 
and Expreſſions of Joy, as the Duke profeſſed he 
never {aw the like.” 
© His Grace laying hold upon this good Humour, 
thought it beſt ſtriking when the Iron was hot; and | 
begun to caſt about how to ſhorten theſe Months, Rx 
and to haſten the Delivery of the Lady. He pre- 
ſented unto the Conde, how his Maſter was now 
in Years, the Prince was his only Son, and he 
long' d to ſee Iſſue by him. That his Highneſs 
would ſuffer much in his Honour and Reputation, 
to return Home without his Wife ; that the In- 
fanta coming in his Company would open to her a 
wide Paſſage into the Hearts and Affections of all 
the People ; that this would kill, in the very Root, 
the Practices of other Princes to divert this Allis 
ance ; and laſtly, this would put an eternal Obli- 
tion upon the Duke himſelf, and a glorious 
uſtre and Repute upon his preſent Journey and 
Employment.“ | MEL 
© The Conde ſaid hereupon, That he was be- | 
witch'd with theſe Reaſons, and afſur'd the Duke his 
Motions ſhould take Effect, only the Prince muſt i 
. not be acquainted therewith; but himſelf would 3 
ſuddenly prepare, for the Voyage, and would needs } 
34 - have the Prince name a Day tor his Departure, ' 
wh.ch accordingly was defign'd and appointed.“ 3 
This News either came indeed, or was pre- 
tended to have come, to the Infanta. She is ſup- 
pos'd to take it exceedingly ill; and the Condeſſa 
d'Olivares, who hath the Care of her Education, ſent 
unto the Prince, that it became him not to forſake 
the Company of ſuch a Lady, for the gaining of a 
poor Circumſtance of Time, after ſo many _ x 
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ſoextraordinary Expreſſions of Love and Affection; aa, 21. James L. 


and upon her Aſſurance that no Advantage ſhould be 
taken of that Promiſe, prevail'd on his Highneſs 
to return this Compliment, that rather than give her 
Highneſs any Diſguſt, he would ſtay for her ſeven 
Years. The Conde (who winked thro” his Fingers 


at theſe Actions of his Wife) being preſs'd to prepare 


for the Infanta's going (according to that Enchant- 
ment the Duke had caſt upon him) burſt out into 
Oaths; and demanded, If they thought he had no- 
thing elſe to do with his Maſter's Money, but to 
throw it out of the Windows in this kind: And 
when the Prince replied again, That if he were ſo 
carefal a Steward for his Maſter, his Highneſs 
himſelf would defray the Preparations ; he refuſed 
the Offer, and ſaid, his Maſter expected no ſuch 
Supplies. By this Time Sir Francis Cottington ar- 
riv'd with all Things perfected by the King, and 
Letters of good Satisfaction from the Ambaſſadors, 
and a Command from our King unto his Highneſs, 
to make his Return within one Month after the 
Reception of theſe Letters. When the Prince ex- 
pected to have found them wrapt in an Extaſy of 
Joy, they were in much Diſorder at the Hearing of 
the News; and infinitely troubled that his Majeſty 
had ſo well and fo qui-tly overcome ſo many Par- 
ticulars. Here the Duke made his Annotation, That 
he did not pofitively affirm they meant to have 
bred any Stirs in England; but this he well remem- 
bered, that when the Prince, to diſpute them out 
of their unreafonable Demands in Matters of Reli- 
gion, objected againſt them, this Danger of Rebel- 
lion, they replied again, That if he fear'd any 
ſuch Thing, he ſhould be waited upon into Eng- 
land with a good and ſtrong. Army to decide all 
Controverſies in Religion: A Courteſy, as the Lord 
Keeper obſerv'd in reporting the ſame, better un- 
derſtood in Milan, Naples, and Germany, than 
hitherto Ged be thank'd) in this Iſland ; but the 
Prince told us his own Anſwer to this Complitnent 
of theirs was, That the Remedy was worſe than 
the Diſeaſe

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made by the Conde, not ſo much as for the Princes 
Journey; which his Highneſs ſaid, was therefore 
deferr'd in Hopes to have made him faſt and be- 
trothed before his Departure.” 

© VUpon the Certificate of the Ambaſſadors 
brought by Sir Francis Coltingtan, the Duke preſ- 
ſed the Conde with his former Promiſe to deliver 
the Lady now, the Condition being perform'd. 
The Conde told him, The Time was paſt ; and tho' 
his'Grace offer'd to tarry the very Brim of Winter 
for her Company, yet was the Motion lighted, 
and the Duke deſir'd to trouble himſelt no more 
with any Thoughts to that Purpoſe.” 

About this Time the Conde renew'd the 
Treaty for the Reſtitution of the Palatinate ; ſay- 
ing, The Lady ſhould by no Means go into Eng- 
land before that Buſineſs was accommodated : And 
after Conference with the German Ambaſladors, 
there was projected a Reſtitution of the Land to 
the Son, upon Condition' of a Marriage with the 
Emperor's Daughter, which the Prince did not 
diſlike ; but there was added withal, another Con- 
dition, that his Son ſhould be bred in the Empe- 
ror's.Court, which his Highneſs utterly rejected.“ 

As concerning the Prince Palatine himſelf, he 
muſt, like Cain, have a Mark of Infamy upon his 
Perſon ; and, for his EleCtorate, it was a Thing 
in Nubibus, which hung in the Air, and altogether 
beyond their Reach and Power ; nor would they 
dy any Means undertake the fame.” | 

Then the Prince demanding of the Conde, 
Whether, in caſe the Emperor prov'd refractory, 
the King, his Maſter, would affiſt him with Arms, 
to reduce him to reaſonable Terms? 

* The Conde anſwered negatively ; becauſe they 
had a Maxim of State, That the King of * 
muſt never fight againſt the Emperor.“ 

* He had, indeed, (for it was not to be denied) 
dealt very ill with them in this Particular ; but if 
he ſhould beat and buffet them, they would not 
arr. to employ their Forces againſt the — 
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n of Auſtria. Hereupon his Highneſs made bis Pro- An. 21. James, 
s - to the Conde, Look to it, Sir, for if you 623. 
= hold yourſelf to that, there is an End of all; for, 


without this, you may not rely upon either Mar- 
riage or Friendſhip ; for I muſt, as I am required, 
return to my Father, and acquaint him with your 
Reſolution in this Point. Look for neither Mar- 
riage nor Friendſhip without Reſtitution of the Pa- 
latinate.” 

Vet was not the Earl of Briſtol fo abſolutely 
X perſuaded of the Prince's Reſolution z for he offer- 
X cd (as was related in the Houſe of Commons) to 
lay with him a Ring worth 10001. that for all his 
Father's Letters, his Highneſs would keep his 
Chriſimas at Madrid; which Wager the Prince 
= with him, and gave away his Ring before his 

ace. 

About the Time it was concluded that the 
Infanta ſhould not come away with the Prince, the 
Duke took occaſion to open his Mind with ſome 
Freedom to the Conde 4Olivares : He had put 
him in mind how he had formerly told his Grace, 
That they in Spain could do with the Pope what 
they would; and that his Holineſs never aſſented 
to the Diſpenſation, untill they had faid it was 
full Time, and had given him his proper Cue: 
And that the Conde was the Cauſe of calling the 
Juno of Divines; which the Conde confeſ- 
ſed, ſay ing, That the Devil had put it into his 
Head ſo to do. Alſo that the Conde had offered to 
his Grace the preſent conducting of the Lady, ſo 
as he would but endanger his Soul for the Favour, 
and turn Roman Catholic. To all this the Conde 
made Anſwer, That there were but three Ways to 
wade thro' this Buſineſs ; whereof two were good, 
the third an ill one: The firſt good one was the 
Converſion of the Prince, which now he found 
was abſolutely: :impoſſible : The ſecond good

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) Way was, that as'they were obliged by the Prince's 
if free coming into Spain, ſo they, with the like Free- 
t dom, to deliver up the Infanta into his Hands, truſt- 
e ing him without further Condition: And the third 


Way, 
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An, 21. James. Way, which he ſaid was a very ill one, was to 


wrap him and ſwadle him up, as hard as they could, 
with nice Articles and ſtrict Conditions. Where- 
upon the Duke replied, they had made Medza's 
Choice; diſcovered the beſt, and choſen the worſt 
of all the Ways. The Conde replied again, T hat 
if he were a Counſellor at large, he would adviſe 
the King to commit the Infanta unto his Highneſs 
freely andabſolutely, without Conditions: So would 
he do, if he were King; and, as he was, he would 
do ſo, if the King was thirty Years of Age; but, 
being a Favourite, to anſwer the Actions of a mi- 
nor King, (altho' he cannot deny but it lies in his 
Power) yet he reſolved, the Infanta ſhall not go 
along with his Highneſs, but upon theſe Con- 
ditions.” “. | ea 4 me. 
Thus, by this Time, the braveſt Prince in Eu- 
rope is grown cheap and vulgar in the Court of 
Spain, ſo as they ſcarce beſtow a Viſit on him; and 
the Conde came very ſeldom at him, pretending, 
for a Reaſon, that his Highneſs looked but heavily 
on him. In fine, the Duke was fain to negotiate 
the Condeſſa, to procure her Lord to vouchſafe 
now and then, to look upon his Highneſs.” it, 
© About this Place the Duke declared to us how, 
in the Flaſhings and Lightnings in the Conde's Fa- 
vour towards him, theſe two Letters came to be 
produced, which are to be read by and by. The 
Conde, when in the good Humour, told his Grace, 
That now certainly it was to be a Match, and that 
the Devil could not break it. The Duke replied, 
he thought ſo too; and that the Match had need be 
firm, which had been ſeven Years in ſoldering.” 
© The Conde denied it, -and faid plainly, it had 
not been really intended ſeven Months. The 
Duke rejoined, That if he were ſure of that, he 
could ingratiate himſelf very much with his Ma- 
ſter, and receive many Thanks for his Journey and 
Employment; it he could make it appear to the 
King, that the Marriage was the Produce of this 
Negotiation only. Then ſaid the Conde, I will 
fetch that out of my Deſk that ſhall aſſure you 
thereof ; 
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firſt was written with the King of Sparn's own 
Hand ; then read over five or fix Times, and the 
Subſtance collected in their Memory, by the Prince 
and Sir Walter Afton, (the Duke having promiſed 
it ſhould not be copied, and indeed the Time not 
permitting to do it) and, by and by, after ſet down 
in Writing; if we remember who were the Notaries, 
we need not doubt but it isauthentically taken. The 
ſecond Letter is tranſlated by the Prince himſelf.”

SIR, 


( Onferrine in what Eflate we find the Treaty of the 
Marriage between Spain and England, and 
knowing certainly how the Miniſters did underſtand 
this Buſineſs, that treated in the Time of Philip III. 
(now in Heaven) that their Meaning was never to 
elt it; but by enlarging the Treaties and Points of 
the ſaid Marriage, to make Uſe of the Friendſhip of 
the King of Great Britain, as well in the Matters 
of Germany as of Flanders; and ſiſpecting likewiſe,

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cions ; yet it is certain, that the Infanta Donna 
ria is reſolved to put herſelf into the Diſcalzes (V, the 
fame Day that your Majefly ſhall preſi her to make 
this Marriage ; 1 thought fit to repreſent unto your 
Majefty that which my good Zeal hath offered unto me 
on thi; Occaſion; thinking it a good Time to acquaint 
your Majefty withall, to the end you may reſolve 0 
that which you ſhall find moſt convenient, with t 
Advice of thoſe Miniſters that you ſhall think fit. 

The King of Great Britain doth find him ſelß, at 
this Time, equally engaged in two Buſineſſes ; the one 
is the Marriage, to which he is moved by the Conve- 
niences that he finds in your Majeſty's Friendſhip, 
without making an Agreement with thoſe Catholics 
that he thinks are ſecretly in his Kingdom, and by this 
to aſſure himſelf of them ; as likewiſe to marry his 
Son to one of the Houſe of Auſtria, #nowing that the 
Infanta Donna Maria 1s the beſt born Lady in the 
World. The other Buſineſs is the Reſtitution of the 
Palatinate, in which he is yet more engaged; for be- 
ſides that his Reputation is at the Stake, there is add- 
ed the Love and Intereſt of his Grand Children, Sons 
of his only Daughter ; ſo that, both by the Law of 
Nature and Reaſens of State, he ought to put them 
before whatſiever Inconveniences might follow from 
diſſembling what they ſiffer. 

I do not diſpute whether the King of Great Britain 
be govern'd in this Buſineſs of the Palatinate by 
Art or Friendſhip : I think a Man may ſay he uſed 
both ; but, as a Thing not preciſely neceſſary to this 
Diſcourſe, I emit it. I hold it a Maxim, that thee 
two Engagements, in which he finds himſelf, are in- 
feparavle ; for alibo the Marriage be made, we muff 
fail in that. which, in my way of Underſlanding, is 
moſt neceſſary, the Reſtitution of the Palatinate. 

This being ſuppoſed, having made this Marriage 
in the Form as it is treated, your Majeſty all find 


yourſelf, together with the King of Great Britain, 
engaged in a War with the Emperor and the Catbo- 


lic League; fo that your Majeſiy will be forced to de- 
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elare yourſelf, with your Arms, againſt the Emperor An. a1, James I 
3» 


and the Catholic League; a Thing which, to hear 
with this Uncertainty, will offend your godly Ears ; 
and, declaring yourſelf for the Emperor and the Ca- 
tholic League, (as you certainly will) your Maje 
will find yourſelf brought into a War againſt the King 
of England, and your Sifter married with his Son ; 
with the which all whatſoever _—_— of Conveni- 
ence, that were thought upon with this Marriage, 
do ceaſe. If your Majeſty ſhall ſhew yourſelf neu- 
tral, (as it may be ſome will propound) That will give 
cauſe of very great Scandal; and with juſt Reafon, 
ſince, in Matters of leſs Oppoſition, than of Catho- 
lics againſt Heretics, the Arms of this Crown have 
taken the gody againſt the convenient Party : And, 
at this Time, the Frenchmen fomenting the Hol- 
landers againſt your Majeſly, your Piety hath been 
ſuch, that you have ſent your Arms againſt the Re- 
bels of that Crown ; leaving all the great Conſidera- 
tions of State, only becauſe theſe Men are Enemies 
to Faith and the Church. 

It will obiige your Majeſly, and giveOccaſion to thoſe 
of the League to make Uſe of the King of France 
and other Catholic Princes ill affected to this Crown ; 
for it will be a Thing neceſſary for them todo ſo 3 and 
thoſe, even againſt their own Religion, will fament 
and aſſiſt the Heretics for Hatred to us; without 
doubt they will follow the other Party, only to leave 
your Majeſiy with that Blemiſh that never hath be- 
fallen any King of theſe Dominions. The King of 
England 1ll — — and diſobliged, ſeeing 
neither Intereſts nor Helps do follow the Alliance with 
this Crown ; as likewiſe with Pretext of particular 
Reſentment, for having ſuffered his Daughter and

Power to do it, as your Majeſly and every Body may 
judge; and the Memorial that the Emperor's Ambaſ- 


ſador gave your Majeſly Yeſterday maketh it certain; 


fince, in the Liſt of Soldiers, which it maketh every one 
of the League to pay, he ſhews your Majeſty, that Ba- 
varia, for viſe alone, will pay more than all the 
reſt together; the which dath ſhew his Power and In- 
tention, whith is not to accommodate Matters, but to 
heep to himſelf the Superiority of all in this broken 
Time. The Emperor is now in the Dyet, and the 
Tranſlation is to be made in it.

Hereunto the Conde d'Olivares anfwered with ſome 
Length, the Subflance wheresf I ſhall only preſume 
to ſet down to your Majeſly. | 

He profeſs'd a ſincere Intention and Reſolution in 
this King to make the Match, and that there ſbould 
not be one Day ft ; for that the peedy Diſpatch 
thereof” imported them as much as your Majeſty ; and 
to the end no Time ſhould be lit, this King had, the 
Day after the Death of Don Baltazar de Zuniga, 
appointed Don Ferdinando de Gyron in his Place, 
in his Commiſſion. That for the going of Mr. Gage 
from Rome, and the Pope's Demands, they were 
abſolutely ignorant 7 them; that the Ming bad done 
all that I myſelf” deſired far the Redreſi of this Er- 
ror; that I might affſure your Mapeſly that you ſhould 
find here all Sincerity and clear Proceeding, and

As for the Bugneſs of the Palatinate, I repreſent- 
ed at large, the Merit of your Majeſty's Proceedings 
and the many Promiſes made from hence; yet, notwith-

My 
Lord Ambaſſador, Sir Walter Aſton, accompanied 
me at my Audience, and was a Witneſs of all that 
paſs'd, as well with the King, as with the Conde 
d'Olivares, Mithin few Days after the News of 
the taking of Heidelberg came hither ; whereupon 1 
diſpatched ngain to the King, in ſuch ſort as I have 
at large advertiſed to Mr. Secretary Calvert. The 
Effect of my Negotiation was, That they, on the 13tb 
of October, difpatch'd Letters away to the Infanta, 
to flop the Emperor's and the Duke of Bavaria's 
Proceedings; but preſſing them further, in regard 
their former Letters have wrought ſo little Efes, 
ther have given me a ſecond Diſpatch, which I 
have ſent to the Infanta, and whereof Mr. Secre- 
tary will give your Majeſly an Account; which, I 
conctiue, will procure your Majeſty better Satisfac- 
tion than hitherto you have received from the Empe- 
ror and his Party. 

For the Buſineſs of the Match, I have written to 
Mr. Secretary what is to be ſaid at preſent, and will 
only add, That as I fhnuld not willingly give your 
Majeſiy Hepes upon uncertain Groinds, ſo I would 
not conceal what they profeſs ; which is, That they 
coill give your Majeſty real and ſheedy Satisfaction 
therein: and if they intend net, they are falſer than 
all the Devils in Hell, for deeper Oaths and Prote-

Theſe Letters being read, the Lords adjourned, 
ad Libitum, to debate what they ſhould adviſe the 
King to do in this Buſineſs. And, becauſe his Ma- 


jeſty had required to have the Advice of both Hou- 


fes, they thought it not fit io proceed further in 
it at that Time; but to have a Conference with the 
Commons, and to conſider, firſt, What to propoſe 
to them at their next Meeting. 

February 28. The Affair was again reſumed re- 
lating to the Match with Spain and the Recovery of 
the Palatinate; and though the Lords generally 
agreed, * That they cannot adviſe about one with- 
out the other; and, alſo, that they had ſo far de- 
clared themſelves here, that it is not ſafe for the 
King to continue the Treaty on either, nor ex- 
_ the Reſtitution of the Palatinate, by any other 

eans than the Sword; yet, their Lordſhips do ftill 
think it not fit to deliver their fingle Advice, but 
firſt to conſult the Commons ; and when the two 


| Houſes have agreed thereon, then to deliver the 


fame jointly to his Majeſty.” 
After which a long Debate aroſe, what to pro- 
e to the Commons; and, at laſt it was reſolved, 
hat there was no Neceſſity to treat of the Match 
and the Palatinate together. Alſo, their Lordſhips 
were of Opinion, That his Majeſty rely not upon 
any further Treaties; except they ſhall hear from 


the Commons better Reaſons for it at the Conſe- 


rence. And a Committee, was appointed, of which 
the Duke was the Chief, to ſearch for Precedents of 


former Treaties and Supplies to the King in Matters 


of this Kind. Alſo, the King's Servants were to 
bring them all ſuch Papers and Diſpatches, out of 
Spain, as they ſhould require.

Embaſſador complained of: Therefore, a Meſſage 
was ſent to the Lower Houſe, to expreſs their 
Lordſhips Doubt that their Meaning was not fully 
underſtood ; for that they do think it moſt proper, 
as the Narration was made to both Houſes, ſo both 
to join, if they ſo pleaſe, in their Juſtification of 
it to his Majeſty. 

After ſome Time, the Commons ſent an An- 
ſwer to the Mefſage, That they were defirous to 
' confer with their Lordſhips about it, by a Com- 
mittee of both Houſes; the Time and Place was 
left to their Lordſhips Option. The Lords ap- 
pointed the Painted-Chamber, and the Time to be 
preſently. Accordingly, the ſame Day, the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury made the following Report 
of this Conference to the whole Houſe.

Mitioner thereof; alths* 1 would confeſs, that if 1 
were fully perſuaded of the Sincerity of their Inten- 
tions, and of a Poſſibility of having the ſaid Match 
effetied, I know not any 1 hing wherein I would more 
willingy envoy my Endeavours ; but, as the Caſe now 
flood, I was wilain, that if I. fhould but make any 
fuch Motion in England, I ſhould but draw an Im-

let the Duke know, that in caſe I might be fully aſ-

any Buſineſs of this Nature were abſolutely extinguiſh- 
ed; and therefore again to revive it, there would 
need more than ordinary Endeausaurs, or ordinary A, 
fiſtance: But as I knew this Match would neither 
want Well. Willers nor Affifters, and, for my own 
Part, I would freely make Profeſſion, that no Man 
more deſired it than myſelf, or would more willingly 
employ his Endeavours for the Furtherance ther ec; 
when, by deſcending to Particulars, I ſhould fee that 
both in regard io the Conditions and Aſſurance of fin- 
cere Proceeding, the Motion was worthy ani proper 
for a good Servant to offer it unto his Maſter ; nei- 
ther then ſhould I be tyholly out of Hope of good Suc- 
ceſs, tho" ¶ could not but efleem it a Buſineſs of infi- 
nite Difficulties. | 
The Duke replied, That any Courſe I thought fit 
herein fhould be condeſcended unto; for that all Time 
was loft that was ſpent in Generalitie; ; and there- 
fore, if I fo hiked, he would move this King, that 


ſome one or two beſides himſelf might be appointed to 


have Conference with me ; for that if he ſhould re- 
tain it in bis own Hand only; it would, by reaſon of 
hi; many Occupations, hate @ ſlower Progreſs 25 
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he wiſb d; but if we would, by way of Conference, An. 21. Ja 


digeſt the Difficulties into Heads and Particulars, he 
would, as often as he could, be preſent at our Meet- 
ings; and, for his own Part, he jaid, he apprehend- 
ed few Difficulties would ariſe but from Difference 
of Religion. | 

I told the Duke, That I very well approved of the 


deſcending into Particulars; neither ſhould T refuſe 


Conference with any herein whom the King ſhould ap- 
point to ſprok with me : But if his Meaning were, 
that theſe Perſons ſhould be nominated or jain'd by 
way of Commiſſion, I thought fit to let him under- 


fland, that I neither had any Time, nor did 1 at the 


preſent ſpeak of this Buſineſs either by Order or Di- 
rection ; no, not ſo much as even by your Majeſty's 
Privity * But as a Miniſter, that deſired to lay hold 
on all Occaſions for the encreaſing of further Love 
and Nearneſs betwixt bis Maſter and the Prince by 
whom he is employed, I ſhould be glad, to the utmoſt 
of my Power, to advance and further this Cauſe ; as 
that which I apprehended to be the greateſt, which the 
Wirld now affordeth, for the firm uniting of your 
Ma jeſties and your Eſtates. 

The Duke told me, That this King would make 19 
Scruple to declare his good Inclination and Deſire to 
have the Match proceeded in; and that, for accom- 
modating the Difficulties, he had already uſed divers 
Offices and Diligences with the Pope, as likewiſe 
with the greateſt Divines of this Kingdom, whereof 
he named ſome unto me, whom, he ſaid, he found 


"very well inclined 10 the Match, He told me alſo 
he would be glad they might ſpeak with me, ſo then 


I might truly underſtand, by them, all Kind of Scru- 
ple that could be alledged. ] anſwered, That I de- 
fired nothing more, and that I could not but approve 
of theſe Courſes he preſcribed, as the moſt probable to 
produce a good Effet ; and that I hoped God would 
give a happy Succeſi to the Buſineſs : But I ſhould be 
bold in one Thing to deliver my Opinion, which was, 
no ways io inte eſi our, Maſters herein, unleſs by the

flies. The Duke told me, He miſliked not my Opini- 
an; tho he ſaid, However the Buſineſs jucceeded, yet 
you ſhvuld have Reaſon to accept Kindly this King's 
good Intentions ; for that, if it miſcarried, it ſhould 
appear not to be thro' their Default ; but that they 
had ſtretched as far as Honour or Conſcience would 


give them leave. 


And thus much he ſaid I might write to your Ma- 
jeſty, If T thought fit, or to my confident Friends in 
England, bis Word and Aſſurance ; and fo telling me, 
that he would _ appoint thoſe that ſhould confer 
svith me in this Buſineſs, we then parted. | 

With:n two Days after I went to the Duke, and, 
after I had ſpoken to him of the Buſineſs of Cleves, 
according to my Inſlruftions, whereof I gave an Ac- 
count to Mr. Secretary, in a Diſpatch directed to him, 
toe fell again into Speech of the Match. 

The Duke told me he had well conſidered of that 
which I had aid unto him, and much approv'd it, 
Net to intereſt our Maſters in the Buſineſs till we 
ſhould fee ſome Likelyhod 7 gon Sucteſs, | 

And for that he ſuppoſed the Difference of Religion, 
like to prove the only Difficulty of Conſideration, he 
thought it fit that it ſhould firſt be cleared ; and 
therefore he would break the Matter with the Car- 
dinal of Toledo, and the King's Confefſor, and with 
them ſbould be join'd another learned Man, one Fa- 
ther Fredrick ; who, ſince I underſtand, is a Jeſuit, 
but truly hath the Report of a moderate Man.

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Recovery of the Palatinate. 

It was alſo agreed, that the Lord-Keeper ſhould 
deliver unto the Commons, by way of Supple- 
ment, firſt, concerning the Treaty of Marriage, 
That it appeared, by the Earl of Briſtol's Diſpatch, 
of November 3. 1624. That the hrſt Motion of 
it came from Spain, viz. from the Duke of Lerma 
into England. 2. Concerning the Treaty of Re- 
ſtitutian, That the King of Spain had promiſed 
Aſſiſtance, by Arms, in caſe a Mediation ſhould 
not prevail; tho' now he denied it again. This 
appeared out of another Diſpatch from the Earl of 
Briſtol, 3. Concerning an heroic Saying of the 
Prince, * That when it was noiſed he ſhould be 
detained a Priſoner in Spain, he ſent Word by 
Grymes to the King, That in caſe News ſhould come 
hither of bis Detention, his Majeſty would think no 
more on him as a Son; but q * all bis royal 
Thoughts on his Siſter, and the Willfare of his wn 
Eſtate; and Kingdoms.” 


I ̃bhe reſt of this Day and the two following A Conference 
were chiefly taken up in the Conference between bereufon. 


the two Houſes, about this Grand Affair, as the 
Fournals call it: And, 

March 5. The Archbiſhop of Canterbury made 
a Report, briefly, of what had paſſed at it, and de- 
livered in the Reaſons, in Writing, from the Com- 


. mons, to fortify their Reſolutions to adviſe his Ma- 


jeſty to proceed no farther inthe Treaties with Spain 
Which were theſe : 


I. © It is obſerved, That the State of Spain, not The Commons

Service in this Realm; and to the apparent Dimi- 
nution of his Majeſty's Sovereignty, by eſtabliſhing; 
a neceſſary Dependence for Protection upon a fo- 
reign King and State; and to the great Derogation 
of the Laws of this Kingdom ; and, laſtly, to the 
Grief and Diſcouragement of all his Majeſty's well- 
affected Subjects, Com whoſe general Diſcontent 
they expected, as well appeareth, a Conſequence of 
no ſmall Miſchief . 

III. It is obferyed, that during the Continuance 
of this Treaty, and by reaſon of the ſame, the Po- 
piſh Faction have exceedingly increaſed in this 
Realm, both in Multitude and Boldneſs; and 
whereas, heretofore, they have been divided amongſt 
themſelves into the Party of Jeſuits depending 
upon Spain, and the ſecular Prieſts ; otherwiſe they 
are generally, now, ſtropgly united together, depend- 
ing no leſs upon Spain for temporal ReſpeCts, than 
from Rome for ſpiritual ; which, conſidering the 
Houſe of Spain hath been always a capital Enemy 
to our Religion, to encreaſe their own Greatneſs, 
by extirpating the Proteſtant Party in all Places 
where they can prevail, cannot but be of moſt dan- 
gerous Conſequence to the Safety of the King and 
this Realm, unleſs Remedy be provided with Speed 
for abating that Party here at home; which can- 
not be during the Time theſe Treaties are on Foot.* 

III It is obſerved, that, by Advantage of theſe 
Treaties, and thereby keeping his Majeſty in hope 
of general Peace, they have contrarily, under Pre- 
tence of aſſiſting the Emperor, oppreſſed by the 
Proteſtant Party in moſt Part of Chriſtendom, being 
the antient Allies and Confederates of this Crown, 
to the endangering not only of the whole State of 
the Reformed Religion. but alſo againſt the common 
wy of all the Profeſlors of the fame.* 

* IV. During the Time of theſe Treaties of 
Love with his Majeſty, they have, with all Kind of 
Hoſtility, ſet upon his Majeſty's Son- in Law, the 
H.sband of his only and moſt Royal Daughter; in- 
Y=ded his Towns and Territories in all Places; and,

Count Palatine ſhould be brought up in the Em- 
peror's Court: So reſtleſs are their Deſires to work 
the Overthrow of our Religion by all poſſible De- 

vices.” | 

' '© Laſtly, It is too apparent how many Years, 
from Time to Time, they have deluded and abu- 
fed his Majeſty with their Treaties ; how ſmall Re- 
ſpect they have ſhewed to the Prince's Greatneſs 
and Worth ; what Indignity they have offered, 
again and again, to his Highneſs, by importuning 
him, upon all Advantages, to forſake his Religion 
contrary to the Cuſtom of all Princes, and contrary 
to the antient Laws of Honour and Hoſpitality ; 
who ought to have been uſed there with princely 
Freedom, and preſſed io nothing to which he was 
ill- diſpoſed; conſidering withall, —_ what Confi- 
dence, bein reat a Prince, he had put himſelf 
W e on altho" it pleated God ſo to 
/ wide and fortify his Princely Heart, that he con-

* Firſt, In that Treaty concerning Prince Henry ; 


alter many ſpecious Motions on their Part, it was 


followed with diſavowing their own Ambaſladors, 
and a ſcornful Propoſition to the King for that 
Prince's altering his Religion.” 

« Secondly, In the Treaty of Bruſſels, wherein Sir 
Richard Weſton was employed, he found nothing 
but Delays and Deceits ; and, after divers peremp- 
tory Commands from Spain, for his Majeſty's da- 
tisfaction, they wrought no other Eftect than the 
Siege and taking of Heidelbergh ; ſo that he was 
forced to return with a Proteſtation.” | 

* Thirdly, When Baron Baſcat came thither to 
continue their former Treaty, the firſt News we 
heard was, the Tranflation of the Electorate to 
the Duke of Bavaria; of which both the Baron 
and Don Carlos proteſted Ignorance, and that the 
King of Hain would let the World ſee how much 
he reſented ſuch an Affront; yet it plainly appear- 
eth, by the Letter of the Count dOlivares, given 
to the Prince, that the State of Sain both had In- 


telligence of it before, and expected it to be effected 


at that Diet.“ 

* Fourthly, When his Highneſs was in Spaia the 
Count d Olivares ſhewed him two Letters, by 
which it plainly appeared, that, till his Coming thi- 
ther, there was nothing really intended ; which 
they were not aſhamed directly to avow to the 
Prince himſelf, and that after the Requital of ſo 
hazardous a Journey, and ſuch an extraordi 


Truſt. When all Articles were again concluded, 


they found a new Shift, by a Juncto of Divines, 
to let the Prince come bome without the Lady 
for whoſe Perſon his Highneſs had chiefly put him · 
ſelf to that Hazard. A 

Laſih, When upon his Higbneſs's happy Re- 
turn hither, we had juſt Cauſe to expect the utmoſt 
they would do in reſtoring the Palatinate; the 
faithful Promiſe of which was the only Cauſe _ 
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the Prince yielded to that Juno of Divines, the An. az. james l. 


Deſponſaries being preſently to follow; the Berg- 
flat was to be delivered to the Elector of Mentz, 
being won by the King of Spain's Arms, and Part 
of it then in Poſſeſſion of his own Miniſters, con- 
trary to an expreſs Article in the Treaty, conclu- 
ded by Don Carl and the Baron of Baſcot; where- 
in it was particularly provided that no Alteration 
was to be made in theſe "Treaties, till the general 
Treaty was at an End.” 


Theſe Reaſons, with the conſequent Advice to 
the King annexed, being read, the Lords approved 
of them by a general Vote of the Houſe, Næmiue diſ- 
ſentiente ; and a Committee of the Lords was ap- 
pointed to join that of the other Houle, in order to 
goand preſent them to his Majeſty. 

March 8. The Archbiſhop of Canterbury report- 
ed to the Houſe, That, on the 6th Inſtant, the joint 
Committees of both Houſes waited on his Majeſty, 
at Theobalds; at which Time he delivered himſelf 

to the King as follows ;

- weak, and diſbaartened, and do expe? Aſſiſtance from 


hence. For Ireland, I leave it to you, whether that 
be not 4 Back-Dof to be ſecured. For the Navy, 
1 thank God, it is in à better Cafe than ever it was, 
yet more muſt bs dune; and, before it can be prepared 
as it ought to be, it will require @ new Charge, as 
well for its own Strength, as for the ſeturing of 
the -Coafis. | 

My Children, I beto to God, eat no Bread but by 
my Means; I muſt, maintain them, and not ſee them 
toant. In the mean Time, my Cuſtoms are the bef 
Part of my Revenues, and, in effeft, the Subſtance of 
all baue to live on; all which are farmed out upor: 
that Condition, That if there be a War, thoſe Bar- 
gains are to be diſannulled 3 which enforce a great 
Defalcation. |

© That the Committee of the Commons ac- 
quainted them, That they were firſt commanded to 
return the hearty Thanks of their whole Houſe to 
the Prince for his Highneſs's Speech unto their Com- 
mittee, at their laſt Meeting; wherein they took 
much Joy and Comfort; and to aſſure him, that 
they will be ever very tender of his Highneſs's 
Honour.” 

That they had concurred, with one unanimous 
Conſent, to the Aſſiſtance of his Majeſty, whenſo- 
ever he ſhall be pleaſed to declare himſelf touching 
the breaking off the two Treaties with Spain.“ 

That they had drawn up a Model of that which 
they intend to preſent to his Majeſty ; and, for 
good Correſpondency, they had brought the ſame 
to be allowed of here, with ſuch Amendments, in 
the Introduction only, as their Loidſhips ſhould 
think fit.“ 

Then the Attorney General read the Declara- 
tion, and the Lords gave their Conſent to the Sub- 
ſtance of it, by a general Vote of the Houſe ; but 
agreed to mend the ſame in the Introduction, be- 
cauſe it was in the Name of the Commons only. 
This Addition the other Committee aſſented to ; 
and, when it was all finiſhed, it was agreed to be pre- 
ſented to the King, by a Committee of both Houſes, 
at ſuch Time as his Majeſty would pleaſe to admit 
them to his Preſence.

had entered into, That, from the Year 1617, the 


King had expended 145,000 l. in Entertainment 
of Ambaſladors ſent hither ; Charge of the naval 
Expedition againſt the Pirates; on Ships for the 
Prince's Journey ; Money taken up by the Prince 
in Spain, &c. That there was 80,000 l. due to the 
King of Denmark, with Intereſt, Towards all 
theſe | Here is an Hiatus for 
what had been given towards it. And he next 


| proceeds to acquaint the Houſe what Savings, in 


the public Expences, had been made; as, That, 


for /reland, an Eſtabliſhment was begun there, both 
for Church and Common-Wealth ; which, pur- 
ſued, would ſubliſt of itſelf : For the Navy, beſides 
the King's Timber, it coſt 50,0001. a Year ; re- 
duced theſe, laſt five Years to 30,000 |. and ten 
new Ships built, beſides many Houſes for Maga- 


Zines: For the Forts, a Commiſſion was given this 


laſt Summer to two Perſons, who have made a 
Certificate of the Charge; which may be ſeen 
when the Houſe pleaſes.” 

The next that ſpoke was Sir Benjamin Rudyard, 
who proved, in the ſucceeding Reign, a great Ora- 
tor in the Houſe, he ſaid, * That Want of Parlia- 
ments were the principal Means of the Growth of 


Grievances in the Common- Wealth: That the 


King's Propoſitions to us now, were, how to make 
good that Breach which we adviſe him to: To 
prepare for their own Security; To intreat the 
Lords to join with them in a Committee of a 
Council of War, to deviſe the fitteſt Means to ſe- 
cure Jrgland, our Forts, fit out our Navy, and Join 
with

There were many Speakers beſides, in theſe Af- 
fairs, all tending to adviſe the King to diſſolve the 
Treaties ; and, at laſt, it was reſolved, upon the 
Queſtion, ©* That, in purſuit of their Advice, upon 
his Majeſty's Declaration to break the Treatics, 
they would be ready to aſſiſt him, in a parlia- 
mentary Manner, with their Fortunes and Abili- 
ties.” This was carried witbout one Negative Voice: 
But the Reſult of all theſe Reſolutions will appear 
in the ſubſequent Proceedings of the Lords. | 
March 13. After ſome public and private Bills 
were read, his Royal Highneſs acquainted the 
Houſe, That his Majeſty was pleaſed the Com- 
mittees of both Houſes ſhould attend him the next 
Day, at Mpiteball, at Two in the Afternoon, in 
order todeliver their Declaration.

' Several Days paſſed after the laſt Date, without 
any Thing being done by the Lords, or ſent up by

March 22. When the Lords received a Meſſage 
from the Lower Houſe, importing, That, ſince 
they defired all Expedition to be made in the great 

Buſineſs of the two Treaties, and had taken into 

Confideration his Majeſty's laſt Anſwer, they have 
thought on a Propoſition to be made to him touch- 
ing thoſe Affairs; wherefore they defire a Con- 
ference with the Lords about it.” 

This Conference was accepted by the Lords; 
and, when their Committee was returned from it, 
che Report was made by the Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury, That the Commons had delivered to them 
their Propoſitions in Writing, and had left a Blank 
for their Lordſhips to be named with them, if they 
thought fit. Then they were read to the Houſe, 
and the Queſtion being put, it was agreed, by all, 
only one Lord diflenting, to fill up the Blank.

When this Anſwer of the King's was alſo read 
to the Houſe, and was ordered to be enter'd in the 
Fournals, the Duke of Buckingham ſtood up, and

Year, and as much as may be well expected: There- 
fore, with as much Love, and as great Thanks, as a 
loving and kind King can give io ſ% loving and du- 
tiful People, I thank you for your Offer, and do 
accept it. 

I told you before, that I would never have craved 
your Advice to reject it, and ſo put a Scorn upon you: 
Think me nit that Man. 

It is true, I think no wiſe King can undertake fe 
great a Bargain, but he muſt well bethink himſelf be- 
fare-hand : And 1 account it better that a King ad- 
viſe well before he take a Reſolution, than adviſe raſh- 
ly, and after repent.

The Allowance was duely paid untill the xt 
of April 1614; but then, or ſhortly after, by the 
Default of Sir Roger Dalliſon and the Officers of 
the Exchequer, ſundry Payments were unorderly 
made, whereby the Office was unfurniſhed ; and 
Dalliſon, who had receiv'd thoſe Moneys and not 
employ'd them as he ought, became indebted in 
great Arrears to his Majeſty.” 

Upon Complaint whereof, in Novernber 1617, 
his Majeſty made a Reference to divers Lords of 
the Council ; who, in December 1617, return'd un- 
der their Hands a Propofition of Supply, eſtimated 
at 54,078 l. 8s. and 89.” | 

In February 1619, his Majeſty's Commiſſion 
was awarded to the Commiſlioners for the Navy, 
whereof the now Lord- Treaſurer was one of the 
chief, to ſurvey the Office of Ordnance: And they, 
in Fuly 1620, made a Return hereof to the Council, 
with their Opinions how the Magazines might be 
furniſhed with a preſent Supply of 13,640 J. 145. 
and 2d, how the ordinary Allowance of 6000 l. 
per Aunum, might be reduced to 3000 l. and how,

And thoſe Propoſitions made by them, 
in Michaelmas Term 1620, receiv'd Allowance 
from the Lords, and, at laſt, from his Majeſty 
himſelf.” 

© In December 1620, the Lord Viſcount Man- 
deville became Treaſurer; and, in May 1621, a 
Privy-Seal was drawn by the Officers of the Ord- 
nance, for ſettling the ſaid 3000 l. yearly, and for 
Payment of the ſaid 13,640 l. 148. and 2 d. 
But the ſame, being conſider'd of by the Commiſ- 
fioners of the Navy, was rejected, becauſe it ſwer- 
ved from their Propoſitions ; and ſo, the Lord Man- 
deville leaving the Treaſurerſnip about Michaelmas 
1621, nothing was done. In October 1621, the 
Earl of Middleſex became Lord- Treaſurer, and 
having continued in that Place two Years and fix 
Months, in all that Time none of the three Eſta- 
bliſhments, viz. that of 6 Jacobi by the dormant

appears that 28 Fuly 1621, which was about two

worth for the firſt two Years 1000 l. per Annum, 
and for ſeven Years after 1400 l. per Annum, and 
odd Pounds. It alſo appeareth, that about the ſame 
Time when he made the ſaid Agreement with the 
Officers, he bargained with Sir Thomas Mounfon for 
his Eſtate in Dalliſon's Lands; for which he agreed 
to give him 3000 l. in Money, the making of fix 
Baronets, and ſome fit Suit from his Majeſty when 
vir Thomas could find it. This 3000 1. was duly 
paid by his Lordſhip; and then it was agreed that 
the Baronets were not to proceed, but, in lieu 
thereof, his Lordſhip gave way to a Suit, which 
Sir Thomas made to his Majeſty, for the Benefit of 
compounding with the Copy-holders of Wakefield, 
for reducing their Fines to a Certainty z which his 
Lordſhip did eſtimate at 2000 l. and promiſed him 
further Recompence ; yet Sir Thomas Mounjon af- 
firms, He had neither Benefit thereby, nor further 
Recompence. In this Bargain, nevertheleſs, there 
are ſome Things favourable for the Lord-T reaſu- 
rer, eſpecially two. Fir, That, by this Bargain, 
his Majeſty is freed from all future Demands from 
the Officers of the Ordnance, concerning the Debt 
of 13,062 1. owing by Dallſon ; which his Maje- 
ſty, upon the aſſigning thoſe Extents, had cove- 
nanted to ſatisfy, in caſe the Incumbrances ſhould 
hinder them of Satisfaction; and this appeareth to 
be true. Secondly, Some Intimation — been, 
that this Bargain was no Bargain of Advantage, 


but of Loſs ta the Lord-Treaſurer; and 1

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fore not probable that he ſhould have undertaken, 22 L 


but for his Majeſty's Service, and the Good of the 
Office. And touching this Point, it appears, by 
the good Teſtimony of Sir Thomas Dalliſan, that, 
before the Troubles of his Father, the Lands and 
Leaſes being of about ſixty Years to come, bought 
by the Lord-T reaſurer, were xented at 1500 l. per 
num, or thereabouts ; whereof the Leaſe-Lands 
are about 300 1. per Aunum: And that, beſides the 
Recompence given to the Officers of Ordnance and 
Sir Thomas Mounſon, there is allow'd to him and 
his Mother, for clearing their Intereſts, 200 1. per 
Annum for their Lives: But Sir Arthur Ingram of- 
fereth to lett the whole, for forty or fifty Years, or 
any other reaſonable Time, at 1 100 l. per Annum. 
And it appears, by the Teſtimony of him and Mr. 
Mayle, that the Lands were incumbred with an 
Annuity of 200 J. per Aunum to Mr. Beddingfield 
for Life ; for which, and the Arrears, about 1200 1. 
hath been given, by way of Computation; and 
with 140 l. to Mr. Amith for Life, for which, and 
the Arrears, hath been given, by way of Compo- 
fition, about the Value of 800 l. and with an Aſ- 
ſurance, on the Part of Sir Richard Smith and Sir 
ohn Davy, for which is to be given 3000 J. be- 
des many other Incumbrances not yet brought in, 
But the Certainty thereof appears not, nor that 
any of them, of any conſiderable Value, are pre- 
cedent to Sir Roger Dalliſon's becoming Officer.” 


ThisRepert being read, the Lord Treaſurer put the

In theſe Articles his Lordſhip created a new 
Officer, a Secretary. The chief Proceedings there 
go by way of Petition, In the former Articles 
theſe Petitions were received by the Court, and en- 
tered by the Clerk without any Fee, and fo were 
to be found on Record: But, in the new Articles, 
this new Officer is to receive theſe Petitions, and 
may, for any Rule to the contrary, ſuppreſs them;

That the City of London had yielded to a 


Compoſition for Grocery, but the Out-Ports re- 
fuſed, and eſpecially the City of Briſtol; and that 
in the Lord-Treaſurer Salis bury's Time, Anno 11. 
Jacobi, that City had a Decree in the Exchequer, 
that they ſhould be freed from any ſuch Compoſi- 
tion, upon condition to yield to Purveyance in 
Kind, when the King or Queen comes within 20 
Miles of their City; which Purveyance coſt them 
8oo J. when the Queen's Majeſty was there. 
Nevertheleſs the Lord- Treaſurer had directed his

he hath truly alledged in his Anſwer to the Houſe 
of Commons: And, for better Satisfaction of this 
moſt honourable Hoyſe therein, he hath here ſet 
down a true and particular Declaration of the State 
and Carriage of that Buſineſs, as followeth : 
© He is very well aſſured, that as his general 
Courſe, in all Bargains of the like Nature for the 
King, hath been to look to his own 2 the 
King's Service, as the Husband of his Majeſty's 
Eftate ; ſo in this particular, touching the 9500 l. 
allowed to the Petty Farmers in recompence of 
their Loſſes, he carried himſelf fo carefully and 
ſo ſtrictly for the King, as he could no ways ex- 
ſo much as Thanks, much leſs any Gratuity 
or Reward from them : For though, at firſt, they 
demanded of his Majeſty a very great Sum, pre- 
tending, that the Interruption they complained 
of was 10,000 |. Diſadvantage to them in their 
firſt Year only; yet, upon good Reaſons, chewed 
by the Lord-Treaſurer, on his Majeſty's Behalf, 
they were brought to accept of 9,500 |, whereof, 
though they earneſtly preſſed to have preſent Satis- 
faction, yet he over-ruled them to take it in nine 
Years and an Half, (which was not worth more 
than 5000 I. in hand) and that, alſo, to be in full 
Satisfaction of all their Demands, not for one Year, 
but for the whole Term of nine Years and an Half; 
fo, as, in that Particular, the Lord- Treaſurer was 
ſo far from doing them Favour, that he thinks, 
they have maliced him ever fince, rather for hold- 
ing them ſo hard to it, than for any Regard to the 
King's Service. | | 
Aud for the Great Farm, the ſaid Treaſurer 
ſaith, That the old Farmers, becoming Suitors to 
renew their Leaſe, propounded to leave the Silk - 
Farm upon his Maje!ty's Hands; nd, withall, to 
baye an Abatement oi the Rent they then paid for

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the Great Farm: Whereupon the Lord-Treaſurer, An. 22 


finding how much that Offer tended to his Majeſty's 
Diſadvantage, defired Sir Arthur Ingram, by him- 
ſelf and his Friends, to get a better Offer made to 
the King, which was done accordingly ; and there- 
by his Majeſty's Rent was not impaired (as at firſt 
was propoſed) but increaſed 4000 l. per Annum 
and the Silk-Farm-Rent was alſo made good; 


which, otherwiſe, to have been lett by itſelf, would 


not have yielded the old Rent by 5, or 6000 1. per 
Annum ; ſo that the Bargain was better to the King 
than the old Farmers firſt offered by 9, or 10,000 1.

© And, afterwards, the ſaid Lord-Treaſurer did 
diſpoſe of the ſaid Parts, reſerved to the ſaid Sir 
Arthur Ingram and others, according to the firſt 
Intention; four of which Parts, the Parties which 
had them did afterwards, at ſeveral Times, give up 
to the ſaid Lord-Treaſurer, and left the ſame at 
his diſpoſing. Some Months after, Sir Philip Ca- 
rey, who had one of the Lord- Treaſurer's Parts, 
and ſome others placed by the Farmers, upon ſome 
Miſlike of Carriages of that Farm, did alſo relin-

Chancellor for his; which the Lord- Treaſurer was 
contented to accept : And, within four Days after, 
he told Mr, Chancellor what Bargain he had made 
with the Farmers, for his Intereſt in four thirty- 


two Parts of the Great Farm, viz. That he had 


ſold them to the Farmers for a 1000 l. 

This Agreement being thus made with Jacob, 
and the 1000 l. paid accordingly ; it falls out, by 
that which was fince diſcovered, That he and his 
Partners, which ſhared thoſe four Parts, agreed 
together, to eaſe themſelves of that Money, (which 
ſhould have been properly born upon their own pri- 
vate Accounts,) by laying the ſame upon the general 
Accounts of the Great and Petty Farms ; (them- 
ſelves being Farmers in both} and thereupon, the 
1000 l. as is fince diſcovered, was by them divi- 
ded into two Parts ; the one Half enter'd upon the 
Books of the Petty Farmers, and the other, upon 
the general Account of the Great Farm, as Gra- 
tuities to the Lord-Treaſurer ; who little knew of 
their unjuſt Proceedings, both with himſelf and 
their Partners, untill about Chriſimas laſt ; when 
he had firſt Intimation of ſome ſuch Charge laid 
upon the Petty Farms, not hearing then that 
which was done upon the Great Farms Account: 
Hereupon he preſently ſent for Jacob, and was much 
offended with him, that he ſhould ſuffer any ſuch 
unjuſt Thing to be done; who, at firſt, denied it; 
but, the next Day, confeſs'd it; and ſaid, it was ill 
done; and faid, he was over-ruled in it; and pro- 
miſed to ſet all ſtraight again, according to the 
Truth and Right of the Caſe ; which, the So 

rea- 
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by poſting the 500 1. from the Petty Farm's Ac- 
count to the Great Farm's, but by diſcharging 
both unjuſt Charges out of both Accounts; the 
Patentees returning back the Money which they 
had taken off the Petty Farmers, upon the Lord- 
Treaſurer's juſt Exception thereto ; and alſo mak- 
ing like Reſtitution, of their own Accord, to their 
Partners in the Great Farm, whom they had like- 
wiſe wronged ; whereof the Lord- Treaſurer heard 
nothing till of late : So, he hopes, the Proofs of 
this Cauſe will. make it evidently appear, that all 
this Scandal hath fallen upon him, by this under- 
hand working of the Patentees for their own pri- 
vate Gain ; by wrongfully charging their Partners 
in both Farms, to eaſe themſelves, without the 
Lord-T rgaſurer's Privity or Knowledge: And tho? 
the Patentees, to make their own Tale good, have 
lately denied that the Lord-Treaſurer had any Part 
in the Farm; yet, it will manifeſtly appear upon 
Proof, by the Oaths of Men of good Reckoning, 
that themſelves have . that his Lord- 
ſhip had reſerved Part of that Farm at his diſpo- 


ling. 

For the 100 l. and the Tun of Wine, alledged, 
in the ſecond Article, to be received : "The 
Truth is. this, That Abraham Jacob being with 
the Lord-T reaſurer about other Buſineſs, told him, 
That the Farmers of the Petty Farms, bad, or 
did intend, to preſent him with a Tun of Wine, 
for a New Year's Gift.

Days; the Truth is, There was not one Penny 
paid at all in Money, but Herriat being indebted to 
his Majeſty 7799 l. upon account of the Rents 
and Profits of the Sugar-Farm untill Chri/tmas 
1621, the ſame was allowed in diſcharge of ſo 
much of his Debt of 14, 865 l. viz. 5666 1. 13 8. 
and 4 d. which he had Power to pay himſelf, by 
virtue of the ſaid Privy-Seal of Aſſignment ; and 
2132 J. 6s. and 8 d. which was done by him 
upon his Account before the Leaſe of the Sugar- 
Farm began. And whereas he might, by the ſaid 
Privy-Seal of Aſſignment, have paid himſelf the

Money at all, but by Aſſignment 3 which he made 
at longer Days, than it was formerly ſettled in his 
Predeceſſors Time. And thereupon Herriot, hav- 
ing his Debt thus ſettled and paid to his Content, 
did ſurrender up his Leaſe ; which, he had procured 
to no other End, but to ſecure the Payment of 
the Debts owing to him by the King. Afterwards, 
it is true, his Majeſty granted a new Leaſe of the 
Sugar-Farm to the Lord-Treaſurer's Uſe, at the 
Rent of 2000 l. per Annum; in the granting where- 
of his Majeſty was truly inform'd of the State of 
the ſame, and particularly made acquainted, That 
the ſaid Farm of Sugars might be improv'd to 
6000 |. per Annum, though Herriot had it but at 
5666 1. 13s. 4 d. it being his Majeſty's Pleaſure, 
out of his own Grace and Goodnels, to grant the 
fame, in Form aforeſaid, to the Lord- Treaſurer, 
for his many Services, and for Conſiderations beſt 
known to himſelf.” 

For the ſlow paying his Rent, it is true, that 
one of the 3000 l. was paid three or four Days 
after the Rent- Day, and the other two Half-Years 
Rents were forborn in reſpect of ſome private Diſ- 
burſements of his Lordſhip's for the King; upon 
Bills of Exchange to the Commiſſioners tor [re- 
land; and other Engagements for his Majeſty 
which his Lordſhip intended ſhould be diſcharg'd 


and clear'd by the ſaid Rent.“

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And, laſtly, The Liberty of tranſporting Mer- 
chants Sugars, formerly imported, remaineth now

To the fifth Article, touching the Compo- 
ſition for Grocery-Wares in the City of Briſtol 
and the Out-Ports; the ſaid Lord-Treaſurer faith, 
That Complaint being made unto him on his Ma- 
jeſty's Behalf, That, the ſaid Compoſition- Money 
being no leſs due in the Out-Ports than in the Port 
of London, no certain Courſe was ſettled for the 
receiving of it, or bringing it to account for his 
Majeſty's Uſe, fo as little or no Benefit thereof 
came to the King: He thereupon thought fit to 
ſend a general Warrant to the Out-Ports, to au- 
thorize Abraham Jacob to take care of that Col-

forth by the Procurement and Solicitation of ſome 
of the Officers; without the Privity of the Lord 
Viſcount Wallingford then Maſter, and ſome other 
of the Council of that Court, and near about the 
Time of his Lordfhip's leaving the Place; divers 
of which Articles tended to the Abridgement of 
the antient Authority and Profits of the Maſter's 
Place, and for the Profit of others of the Officers 
of the Court.? | 

Whereupon the Lord Treaſurer, being made 
Maſter, was an humble Suitor to his Majeſty to re- 
ſtore him to the former Rights of the Place, by al- 
tering the ſaid Inſtructions in ſome Points, not pre- 
judicial to his Majeſty's Profits, nor grievous to his 
Subjects; upon which it pleaſed his Majeſty to re- 
fer the ſame to ſome Privy Counſellors, as is men- 
tioned in the Charge; after which Time, and be- 
fore any Thing was done, upon the humble Mo- 
tion of the Lord Treaſurer, his Majeſty was pleaſed 
to direct, That the Maſter and Officers ſhould firſt 
confer and agree (if they could) among themſelves, 
and reſort to the Referrees, if they agreed not: 
Whereupon the Maſter and all the Officers, upon 
ſundry Meetings and Debatings, agreed among 
themſelves for the new Inſtructions, and thereupon 
voluntarily ſubſcribed their Names. There was 
no Miſinformation uſed to his Majeſty ; neither 
are the Points contained in the new Inſtructions 
diſadvantageous to the King or Subjects more than

With all which Savings he, from Time to Time, 
truly and particularly, acquainted his Majeſty, 
not being willing to gain ſo much by the ſame as 
he found he did, without his Majeſty's Privity 
and gracious Allowance ; who, being rightly and 
truly informed of all the Particulars, did, upon the 
faid Lord Treaſurer's voluntary ſurrendering of that

He further faith, * T hat, in the Time of his be- 
ing in that Office, he paid divers extraordinary Sums, 
which were not within his Bargain, upon ſeveral 
Warrants and Privy Seals; as, 30001. to the Earl 
of Carliſle, about 2000 l. for new-furniſhing Ely 
Houſe for the Spaniſb Ambaſſador, above 1000 1. 
for a new rich Barge-Cloth, and other extraordi- 
nary Disburſements of about 1000 l. more; for 
all which, amounting to 7000 l. or thereabouts, he 
never yet received, or demanded, any Allowance ; 
and, if any Man hath any Thing owing to him, in 
the Time that the ſaid Lord Treaſurer was Officer, 
(as he is well aſſured there is none, except ſome 
ſmall Remains upon the Foot of ſome private

ved a Meſſage from the Commons, along with five 
Bills, importing That they deſired a Conference 
with their Lordſhips, on the Subject of two other 
Bills, then before them; and, at the ſame Time, 
they preſented a Petition to the Houſe from divers 
Merchants, whoſe Names are thereunto ſubſcribed, 
containing a Complaint againſt the Lord Treaſurer, 
for an Impoſition on Hops; which Complaint 
they humbly referred unto their Lordſhips, and 


compared the fame with the Impoſition laid on 


French Wines, even when their Merchandize was 
in the River of Thames: And affirmed that this 
had doubled the Oppreſſion on the Merchants; for 
that the Archducheſs, out of whoſe Country the 
Hops came, did thereupon lay new Impoſitions 
upon the Manufactures of this Land. Laſtly, The 
Commons conceive, that this new Impofition on 
Hops was laid, without any other Warrant than 
the Lord Treaſurer's Letter,” | 


This Petition from the Merchants was ordered 
to be read and was contained in theſe Words : 


To the Honourable Aſſembly of the Commons

The HUmBLE PETITION of ſundry MERCHANTS 
whoſe Names are here under ſubſcribed, 


M OST humbly ſhew, That whereas, in the Reign

culd be ſuffered to take up their Goods, they were 
forced to pay ten Shillings for every Hundred of Hops, 
over and above the Duty and Impoſt aforeſaid. 

| That divers Strangers of Flanders, and others, 
have received up their Goods upon Bands, by reaſon 
of the Archducheſs's Ambaſſadors ; but divers of them 

ave not yet paid their Monies, nor entered to pay, 
as they themſelves have given forth in Speeches; 
notwithſlanding the Petitioners, moſt of them, were 
forced to pay in their Manies, without any Favour, 
to their great and intolerable Loſs and Hinderance; 
and others baue entered into Bonds for the ſame, which 
are yet in Force. 

That, by reaſon of the ſaid Impoſt, ſo exacted from 
the Petitioners, and others, as aforeſaid, there was a 
great Impoſt laid on in Flanders, in the Archducheſs's 
Country, from whence the ſaid Hops came, upon 
Fuſtians and other of our native Commodities ; which 
have been to the great Loſs of the Petitioners, and to 


the great Hurt and Prejudice of the Common-IWealth. 


in general, and of no Benefit to his Majeſty for the 
preſent ; for that, ſince this great Imp9j/1tion, there 
hath nat come hither the twentieth Part A thoſe Com- 
modities as formerly.

« The ſecond Thing 1 recommend to your Conſidera- 
tion is, That you look upon a found Trial, fo that the 
Offence be clear; and, in the next Place, when you 
find a Cauſe of Puniſhment, let it be within and not

Now I ſhall recommend to you ſome Generals; not 
for his Reſpect or Particular, but my own, my Son's 
and Poſterity's, and your own, my Lords, whoſe 
Part God knows when it may fall unto.

Concerning the Bargains, it ſtands proved, 

That Sir Roger Dallifſon, being Lieutenant of the 

"Orgnance, became indebted to the King in 9962 1. 
for Monies impreſied for that Office, but not em- 
ployed: And that Sir Roger Dalliſon and Sir Tho- 
mas Mounſon were indebted to the King by Bonds 
to the Value of 3 100 l. which Bonds were forfeit- 
ed for not bringing certain Stores to that Office ; 
both which Debts amounted to 13,062. and the 
Lands of Dallfon were extended for 9962 l. and 
the Lands of Mounſon for 31001. And that July 
20, 18 Fac. the King aſſign'd theſe Extents to 
Franiis Morrice, Clerk of the Ordnance, and others 
in Truſt for the Officers and Creditors of that Of- 
fice, towards Satisfaction of ſo much of their 
Debts.” 

The Lord Treaſurer, being a Commiſſioner for 
his Majeſty's Debts, Fuly 28th, 1621, 19 Fac. 
bargained for thoſe Extents; and by the Articles 
under his Hand agreed to give for them 1062 l. in 
Hand, and 12, ooo l. more by 1000 |. per An- 
num, for twelve Years, heginning at Lady- Day, 
1623; and alſo to do his Endeavour to procure 
Payment of an Arrear of 8000 1. more, due to that 
Office from his Majeſty: But, before this Bargain 
was performed, at Mictaelmas following, he be- 
came Lord Treaſurer; and when they expected 
Payment of the 1062 l. and Security for the reſt, 
he propounded that, in lieu of the 12,000 l. to be 
ſecured, they ſhould have his Part in the Farms of 
the Petty Cuſtoms for nine Years, valued to be 
worth 10001. per Annum, for the two firſt Years, 
and afterwards 1400 l. per Annum, which, accor- 
ding to that Rate, would yield in nine Years 
11,800]. but coſt his Lordſhip only 37 50 l. 

* He being then Lord Treaſurer, on whom they 
muſt depend both for the Payment of the Arrears, 
and for tuture Favours, they accepted it; not mean-

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was then again directly agreed they ſhould be paid 
their 8000 1. Arrear out of his Majeſty's Coffers. 
In February 1621, Aſſurances were prepared, 
and the Creditors required to ſeal, being promiſed 
to have at the Sealing their 80001. Arrears, and 
expecting their 1062 J. from the Lord Treaſurer, 
whereof they never conceived a Doubt; but ſo ſoon 
as they had ſealed, they were ſent away without 
any Money, being promiſed to receive their 8000 l. 
within three or four Days after, which was not 
performed in ſo ſhort a Time; but was, after, paid 
in divers ſeveral Payments out of his Majeſty's 
Money : But the 1062 1. which was to have come 
from himſelf was abſolutely denied, the Lord Trea- 
ſurer affirming, that as well that 1062 l. as the other 
12,000 l. was all concluded and recompenſed by the 
Intereſt in the Petty Farms; whereupon a new Dif- 
ference grew againſt them: But in the end they were 
enforced, in lieu of that 1062 1. to accept of a fur- 
ther Intereſt, which his Lordſhip had in the Petty 
Farms, for an Half-year after the nine Years were 
expired, eſteemed worth not above 4001. to be 
ſold: And it was then further agreed, that his 
Lordſhip ſhould then pay them out of the King's 
Money 4000 l. due to the Office over and beſides 
the former 80001. of which 4000 l. his Lordſhip 
hath fince cauſed to be paid 3303 I.”

with the Officers, taken by itſelf alone, was bene- 
ficial; and if it were not, it is all one: For if a 
Judge, or Treaſurer, bargain for a Bribe, though 
he never receive it, he is corrupt; for it ſkills not 
what he had, but what he aimed at and expected. 

* About the ſame Time that the Lord Treaſurer 
bargained for the Extent aforementioned, viz. 28 
July, 19 Fac. he contracted with Sir Thomas Moun- 
ſn, for the Inheritance of the fame Lands.” 

For Sir Roger Dalliſon, after he became Lieu- 
tenant of the Ordnance, conveyed the Inheritance 
of his Lands to ſecure Sir Thomas Mounſon of divers 
great Debts and Engagements; fo as the Inheritance 
of thoſe Lands, after the King's Extent, was in 
the Diſpoſe of Sir Thomas Mounſon, who bargained 
for it with the now Lord Treaſurer; and upon that 
Bargain, the Lord Treaſurer agreed to free Sir The- 
mas Mounſon's own Lands of the 3 100 l. Debt, to 
pay in zooo l. in Money, and to procure the 
making of him fix Baronets and ſome other fit Suit 
from the King ; and when the Baronets could nor 
be obtained, the Number being full then, the Lord 
Treaſurer procured him another Suit of 2000 l. Va- 
lue, as his Lordſhip eſteemed it, viz. For com- 
pounding with the King's Copy holders of Mate- 

feld, to reduce their Fines to Certainty, for which 

Suit the Lord Treaſurer was a Referee from the 

King; and, for Accompliſhment of this —_—

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made for his own private Gain, he gave way to An, 22. James 1. 


that Suit whereby ſo much was to be taken for his 
Majeſty : Yet there reſted another Bargain to be 
made, for Sir Thomas Dalliſon, the Son and Heir of 
Sir Roger Dalliſin, pretended Title to thoſe Lands 
by an old Entail ; and the Lady Dalliſn, Widow 
of Sir. Roger Dalliſcn, claimed to have the third as 
her Dower ; and the Lord Treaſurer having entred 
into Treaty with them, and finding their Demand 
not ſuitable to his Defires, he, to make them the 
more campliant, threatens them, by his Extent, to 
keep them without any thing for an hundred Years; 
to lay upon Sir Themas Dalliſan certain forfeited 
Bonds, which, upon the Agreement with the Ofh- 
cers of the Ordnance, were transferred to him; 
and he ſends for Sir John 9 whoſe Son 
had married Sir Thomas Dalliſon's Siſter, and re- 
bukes him as an Hinderer of his Lordſhip's Pro- 
ceedings with Dalliſon: And by theſe and other like 
Means, for an Annuity of 200 l. per Annum, pro- 
Cures a Releaſe of their Title; and whereas Sir 
Ruger R being poſſeſſed of a Leaſe of great 
Value, had aſſign'd the fame to Sir John Davis, 
for Security of Money owing to him and Sir Ri- 
chard Smith, which Leaſe, for Non-payment, had 
been long forfeited, and the Poſſeſſion gotten by 
Sir Fohbn Daus upon a Trial and Recovery at 
Common Law, which Poſſeſſion had continued 
divers Years ; the Lord Trealurer, by this Agree- 
ment with Sir Thomas Dalliſan and his Mother, by 
way of unlawful Maintenance and Champarty, 
bought their Title to this Leaſe; and having hedged 
in thoſe Lands and the Title to this Leaſe, ex- 
changed the ſame with Sir Arthur Ingram for other 
Lands; and then to gain the Poſſeſſion of thoſe 
Leaſe-Lands from Sir John Davis and Sir Richard 
Smith, and to make good this Exchange, an old 
Outlawry againſt Sir Roger 2 8 before the Aſ- 
ſignment made by him to Sir John Davis, is ſought 
out, the Debt being many Years paſt ſatisfied ; by 
colour of which Outlawry and the Power and

his Majeſty's Behalf, to revoke that Adminiſtra- 
tion ; and the better to countenance the Buſineſs, 
ſends a Caſe to the King's Attorney grounded upon 
other Matters,, without mentioning the Outlawry, 
which was the chief Thing in queſtion ;. and hav- 
ing obtain'd his Opinion in that Caſe, ſends a War- 
rant to the King's Advocate, to proceed in the Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Court as for the King; and in a Matter 
much touching the King, to proceed for Reverſal 
of the Adminiſtration; and in the end, by his 
Means, the Adminiſtration was revoked ; and af- 
terwards, the Matter coming in queſtion. in the 
Common Pleas, there alſo he interpoſed himſelf ; 
and ſent to the Judges of that Court, whereby Sir 
Richard Smith and Sir Fohn Davis were at laſt en- 
forced to accept of a Compoſition : Now, in Truth, 
this Matter no ways concerned the King, for this 
Leaſe was never extended for Dalliſon's Debt; and 
before the Lord Treaſurer interpoſed in the Eccle-

Vears, the Ward might die, and the King bfe the 
Wardſhip. Neither hath the Maſter ſuch Power, 
alme, therein by theſe new 1n/truttions : He is only 
truſted with the Direction unto whom the concealed 
Mardſbip ſhall be granted; the Compoſition is left to the 
Council- Board: But it is not ſhewed that he euer mad:

© And the Earl of Denbigh, now Maſter of the 
Wardrobe, ſhewed, That he cannot get any Al- 
lowance for the Extraordinaries of that Office from 
the Lord Treaſurer.” 

* Whereunto his Lordſhip anſwered, That the 
King referred unto him the Earl of Denbigh's De- 
mand of the Extracrdinaries, wherein his Lordſhip 
was unwilling to meddle, for he could not conceive 
how they cauld amount to the Sum demanded. And 
as touching the Earl of Carliſle, If he had ſaid that 
he had given him that 3oool. he did his Lordſhip 
wrong, for he had Warrant from his Majeſty to pay it. 

And then the Lord T reaſurer deſired he might 
be heard to clear ſome Words that might paſs from 
him this Day, where it is reported that his Lord- 
ſhip ſhould ſay, That he had unchriſtian Dealing :

As for the firſt, That his Omiſſion of an Account 
in the Wardrobe did neither add to nor diminiſh the 
Charge the King was at; and that, alths' b's Lord- 
ſhip omitted to ſerve ſome of the Lord Chamberlain's 
IVarrants, amounting to a Matter of 700 l. yet he 
had laid out, in the Extraordinaries of that Office, 
(which he was not bound to do) about 6000 l. and 
that the good Service which he bad done his Majeſty 
in that Office is well known. 

* Touching the two Bribes, term'd di guiſed Cor- 
ruptions, Howſoever the Farmers of the Cuſtoms pre- 
ſented the ſame, he could not know their T houghts but 
by their Words and Deeds.

As touching the Leaſe for Sugars, He will ſay 
no more than firmerly he had ſpoken.

For the Compoſitions for Grocery, fave only, 
That his Lordſhip had ſent Barret's Son unto Mr. Ser- 
geant Crew, to ſatisfy him that Barret had formerly 
collected the ſaid Compoſitions, by virtue of the Mar- 
rant of former Treaſurers. 

* As touching the Office of the Ordnance, His 
Lordſhip would ſpeak no more touching the Proviſion 
for Arms and Gun-Powder, than he had done. But, 

As touching Dalliſon's Buſineſs, his Lordſhip 
ſaid, It began originally before he was Treaſurer ; he 
therein ſettled the King's Debt unto the Officers, and 
hath parted with that Eſtate, which he had from them 
in Dalliſon' Lands, twithin a Month after he was 

Treaſurer ; yet, if the ſecond Bargain made with

firſt ſhould have been, they have his Word to make it 
as good; which he would perform. And his Lord- 
ſhip further profered, That any one ſhould have Dal-

© Then he deſired their Lordſhips to take into 
Conſideration His Diſability to anſwer, and the Abi- 
lity of thoſe that did oppoſe him; and, if he had been 
as well able to ſpeak for himſelf, as they that ſpoke 
againſt him, he doubted not but that he ſhould have 
given their Lordſhips very good Satisfaction. 

His Lordſhip ſpake much in excuſe for thoſe 
Matters complained of againſt him as Lord Trea- 
ſurer, ſaying, That the King's Neceſſity and Want of 
Money was the Cauſe of much thereof. 

© He acknowledged, That the King had been a 
good and bountiful Maſter unto him; and avowed, 
That he had been a good and faithful Servant unta 
his Majeſty ; not for Impoſitions, for (thoſe two only 
excepted, which are preſented by the Commons) he ever 

flood againſt them, deeming them a Partition-Wall 
between the King and the Subject. 

That his Service has been in Reformations, viz. 
Of the Houſhold ; of the Navy ; of the Wardrobe ;- 
and of the Kingdom of Ireland; which are Things 
of that Nature that they beget Enemies And if, in 
doing Service to his Majefly, he hath procured to him- 

many Enemies, their Lordſhips will not impute 
that to him for a Fault. | 

His Lordſhip alſo affirmed, That he had done 
his Majefly good Service in the Palatinate, by advan- 
cing the Exchange of the King's Money thither, where- 
in he ſaved the King 60,000 l. And affirmed, That 
he had advanced the Profits of the Crawn at leaſt 
80,000 J. th not by Impoſitions ; theſe he medled not 
with, the other two excepted, and they were agreed 
unto by the Countil- Board. The Ships indeed were 
in the River, but the Vintners were ſent for, and 
made to pay what was impoſed on the Merchants. 

That he offered to pay the Arrear due for Ireland, 
4 third Part from the one Deputy, and the one 9

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from the other; wherewith he acquainted his Majeſty, An. LP I, 


and turn'd it all to his Majefly's Profit. 

That he hath been a Fudge theſe eight Years, and 
no Complaint brought againſt him for Corruption or 
Bribery ; which he hoped would weigh much with 
their Lord/hips. 

And as for the Offence taken Yeſterday againſt 
him, touching the King's Counſel, (whom he ever 
lov'd well) He knew them to be of that loving Na- 
ture, that he doubted not but that they would impute 
it to bis Raſhneſs, and forgive him. 

* Then he craved Pardon of their Lordſhips, if 
he had omitted any Thing, or ſpoken ought that 
might diſcontent them; and ſo, with humble 
Thanks for their Favour to him, he concluded his 
Speech.“ 

* The Lord Treaſurer having ended his Speech, 
he was anſwered by the Lord Keeper, T hat the 
Council-Table diſavowed the Impofition on Wines 
to begin from them : It came from his Lordſhip, 
as belonging to his Place of Lord Treaſurer ; the 
Matter was his alone; the Manner alſo was con- 
tradicted by the reſt of the Council, for that the 
Merchant Ships were then in the River ; only they 
gave way to it, upon his Lordſhip's undertaking 
that the Merchants would yield thereunto, and 
that they ſhould be no way prejudiced thereby.” 

* Whereunto the Lord Treaſurer replied, That 
this was no Part of his Charge. 


© The Lord Treaſurer being withdrawn, and the The Lords take

to himſelf great and large Gifts from his Majeſty,

And the King's Counſel having ſatisfied their 
Lordſhips, That the ſaid Pardon to the Lord Trea- 
ſurer did not pardon his Lordſhip's not accounting ; 
the Houſe was reſumed, and the Queſtion put, 
Whether the Lord Treaſurer, for his Carriage in 
the Office of the Wardrobe, be cenſurable, or No ? 
And it was agreed, Nemine diſſentiente, To be cen- 
ſured.” | 

« Poſt Meridiem, Mr. Attorney read that Part 
of the Charge againſt the Lord Treaſurer which 
concerned his taking of 500 l. of the Farmers of 
Wines and Currants for a Bribe, and 500 1. of the 
Farmers of the Great Cuſtoms, for a Bribe ; and 
for exacting 100 l. of the ſaid Farmers of Wines 
and Currants.“ 

© And their Lordſhips took into their Conſidera- 
tion the Lord Treaſurer's Anſwer unto the ſaid 
two Bribes, viz. That he accepted of 1000 l. paid 
him, at one entire Payment, by the Farmers of the 
Great Cuſtoms, upon a Bargain of bis four 32 Parts 


of the Great Farm. And it appeared plainly un- 
to them, by the Examination of divers Wit- 


neſſes, as well of thoſe taken ex Parte Domini Re- 


gits, as of thoſe taken e Parte Domini Theſaurarii, 
That 5001. of the ſaid Sum was given to the Farmers 
of the Wines and Currants, called the Petty Cu- 
ſtoms, to procure his Lordſhip's Warrant for De- 
falkation of 1000 l. per Annum of their Rents, for 
nine Years and a Half, in recompence of their Loſs, 
acording to his Lordſhip's farther Agreement with 
them on the King's Behalf, upon his Majeſty's 
Reference unto his Lordſhip : And that the other 
$021. was given, by the Farmers of the Great 

Cuſtoms, 
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Cuſtoms, to procure his Lordſhip's Warrant unto An. 


the King's Remembrancer, to take Security for 
Payment of the Rent to his Majeſty of the four 
Patentees of that Farm, in lieu of five Partners who 
had relinquiſhed their Parts therein : And that his 
Lordſhip had not reſerved to himſelf any Parts of 
the ſaid Great Farm, as his Lordſhip pretends : 
And if he had, it had been a great Deceit unto his 
Majeſty, for the Lord Treaſurer of England to 
contract with others for his Majeſty's Cuſtoms, and 
ſecretly to reſerve Parts therein unto his own Bene- 
fit: And when, as his Lordſhip affirms, that he re- 
ceived the 1001. of the Farmers of the Wines and 
Curranis, for a New- Year's Gift, it appeared alſo 
by the Examinations, That the. faid Farmers did 
. his Lordſhip with a Tun of Wine for his 

ew-Year's Gift, and his Lordſhip exaCted the 
100 l. of them afterwards ; which divers of their 
Lordſhips conceive to be Extortion.” 

All which being fully diſcuſſed, the Houſe was 
reſumed, and the Queſtion was put, Whether, upon 
this whole Charge, the Lord Treaſurer be cenſur- 
able, or No? And agreed generally, To be cenſured.” 

* The Houſe being again adjourned ad Libitum, 
Mr. Attorney General read that Part of the Charge 
againſt the Lord Treaſurer, which concerned his 
Lordſhip's procuring of George Herriot to ſurrender 
his Leaſe of the Farm of Sugars, which he held 
at the Rent of 10,000 Marks per Annum to the 
King, and for procuring a new Leaſe thereof im-

That his Lordſhip, for this two Vears and a 
Half, fince he was Lord Treaſurer, hath not obſerved 
the two Proportions or Eſtabliſhments of the Or- 
dinary, and Supply of the Office of the Ordnance ; 
neither that which was ſettled for the Supply 
thereof by Privy Seal, Anno ſexto Jacobi, for the 
Ordinary of that Office, nor that, in Anno 1620, 
ſet down by his Lordſhip, and the other Com- 
miſſioners of the Navy for the preſent Supply 
thereof; whereby the Stores are, in effect, wholly 
unfurniſhed : And that his Lordſhip, fince he was 
Lord Treaſurer, neglected and kept not the Con- 


tract, made by himſelf and other Commiſſioners 


with Mr. Evelyn, for Gun- Powder, to the Hazard 
of the Kingdoms and Prejudice of the King ; and 
that he made unlawful Bargains for the Lands of 
Sir Roger Dalliſan, contracting to procure Pay- 
ment of old Arrears of Debt, which he performed 
when he became Treaſurer, and to procure the 
Making of Baronets, and a Suit to the King for 
compounding with his Majeſty's Copy holders of 
Wakefield, which he valued at two thouſand Pounds ; 
and for uſing indirect Means and the Power and 
Countenance of his Place, to wreſt Sir Richard 
Smith and Sir Jahn Davis out of a Leaſe, which Sir 
Roger Dalliſon had paſſed unto them.” 

And their Lordſhips having fully diſcuſſed the 
great Neglect of the Lord Treaſurer to iſſue the 
King's Money for the furniſhing of the King's 
Stores of Munitions, with Armour and Powder ; 
and that yet he paid the Arrear of Debts to that 
Office for his own particular Profit upon a Con- 
tract with the ſaid Officers: And having conſider- 
ed his Lordſhip's great Miſdemeanors in the Bar- 


gains for the ſaid Lands of Sir Roger Dalliſon ex-

* And his Lordſhip's Anſwer, That he preferred 
this Suit unto the King, in pity of Sir Thomas 
Mounſon's Eſtate, a Man heretofore of good Ac- 
count in his Country, and now decayed; which their 
Lordſhips thought moſt ſordid, for a Lord Trea- 
ſurer to make Uſe of to his own Benefit: 

And it appearing unto their Lordſhips, That 
the faid Lord Treaſurer had ſet on foot an old 
Outlawry, upon a Debt long Time fince paid by 
the ſaid Sir Roger Dalliſen; and that his Lordſhip, 
upon Pretence of a Debt to the King where there 
was none, procured a Revocation of Letters of

© And their Lordſhips conſidering, that it was 
not proved by the Examination of Witneſſes, that 
the Secretary was appointed to take any Fees for 
the ſaid Petitions, either for himſelf or for the 
Lord Treaſurer ; nor that the Lord Treaſurer had 
made any Benefit to himſelf for concealed Wards 
by virtue of the ſaid new Inſtructions: Therefore 
their Lordſhips thought his Lordſhip not cenſurable 
for thoſe two Points of his Charge. But as touch- 
ing. the doubling of Fees of Continuances of Li- 
veries, they thought his Lordſhip worthy to be 
cenſured both in reſpect of the Grievance of the 
Subject, and of his Lordſhip's Anſwer unto the

And for that he deliver'd a Stamp unto his Se- 
cretary, whereby he committed the great Truſt, 
repoſed in him by his Majeſty, unto his Servant, 
not deigning to fign the Petitions, Liveries, and 
Warrants, to the Great Seal, with his own Hand, 
their Lordſhips thought him worthy to be highly 
cenſured for the ſame."

And their Lordſhips having duly conſidered up- 
on the Proofs of Bribery, Extortions, Oppreſſions, 
Wrongs and Deceits, objected againſt the Lord 
Treafarer, found the ſame to be moſt apparently 
proved. 

And, as to the Allegations of the Lord Treaſu- 
rer of his good and profitable Services to the King ; 
in the Reformation of the King's Houſhold, of the 
Navy, of the Wardrobe, and the Kingdom of Fe- 
land, their Lordſhips entring into Debate thereof, 
it was made manifeſt to them, by many Particulars 
then declared, That, as touching the Reformation 
of the King's Houſhold, Wardrobe, Ireland, He, 
the Lord "Treaſurer, had deſerved very ill of his 
Majeſty ; and, as touching the Navy, though his 
Lordſhip was but a Commiſſioner with others, 
who were more ſkilfull, and did more Good than 


_ he, yet, he aſſumed to himſelf the whole Glory 


thereof; and his Manner was ſo to do, in all other 
Buſineſs wherein his Lordſhip and others were 
Joined. 

The Lords alſo confidered of the Lord Treaſu-

eminent Qualities in mercantile Affairs, raiſed to that 
Title, and to one of the higheſt Poſts in the King- 
dom.

and, being bred up in the Cuſtom- Houſe, was 
looked upon as a fit Inſtrument to detect the Frauds 
in thoſe Officers. The King, in his laſt Speech to 
the Lords, hath given an Account how he was in- 
troduced to Court, and by what Steps he roſe to 
the Height he ſo ſuddenly fell from; and, by what 
his Majeſty hints, in that Speech, there might be

He ſhewed the Unworthineſs of ſuch 
as ſhould diſhearten Preachers from preaching the 
Word of God. His Lordſhip ſhewed alſo, defiring 
firſt that he might not be taxed with Oſtentation, 
his own PraQtice in preaching, whilſt he was Vicar 
and Parſon : That he preached every Sabbath in 
the Morning, and catechized in the Afternoon ; 
and that he continued the like Preaching whilſt he 
was Biſhop of Chichefter : That in Norwich he never 
miſs'd the public Place, and ever preached there a- 
gainſt Popery ; tho' he had been an unprofitable, 
yet he had not been an idle Servant ; which was 
now his only Comfort.” 

As touching Preaching and Non-refidence, he 
had been reckoned more than half a Puritan : He 
told them of his Manner of living, and his leaving 
the Archbiſhop of Canterbury's Service that he might 
go to his Cure. He wondered why he ſhould be 
thought a Papift ; he thought it might he owing to 
his Diſputations, and his Sermons at Paul's Crofs, 
on Predeſtination negative, unadviſedly preached by 
him; for which he was checked by Archbiſhop 
Whitgift, and commanded to preach no more of it; 
and he never did, tho Dr. Abbot, late Biſhop of 
Sarum, hath fince declared in Print that which he 
then preached to be no Popery. 

© That Popery is a Fire that will never be quiet, 
he hath preached a thouſand Sermons ; and nothing 
of Popery can be imputed to him out of any of 
them. That there were divers Obſtacles to keep 
him from Pen. 

1. Ihe

touch a Prince; and therefore he abhorred the U- 
ſurpation of the Pope over Princes.” 

2. Their Religion is dyed in Blood.” 

3. The practic Courſe of their Religion is all by 
Juggling and feign'd Miracles; of which his Lordſhip 
had writ a Book againſt them, which was never as 

et anſwered. That he never ſpake with Prieſt or 
Teſait, nor never invited a known Recuſant to his 
Table; for they never fay Amen to our Prayers.” 

4. That their Equivocations are the laſt ; worſe 
than which nothing can be; his Lordſhip held it 
much better to take on with the Devil than with 
ſuch. Then he profeſs'd himſelf to be a true Mem- 
ber of this Church, and acknowledged the Church 
of England to come neareſt to the primitive. That 
we fetch not our Reformation from Wickliff, Huſs, 
and Luther of latter Times, but from the firſt four 
hundred Years next after Chriſt.”

His Lordſhip conſeſſed, That fix or ſeven of 
the abler Sort of Miniſters in Norwich uſed to ex- 
pound, in their own Churches, before the Sermon 
began in the Cathedral Church; and many reſort- 
ed from other Places to theſe Expoſitions, (for all 
the Churches have not Preachers) and in the Af- 
ternoon to their Sermons. The Preachers thein- 
ſelves found Fault with this, being willing to be 
rid of the Pains, for they were to preach in the 
Afternoon and on the Week-Days, and ſhewed 
him many Ditorders therein, which they pretend- 
ed; as the cutting off Part of the Prayers, or their 
beginning ſo early, that many could not come to 
the common Prayers, and the like ; and they be- 
ſought his Lordſhip to remedy it, becauſe they, 
being itipendary Men, were loth to do it, for fear, 
belike, to loſe their Stipends ; whereupon he ſent 
for them by an Officer, and willed them to omit

He never enjoined it, nor heard of it till now.” 
TV. * For the fourth Part of his Complaint : 
© He perceived that he had been fifted thro” the 
whole Courſe of his Life ; that this Peck was ſent 
to him by the Juſtices of the Peace, for keeping 
an Aſſembly late at Night at his Houſe ; his Cate- 
chizing being but a Colour to draw them thither. 
That this Pec# had infected the Pariſh with ſtrange 
Opinions; as not to kneel when they came to 
Church; that the Name of Fe/us is no more than 
a common Name, and that it is Superſtition to 
bow down at it. His Lordſhip affirmed that this 
Peck had formerly been convicted of Nonconfor-

© That Anno 1622, he was taken in his Houſe 
with twenty-two of his Neighbours, at a Conven- 
ticle; that he was then bound over by a Juſtice 
and brought to his Lordſhip, and his Sentence 
againſt him was, only, that he ſhould confeſs his 
Fault.” 
© The others, mentioned in this Part of the 
Charge, were puniſhed for their Opinions allo ; 
making no Difference between an Alehouſe and the 
Church, till the Preacher was in the Pulpit. He

Upon the Delivery of this Propoſition to the 
King, it was agreed to by him; afterwards the 
Treaties were broke, as hath been mentioned, and

nagers of it: Which being a Thing hitherto unpre- 
cedented, and what no crown'd Head ever granted 
before, occaſioned the Diſpute in the Upper Houſe 
before related, ——But to go on with the Lords 
Journals.

© This Freedom to continue twenty Days, be- 
fore and after every Seſſion; in which Time the 
Lords may conveniently go home to their Houſes 
in the moſt remote Parts of the Kingdom.” 

© That all the Lords, after the End of this Seſ- 
ſion, be very careful in this Point, and remember 
the Ground of this Privilege; which was, only, in 
regard they ſhould not be diſtracted, by the Trouble 
of their Servants, from attending the ſerious Affairs 
of the Kingdom ; that therefore they will not per- 
vert that Privilege to the public Injuſtice of the 
Kingdom, which was given them, chief]y, that 
the whole Realm might, in this High Court, draw 
the clear Light of Juſtice from them. In which 
Caſe, every one ought rather to keep far within, 
than any way exceed their due Limits.” 

© That hereafter, before any Perſon be ſent for 
in this kind, the Lord whom he ſerves ſhall, either 
by himſelf or by his Letter, or by ſome Meſſage, 
certify the Houſe upon his Honour, that the Perſon 
arreſted is Within the Limits of the Privilege before 
expieſſed.

as I ſaid at firſt, fo I pray again, I deſire not to 
live; nay, I wiſh to God never to have been born, ra- 
ther than ſuch a Blot ſhould lie on me, as not hope to 
be a Reſtoration of the Palatinate, or at leaſt a Poſ- 
ſibility of it, before God cloſe up mine Eyes.

I will go thro' all 
your Grievances, and weigh them fully; and, when 
1 have done, you ſhall have à clear Anfwer to them, 
ſuch @ one as ſhall be agreeing to Fuſtice, and conve- 
nient to meet with the preſent Neceſſities of my People. 

No Courtier's particular Good ſball be preferred 
to the Subjects Requeſts in general; and herein I will 
not take Advice of myſelf, but 1 will ang the Bu- 
 fineſs with the Help of my Privy Council, and the 
Judges Counſel of the Law.

Another Cauſe of Grievance is concerning Dr. 
Anion, Maſter of Corpus Chriſti College in Ox- 
ford, whom you have called in queſtion touching 
Church Matters : You had all of you, at the Begin- 
ning of this Parliament, taken the Oaths of Alle- 


giance and Supremacy, whereby you have acknnwled- 


ged me Supreme Head in Ecileſiaflical Matters, I 
have reforred that Matter to the Biſhop of Winche- 
ſter, who is Vifitor of that College, upon th e 
Learning, Gravity, and Piety, I will rely in this 
Caſe. 

4 Grievance of mine is, that you have con- 
demned the Patents of the Apothecaries in London. 
1 myſelf did deviſe that Corporation, and do allny it. 
The Grocers, who complain of it, are but Merchants ; 
the Myſtery of theſe Apothecaries were belonging to 
Apothecaries, wherein the Grocers are unſkilful ; and 
therefore I think it fitting they ſhould be a Corpora- 
tion of themſelves. They bring home rotten Wares 
from the Indies, Perſia, and Greece; and here, with 
their Mixtures, make Waters, and ſeil ſuch as belong 
to Apothecaries, and think no Man muſt controul 
them, becauſe they are not Apothecaries. 

Another Grievance is concerning Books ſeditious and 
heretical: It is a Shame that England /houl4 be the 
only Place in the World to honour ſuch Books, both 
Popiſh on the one Side, and Puritan on the other : 
But, for this, I will provide there ſhall be ſich Over- 
feers, that may prevent their coming into Print, and 
thoſe that are in Print already, to ſuppreſs them. No 
Man fhall be more deſirous to fulfil your Deſire in 
this Point than I will. | 

And laftly, touching wy Patents in general, I am 
grieved that -you have callel them in, and condemned 
them upon ſi ſhort Examination. I confeſs J might 


have paſſed ſome upon fa'ſe Suggeſtion and wrong In- 
formation ; but you are not to recall them before they 


be examined by the Fudges. And here I have heard 
it complained of by divers of my learned Counſel in the 
Law, that you will, from Time to Time, delaying

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the Patentees, flill call for Patents without juft An, * James I. 


Ground ; and fo put the Subjects till to more Charge, 
and jo conſequently put a Scorn upon my Patents. 
herefare I adviſe you to be careful, that you have 
a good Ground before you call for your Patents, that 
you do not defraud the Patentees ; hereupon falls aut 
that which I ſþake to the Face of many here preſent, 
The Lawyers, of all the People of the Land, are 
the greateſt Grievance to my Subjects ; for when 
the Caſe is good for neither Party, yet it proves 
good and beneficial to them: Thrive this I ſay 
to you, when you judge of Patents, hear patiently, 


fay not preſently tis againſt the Law, for Patents 


are not to be judged unlawful by you. 

I muſt firſt believe myſelf and my Council, and 
then you are to give your —_ the Condeni- 
ences that may enſue thereupon. And now I pray 
you take in goed Part my Thanks and Admonitions 
both; and I aſſure myſelf you will take my fatherly 
Admonit ions, as well as my Thani, in goad Part, as 
you ought to do {rom a King, who ever was, and ſlill 
will be the Father of your Country,

Then the Lord Keeper ſpake to the Particulars And the Lord 
of the Speaker's Speech, and, by his Majeſty's Com- Keeper's, 


mand, approved them all, alluding the general Con- 
ſent of both Houſes [in their Advice to his Majeſty] 
to the Septuagint, directed by the Holy Ghoſt; and, 
touching the Speaker's Deſire for the King's Aſſent

That his Majeſty accepteth in good part their 
Thanks for his general Pardon, which he hath ſo 
freely granted unto his Subjects: But his eſpecial 
Command is, That thoſe that are in Office do 
ſtrictly look to the Execution of the Laws againſt 


'Recuſants. The Subſidies his Majeſty graciouſly 


accepteth, and therefore imitates not the Story in 
Macrobius, of one who had all his Debts paid, and 
inſtead of Thanks, anſwered, mihi nihil: Tho? 
this be given to the Palatinate, his Majeſty interpret- 
eth it as given to himſelf, and rendreth to you all 
hearty Thanks for the ſame. [As for your own Requeſt, 
Mr. Speaker, his Majeſly holds it impertinent ; there 
needs no Pardon where no Error is committed. 

The Lord Keeper having ended his Speech, 
the Clerk of the Crown ſtood up and read the 
Titles of the Bills paſſed both Houſes; and the 
Clerk of the Parliament read his Majeſty's Anſwer 
to each Bill, which being done, his Majeſty re- 
membred the breaking up of three [ former] Parlia- 
ments together, and the happy Concluſion of this 
Seſſion ; and put the Commons again in mind, 
that at their next Meeting they do ſo carry them- 
ſelves, that this Parliament may be as happily con- 
tinued to the End. 

After all which was concluded, the Lord Keep- 
er of the Great Seal, by his Majeſty's Command, 
prorogued this preſent Parliament to the 2d Day of 
November next enſuing. At which Time it was 
again prorogued, by Commiſſion, to the 16th Day 
of February following (i); ſrom thence to the 
15th of March; and, laſtly, to the 2oth Day of 
April, which was in the Year 1625 (+). Before

Beſides the long Affair of the Saniſo Match, the 
Buſineſs of the Palatinate, the Trial of the Lord The Death of 
Treaſurer, &c. which took up much Time; ſuch dhe King. 
a Number of public and private Acts were made 
and paſſed in this Parliament, as ſcarce ever was 
done by any before. The printed Statutes only 
mention 35, Ruſhiuorth, together, makes them 733 
but, in a Catalogue of the Acts, at the End of the 
Lords Faurnals, for this Reign, are the Titles of 
118. This may be ſome way accounted for, 
becauſe no Acts at all were paſſed in the laſt Par- 
liament; that Buſineſs being put a Stop to by its 
ſudden Diſſolution; ſo that this took up what the 
other had left unfiniſhed; and, both, together, 
made the Number grow to ſo great a Height. 

There is no Neceſlity to enter into the Particu- 
lars of any of theſe Acts, the moſt material of 
them being already printed ; except the laſt Bill of 
Subſidies, which, by the King's extraordinary Con- 
ceſſions, was made ſo difficult as to puzzle both 
the Houſes in drawing it up and carrying it through 
the uſual Forms. Never any King or Queen of 
England, before, did give Leave for the Parlia- 
ment to name and appoint their own Treaſurers 
and Commiſſioners for diſburfing the Money to be 
raiſed by a Grant. By what we find in the fore- 
going Proceedings, this Supply was all deſigned to 
go for the Recovery of the Palatinate; and the 
King's voluntary Offer of putting it out of his own 
Power to touch a Penny of it, evidently ſhews that 
he did not ſlight his own Deſcendents, ſo much as 
ſome Authors have, very ungenerouſly and unna» 
turally, repreſented. 

Upon the whole, we ſhall enter no farther into 
the Character of this King; but leave it to be de- 
termined by every Reader's Judgment, on the dif- 
ſerent Tranſactions, throughout his whole Reign, 
between him and his Pariiaments. The Republi- 
can Party, which grew to ſuch a Height in the

E now enter upon a Reign which 
proved very unfortunate both to 
Prince and People; the former loſt 


Pretences in taking up Arms were to defend both. 
The Diſquiſition of which Matters, as it has been 
great Labour, in the Collectors, to compile, ſo 
will it require no leſs Patience in the Readers to 
peruſe and digeſt. The Inſtruments of State, Meſ- 
ſages, Declarations, and Speeches, for and againſt 
the Prerogative of the Crown, being, many of 
them, long and tedious; and yet will allow of no 
Abridgement in a Work of this Nature. 

King Charles I. like his Father, began his Reign, 
in England, at a very unhappy Period. A dread- 
ful Plague having been ſome Time, and was then 
raging in London and Weſtminſter, and Parts adja- 


cent, which ſwept off many Thouſands of People. Hi 


his Life, and the latter had their Liber- Tue dares of 


ties taken from them, by a Set of Men, whoſe firſt Charles I. 


But this did not hinder the Match with France, with a Daughter 


which had been ſome Time before negotiating, *f France, 


from going forward; May 1. the Marriage was 
celebrated, by Proxy, at Paris; and June 11. 
the new Queen landed at Dover; the next Day 
the King met her at Canterbury, where the Nup- 
tials were compleated. 

Before this laſt Affair happened, a Parliament

his Majeſty, that now is, to proceed in the like 
Parliamentary Courſe. That, as a Woman for- 
gets her Sorrow at the Birth of a Man-Child, fo 
they, when his Majeſty was placed on his Father's 
Throne, had their Hopes, that as good King He- 
zekiah, was five and twenty Years of Age, and 
having a wiſe and great Council, when he began 
to reign, and, at his firſt Entrance, ſnewed his 
Zeal to God and his Care for Religion; ſo his Ma- 
jeſty being of the ſame Age, and having a faithful 
People to adviſe him, will maintain true Religion 
and the antient Laws, ſo much eſteemed in all 
Ages. In this, he ſaid, their Hopes were the great- 
er, for that his Majeſty begins with a Parliament, 
and remembers his Father's Charge to maintain our 
Religion. That it was God's merciful Power to 
bring his Majeſty back out of Danger when he was 
in a ſtrange Land. He expreſſed their Sorrow for 
his then Abſence, and exceeding great Joy at his 
ſafe Return; and humbly beſought his Majeſty, 
That now God had put the Sword into his Hand, 
he would extend it for the Recovery of the Pala- 
tinate, fo diſhonourably gotten and kept by hoſtile 
Arms; which was antiently a Refuge for Religion ; 
and not to ſuffer thoſe Locuſts the Tefuits to eat 
up the good Things of this Land. He acknow- 
ledged his Majeſty's Stem to be lineally deſcendea 
from Lucius, the firſt Britiſb King that embraced

ly, becauſe the Petition againſt Grievances, in the 
laſt Parliament of the late King, was preferred 
too late; only to petition for an Anſwer to theſe. 
For, adds he, though the Prince is gone the King 
liveth ; no Interregnum.“ 

The reſt of this Days Debates turned, chiefly, 
on raiſing a Supply, and the old Topic of puttin 
the Laws in Execution againſt. Jeſuits, Papi 
Prieſts, &c. The Sollicitor General acquainted. 
the Houſe, © That the King had taken Care of 
their Grievances preferred the laſt Parliament; and, 
at any one Day the Houſe would aſſign, Satisfac- 
tion would be given them therein.” 

T he Plague ſtill raging more and more, in and 
about London, made the Members of both Houſes 
very uneaſy in their Situation at Weſtminſter; ſome 
of them taking Notice, that the Bell was tolling 
every Minute, whilſt they were ſpeaking. At the 
Petition of both Houſes, the King proclaimed a 
general Faſt, all over the Kingdom, on a certain 
Day; and his Majeſty, in Perſon, went with the 
two Houſes to Prayers and Sermon, at St. Mar- 
garet's Church in J/eftminſter. . 

Fuly 4. Sir Edward Coke reported the King's 
Anſwer to the Commons Petition, about a Receſs 
from Parliament, at this ſickly Seaſon : * That the 
King had taken their Safety, which he valued more 
than his own, into Confideration ; and when he 
ſhould hear the Commons were ready with their 
Bills, for he would not haſten them in any Thing, 
he would put an End to this Seſſion.“ | 

The next Day, the Bill for granting two entire 
Subjidies, paſſed the Commons; Tonage and Poun- 
dage was, alſo, given; but, becauſe, it was limit- 
ed for one Year, whereas, former Grants to his 
Majeſty's Predeceſſors were for Life, the Houſe of 
Lords would not paſs it. It was alſo declared,

A Complaint had been made there againſt 


one Dr. Montagu, for printing and publiſhing a complaint a- 
Book, called An Appeal to Cæſar. The Recorder int Dr. Mon- 
of London, one of the Committee appointed to ex- 9 


amine into this Matter, made a Report, That the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury had cenſured the ſaid Dr. 
Montagu for a former Book (/), and had told him, 
that tho? there were ſome Things in it which might 
receive a favourable Interpretation; yet there were 
others in it not of that Nature. In which the Com- 
mittee all agreed, That the Archbiſhop had done 
what was fitting: But they were of Opinion, That 
there were many Things contained in the DoCtor's 
Books directly contrary to the Articles of Religion 
eſtabliſhed by Parliament; as that the Church of 
Rome was vera Chriſti Eccleſia, & Sponſa Chriſti ; 
and that the ſaid Church eadem Fundamenta Doctrine 
| & Sacramentorum nititur: That the Committee 
held this ſecond Book as factious and ſeditious, tend- 
mg manifeſtjy to the Diſhonour of the late King, 


and the Diſturbance of both Church and State. For 


the firſt, he denies that Arminius was the firſt 
that infected Leyden with Errors and Schiſms: That 
the Synod of Dort, ſo honoured by the late King, 
was flighted by him ; calls it forinſecus, and par- 
tial ; he knows not what Ends they had, nor cares 
for them: He directs his Book to the preſent King, 
and calls it AppelloCe/arem, and yet ſays the Pope is 
not Antichriſius ; which is contrary to what the late 
King himſel had wrote toall Chri/tian Princes. The 
Committee think that there is enough in this Book 
to put a Jealouſy between the King and his well- 
affected Subjects. Says there are ſome amongſt 
us that defire an Anarchy, and means the Puritans, 
whom yet he hath not defined.

Committee conceived tended much to the Diſtur- 
bance of the Peace in Church and State. He reſpects 
Bellarmine, but lighted Calvin, Beza, Perkins, 
IWhitaker, and Reynolds. In his Book he much diſ- 
countenances God's Word, diſgraces Lectures and 
Lecturers, and Preaching itſelf; nay, even reading 
the Bible. That never a.- Saint-ſeeming, Bible- 
bearing, hypocritical Puritan was a better Patriot 
than himſelf. Upon the whole, That the Frame 
of the Book was to encourage Popery ; in main- 
taining the Papiſis to be the true Church, and that 
they differ not from us in any fundamental Point. 
If therefore they hold us Heretics, and not to be 
ſaved, and we hold the contrary of them, who 
will not think it ſafer for us to be in their Church 
than in ours? The Papifts read, and commend this 
Book to others to be read ; whereas they ſuffer none 
of ours to be read amongſt them. Laſtly, He had 
done an Injury to that Houſe in two Points: That 
when he knew his firſt Book was there queſtioned, 
and referred to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury for 
Cenſures, he prints a new Book worſe than the 
former. And whereas a Petition had been prefer- 
red to this Houſe by one Yates and Hard, he ſays 
they are Puritans, altho' they have ſubſcribed the 
Articles; and to revile them for this, is a Reflec- 
tion upon the Houſe.” 

VU pon the Queſtion, it was reſolved, That, at their 
next Meeting, the Lords ſhould be acquainted with

Fuly the 11th, the Day that both the Houſes de- 
fired a Receſs, on account of the Contagion, after 
a Motion to that Purpoſe, the Commons ordered, 
© 'That their Houſe ſhould be called over the third 
Day of the next Meeting, and thoſe Members that 
were abſent ſhould incur the Cenſure of the Houſe.” 
Afterwards, being informed by the Lords, that a 
Commiſſion was come to them to paſs the Bills, 
and adjourn the Houſes, the Speaker went up with 
the reſt; and, upon preſenting the Subſidy Bill, 
which, he faid, was the firſt Fruits of their Love, 
the Lord Conway, Secretary of State, ſpoke to this

The Lord Keeper then told the Houſes, © That 
his Majeſty had received their Petition about Reli- 
gion, and hadanſwered it, in ſome Meaſure, before ; 
but now he had done it to the full ;* which Peti- 
The Parliament tion and Anſwer will appear in the Sequel. After- 
adjourned to Ox · wards the two Houſes adjourned (the Lords accord- 
che Place. ing to the King's Commiſſion, but the Commons of 

themſelves) to the firſt of Auguſt next, at Oxford. 

The Contagion till raging very ſore, the Re- 
ceipt of the King's Exchequer was removed to 
Richmond; and all the Fairs, within 50 Miles of 
London, were prohibited, to prevent a more general 
Infection. During this ſhort Receſs an Affair hap- 

ned, which occaſioned much Diſguſt againſt the 

rime Miniſter, the Duke of Buckingham. This 
Nobleman loſt no Ground in lofing his old Maſter, 
King James; for, if poſſible, he was a greater Fa- 
vourite with the Son and Succeſſor, than ever he 
had been with the Father: His Popularity, how- 
ever, had begun to fall off ſome Time ; and all 
the Reputation he had gained, in his Recital of his 
Conduct in Spain, as mentioned in the laſt Reign, 
was blaſted by ſome Suſpicions that were entertain- 
ed of that Affair, and his Miſmanagement of the 
Adminiſtration ever ſince. 

The religious War in France was now very warm; 
the Town of Roche/! was in the Hands of the Pro- 
teſtants, and the French King preparing to beſiege 
it by Sea and Land, ſome Ships of the Navy Royal 
of England, with their Complements of Men, were 
Tent to the French for that Purpoſe : But their 
Crews abſolutely refuſed to fight againſt People of 
their own Religion; and a Tumult began amongſt 
them, in which they got up their Anchors and ſet 
Sail for England, ſaying, They would rather be 
hang'd at home, than be Slaves to the French, and 
do Hurt to their Brethren. The Duke ordered 

| Admiral 
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Admiral Pennington to go back with the Fleet, An. 1 


which he did; but ſtill all the Companies declined 
the Service, and actually left their Ships before they 
would ſubmit to ſuch Orders. This Affair hap- 
pening in the Interval of the Receis of Parliament, 
gave the Duke's Enemies greater Scope to execute 
their Defigns againſt him. 

On the firſt of Auguſt the Parliament met at Ox- 
ford; and, on the fourth, the Lords and Commons 
were commanded to attend the King, in the Great 
Hall at Chrift-Church; where he ſpake to them 
followeth : | 


My Lords, and you of the Commons, 


Advice, my Father, now with Gad, brake 0 
thoſe two Treaties with Spain that were then in hand : 
Mell you then forefaw, that, as well for regaining my 
diſpoſſeſſed Brother*s Inheritance, as home Defence, a 
War tons likely to fucceed ; and that as your Counſels 
bad led my Father into it, fo your Aſſiſtance, in a 
Parliamentary / Lay, to purſue it, ſhould not be want- 
ing. That Aid you gave him by Advice, was for 
Succour of his Allies, the guarding of Ireland and 
the home Part, Supply of Munition, preparing and 
ſetting forth of his Navy. A Council you thought 
of, apprinted for the War, and Treaſurers for 
i uing of the Monies : And, to begin this Work of 
your Advice, you gave Three Subſidies, Fifteenths, 
and Tenths ; which, with Speed, were levied, and, by 
Direction of that Council of War, (in which the Pre- 
paration of this Navy was not the ltaſt) disburſed. 

I pleaſed God, at the Entrance of this Prepara- 
tion, (by your Advice begun) to call my Father to his 
Mercy, whereby I entered as well to the Care of your 
Deſign, as his Crown, I did not then, as Princes do,

After his Majeſty had ended this Speech, he com- 
manded his Secretaries, the Lord Conway and Sir 
John Cook, more particularly to declare the preſent 
State of his Affairs; which they did to this Effect:

No King can 
ſubſiſt in an honourable Eſtate without three Abi- 
lities. Firſt, To be able to maintain himſelf againſt 
ſudden Invaſions. Secondly, To aid his Allies and 
Confederates. Thirdly, To reward his well-deſer- 
ving Servants. But, he urged, there was a Leak in 
the Government, of which Leak ſuch as theſe were 
the Cauſes ; Frauds in the Cuſtoms ; Treaty about 
the Spani/h Match; new invented Offices, with 
large Fees; old unprofitable Offices, which the 
King might juſtly take away with Law, Love of his 
People, and his own Honour ; the Prefidentſhips 
of York and Wales; Multiplicity of Offices in ons 
Man; every Officer to live on his own Office; 
the King's Houſhold out of Order; new Tables 
kept there made the Leakage the greater; volunta- 
ry Annuities, or Penſions, which ought to be ſtop- 
ped till the King was out of Debt, and able to pay 
them. In the 4th Henry IV. no Man was to beg 


of the King till he was out of Debt. Laſtly, That 


all unneceſſary Charges, wa Diet, Apparel, 
Buildings, c. increale ſtil] the Leakage. 

To apply ſome Means for Remedy; the Mul-

led thither for two Reaſons 3 for the Cauſe of Re- 
ligion, and granting a Supply to his Majeſty. That 
their Coldneſs in Religion was one of the principal 
Cauſes of the grievous Viſitation then upon them. 
To add to our former Petition to his Majeſty, that 
he will upon no Account give any Connivance to 
the Papiſis. That they were not abſolutely bound 
to maintain a War, but to aſſiſt and ſupply the 
King in a War. Moved, firſt, to know what Mo- 
ney will ſerve for the Fleet; then to raiſe the Sup- 
ply, if not by Subſidy, yet by ſome other Courſe, 
of which there are Precedents ; and which, being 
done in Parliament, is a Parliamentary Courſe.” 
A Committee was moved for, by others, to conſi- 
der of the King's Supply: And Secretary Cook 
urged, That the Commiſſion of the Navy might 
be the firſt examined. This was followed by Mr. 
Strode ; but he added, ſarcaſtically enough, That 
all who ſpoke in the Committee might apply them- 
ſelves to this, How two Subſidies and Fifteens, pay- 
able more than one Year hence, can ſupply a Navy, 
to go out in fourteen Days.” 

Another Member, Sir Nathaniel Rich, ſaid, * That 
they ought not to refuſe to give at all; but, firſt, to 
repreſent their Wants to the King, firſt, for Reli- 
gion, to have his Majeſty's Anſwer in full Parlia- 
ment, and then enrolled ; which then would be of 
Force with an Act of Parliament. Next, to know 
the Enemy againſt whom War was to be made. 
The Neceſſity of an adviſed Counſel for govern- 
ing of the great Affairs of the Kingdom. The 
Neceſſity of looking into the King's Revenue. To 
have his Majeſty's Anſwer concerning Impoſitions 
on Wines.

been Speeches there, with inveCtive Bitterneſs, and 
very unſeaſonable for the Time.” On which there 
was a general Acclamation, To the Bar ; and, be- 
ing ordered to explain himſelf there, he gave till 
greater Offence. He was then further ordered to 
withdraw, whilſt this Matter was debated in the - 
Houſe. Some argued for Expulſion; others ſaid, 
though the Offence was great, yet the Puniſhment 
ought to be more moderate. At length, it was 
agreed, That he ſhould kneel at the Bar, and 
the Speaker to let him know the Houſe had taken 
Juſt Offence at his Words; and therefore that he 
ſhould ſtand committed to the Sergeant during the 
Pleaſure of the Houſe.”

baſſages, nor any tranſcendent Power in any one 
— Miniſter, For Matters of State, the Council- 
Table held up the fit and antient _ So long 
as my Lord of Samerſet ſtood in of Grace, 
and had, by his Majeſty's Favour, the Truſt of the 
Signet „be oft would glory juſtly, that there 
paſſed neither to himſelf, or his Friends, any long 
Grants of his Highneſs's Lands or Penſions: For 
of that which himſelf had, he paid ac, ooo l. to- 
wards the Marriage- Portion of the King's Daugh- 
ter. His Care was to paſs no Monopoly or illegal 
Grant; and that ſome Members of this Houſe can 
witneſs by his Charge unto them. No giving way 
to the Sale of Honours, as a Breach upon the No- 
bility, (for ſuch were his own Words) refuſing Sir 
John Roper's Office, then tendred to procure him 
to be made a Baron.

* The Loſs of the County of Poyntois in France, 
was laid to Biſhop 1/ictham's Charge in the firſt of 
Richard II. for perſuading the King to forbear ſend- 
ing Aid when it was required: A Capital Crime in 
Parliament. The Loſs of the Duchy of Maine 
was laid to De la Pole Duke of Suffolk, 28.

A Spaniſh Treaty loſt the Palatinate, —Whoſe 
Counſel hath pronounced ſo great Power to the 
Spaniſh Agent (as never before) to effect Freedom 
to ſo many Prieſts as have been of late; and to 
become a Sollicitor almoſt in every Tribunal for 
the ill- affected Subjects of the State, is worth the 
Inquiry?“ 

What Grants of Impoſitions. before croſſed, 
have lately been complained of in Parliament? As 
that of Ale- Houſes, Gold-T hread, Pretermitted Cu- 
floms, and many more; the leaſt of which would 
have, 50. Edward III. been adjudged in Parliament 
an heinous Crime, as well as thoſe of Lyon and 
Latymer.' 

* The Duke of Sufil+ in the Time of Henry 
VI. in procuring ſuch another Grant, in Deroga- 
tion of the Common Law, was adjudged in Par- 
lament.? 

The Gift of Honours, kept as the moſt ſacred 
Treaſure of the State, now ſet to Sale. Parlia- 
ments have been Suitors to the King to beſtow 
thoſe Graces; as in the Times of Edward III. 
Henry IV. and Henry VI. More now led in, by 
that Way only, than all the Merits of the beſt De- 
ſervers have got theſe laſt 50 Years. So tender 
was the Care of elder "Times, that it is an Article

Suffolk, that he had procured for himſelf, and ſome 
few others, ſuch Titles of Honour, and thoſe ſo 


irregular, that he was the firſt that ever was Earl, 
Marquiſs, and Duke of the ſelf- ſame Place. Ed- 
ward I. reſtrained the Number, in Policy, that 
would have challenged a Writ by Tenure: And 
how this Proportion may ſuit with the Profit of 
the State, we cannot tell, Great Deſerts have 


now no other Recompence than coſtly Rewards 


from the King ; for, we are now at a vile Price of 
that which was once ineſtimable. If worthy Per- 
ſons have been advanced freely to Places of greateſt 
Truit, I ſhall be glad. Spencer was condemned 
in the 14: Edward II. for diſplacing good Servants 
about the King, and putting in his Friends and Fol- 
lowers; not leaving, either in the Church or Com- 
mon-Wealth, a Place to any, before a Fine was 
paid unto him for his Dependerice. The like in 
part was laid by Parliament on De la Pole, It can- 
not but be a ſad Hearing unto us all, what my Lord 
Treaſurer lately told us of his Majeſty's great 
Debts, high Engagements, and preſent Wants: 
The Noiſe whereof I wiſh may ever reſt incloſed 
within theſe Walls For, what an Encouragement 
it may be to our Enemies, and a Diſheartning to 
our Friends, I cannot tell. The Danger of thoſe, 
if any they have been the Cauſe, is great and fearful. 
It was no ſmall Motive to the Parliament, in the 
Time of Henry III. to baniſh the King's Half- 
Brethren for procuring, to thernſelves fo large Pro- 
portion of Crown Lands. Gave/ton and Spencer 
for doing the like for themielves. and their Fol- 
lowers, in the Time of Edward II. and the Lady 
Jeßß for procuring the like for her Brother Beau- 
mont, was baniſhed the Court. Michael de la Pole 
was condemned 10. Richard II. in Parliament, 
amoneſt other Crimes, for procuring Lands and 
Penfions from the King, and having employed the 
Subſidies to other Ends than the Grant intended. 
His Grand-Child, Milliam Duke of Suffolk, for 
the like was. cenſured 28, Henry VI. he great

upon the King's Mercy by Parliament, for waſt- 
ing in Time of Peace, the Revenues of the Crown, 
and Gifts of the People; to the yearly Oppreſſion 
of the Common-Wealth. Offences of this Na- 
ture were urged, to the ruining of the laſt Duke of 
| Somerſet in the Time of Edward VI. More fears 
ful Examples may be found, too frequent in Re- 
cords. Such Improvidence and ill Counſel led 
Henry III. into ſo great a Strait, as after he had 
pawned fome Part of his foreign Territories, broke 
up his Houſe, and ſought his Diet at Abbies and 
Religious Houſes, engaged not only his own Jew- 
els, but thoſe of the Shrine of St. Edward at Maſt- 
minfler ; he was in the end not content, but con- 
ſtrained to lay to pawn (as ſome of his Succeſſors 
after did) Magnam Coronam Angliæ, the Crown of 
England. Lo draw you out to Life the Image of 
former Kings Extremities, I will tell you what I 
found ſince this Aſſembly at Oxford, written by a Re- 
verend Man, twice Vice- Chancellor of this Place ; 
his Name was Gaſcoign; a Man that ſaw the Tragedy 
of De la Pole: He tells you that the Revenues of 
the Crown were ſo rent away by ill Counſel, that 
the King was inforced to live de Tallagiis Popul : 
That the King was grown in Debt guingue centena 
millia Librarum: That his great Favourite, in 
treating of a foreign Marriage, had loſt his Maſter 
a foreign Duchy : That to work his Ends, he had 
cauſed the King to adjourn the Parliament in Villis 
& remetis Partihus Regni, where few People, prop- 
ter defttlum Heoſpitii & Viflualium could attend; 
and by ſhifting that Aſſembly from Place to Place, 
to inforce (I will uſe the Author's own Words) il 
les paucos, qui remanebant de Communitate Regni, 
concedere Regi quamvis peſſrma. When the Parlia- 
ment endeavoured by an Act of Reſumption, the 
juſt and frequent Way to repair the languiſhing 
State of the Crown (for all from Henry III. but 
one, till the 6. Henry VIII. have uſed it) this great 
Man told the King it was ad Dedecus Regis, and 
forced him from it: To which the Commons an-

Yet nought could all good Counſel work, untill 
by Parliament that bad great Man was baniſhed ; 
which was no ſooner done, but an Act of Re- 
ſumption followed the Inrollment of the Act of 
his Exilement. That was a ſpeeding Article a- 
gainſt the Biſhop of /YVinthefter and his Brother, in 
the Time of Edward III. that they had ingrofled 
the Perſon of the King from his other Lords. It 
was not forgotten againſt Gaveſlon and the Spencers, 
in the Time of Edward II. The unhappy Mi- 
niſters of Richard II. Henry VI. and Edward VI. 
felt the Weight, to their Ruin, of the like Errors, 
I hope we ſhall not complain in Parliament again 
of ſuch.” 

I am glad we have neither juſt Cauſe, or un- 
dutiful Diſpoſitions, to appoint the King a Counſel 
to.redrels thoſe Errors in Parliament, as thoſe 42. 
Henry III. We do not defire, as 5. Henry IV. or 
29. Henry VI. the removing from about the King 
any evil Counſellors. We do not requeſt a Choice 
by Name, as 14. Edward II. 3. 5, 11. Richard 
II. 8. Henry IV. or 31. Henry Vi. nor to ſwear 
them in Parliament, as 35. Edward I. g. Edward 
II. or 5. Richard IT. or to line them out their Di- 
rections of Rule, as 43. Henry III. aud 8. Henry 
VI. or defire that which Henry III. did promiſe in 
his 42d Year, /e Atta omnia per Aſenſum Magna- 
tum de Contilio jus electorum, & fine eorum A ſenſu 
nibl. We only in loyal Duty offer up our humble 
Defires, that ſince his Majeſty bath, with adviſed 
Judgment, elected ſo wiſe, religious, and worthy - 
Servants, to attend him in that high Employment; 
he will be pleaſed ro adviſe, with them together, a 
Way of Remedy for thoſe Diſaſters in State, brought 
on by long Security and happy Peace; and not be led 
with young and ſingle Counjel.”

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We now return to the Lords Fournals, for an An. 1. Charles I. 
Affair of no ſmall Moment, fince the Conſequence 1625. 
of it determined the Fate of this Parliament. It 
is very lamely inſerted in the Journals of the 
Commons, and more ſo in Ryſrworth; whoſe 
Miſtakes and Omiſſions will be particularly diſtin- 
guiſhed in this Recital. | 

Auguſt 8. The former Authorities tell us that 
this Day the Lords ſent a Meſſage to the Com- 
mons, That they had received one from the, DET 
King, which was to be delivered to the Lords and ,.ce — to 
Commons together, by the Lord Keeper and the Religion. 
Duke of Buckingham ; and that his Majeſty had 
commanded the Lord Keeper to require the Lord 
Treaſurer, the Lord Conway, and Sir John Cook, 
to aſſiſt his Grace therein. Upon which Account, 
the Lords required a preſent Meeting with their 
whole Houſe, in the great Hall of Chri/t-Church, 
if it ſuited their Conveniency.” 

The Anſwer returned was, * That the Com- 
mons would meet, at the Time and Place appoint- 
ed, with their Speaker and the whole Houſe. And, 
as Intimation was given, that there might be Oc- 
caſion for a worthy Member of their Houſe, in 
delivering the Meſſage from his Majeſty ; though 
it was againſt the very fundamental Privileges of 
the Houſe of Commons, * they gave way to it, 
with this Proviſo; That he ſpeak, as the King's 
Servant and. Commiſſioner, and nat as a Member of 
their Houſe.” 

At the ſame Time, the Commons ordered, with- 
in themſelves, That, as the Speaker and the whole 
Houſe went up, if the Lords kept bare, to do the 
lame; if they covered, then the Speaker and the 
reſt to cover alſo. 

Auguſt 9. The Report of this grand Conference 
between the two Houſes was made in the Houſe of 
Lords, by [Dr. Abbot] Archbiſhop of Canterbury : 

And firſt, on what had been offered by the Com- 
mons concerning Religion.

on the 11th of Fuly laſt, to return ſuch an An- 


ſwer as gave them Aſſurance of his Royal Perfor- 
mance thereof ; yet, at this Meeting, they find 
that, on the 12th of Fuly laſt, his Majeſty granted 
a Pardon unto Alexander Baker, a Feſuit, and ten 
other Papiſts ; which, as they are informed, was 
upon the Importunity of ſome foreign Embaſſa- 
dor; and that it paſſed by immediate Warrant, and 
was recommended by the principal Secretary of 
State, without paying the ordinary Fees. 

Alſo, That divers Copes, Altars, Chalices, &:. 
(n) being found in the Houſe ot one Mary Eft- 
mond, in Dorſeiſbire, by two Juſtices of Peace ; 
they thereupon tendered her the Oath of Allegiance ; 
which, ſhe refuſing, they committed her to the 
Conſtable, from whom ſhe made her Eſcape and 
complained to the King. That the ſaid Secretary 
of State did write unto theſe Juſtices in her Fa- 
vour ; all which they humbly deſired his Majeſty 
to take into Conſideration, and to give a due, ef- 
ſectual, and ſpeedy Redreſs therein. 

After which the ſaid Petition, Pardon, and Let- 
ter were read; and then the Archbiſhop proceeded 
with the Report, That the Commons inſiſted 
much upon three Points: Fit, The Date of the 
Pardon, being the next Day after the King's An- 
ſwer delivered to both Hoſes, by the King's Com- 
mand. Secondly, That the Pardon diipenſeth with 
theſe Laws, viz. with the Statutes of the 23d and 


27th Ez. and the 3d Fac. provided to keep his 


Majeſty's Subjects in due Obedience; and with the 
Statute the 10th of Edward III. which directeth, 
T hat every Felon, upon Pardon obtained, ſhould 
be bound to good Behaviour. Thirdly, That it

Conway ; and to this they added theſe Circum- 
ſtances.” 

© That this Jeſuit, being formerly impriſoned 
and now ſet at Liberty, bis Converſation might 
be dangerous in perverting many of the King's 
Subjects. That, heretofore, in the Time of 
Queen Elizabeth, if any were convicted and par- 
doned, (for ſhe pardoned none before Conviction 
that their Faults might be firſt known) they were, 
alſo, baniſhed, not to return upon Pain of Death, 
which is prevented by this Pardon. They con- 
cluded, That both this Pardon and Letter were 
procured by the Importunity of ſome foreign Em- 
baſladors; which was of dangerous Conſequence, 
= give the Subjects here any Dependency upon 

m. 


The Archbiſhop having ended, the Lord Conway 
ſtood up and affirmed, * That tho' the Pardon was 
dated the next Day after the King's Promiſe to the 
Parliament, yet it was no Breach thereof. For it 


was granted long before ; and his Lordſhip ſhewed, 


That, at Chriſtmas laſt, his late Majeſty promiſed 
to the Marquis de Villa Clara, the French Embaſ- 
fador, certain Graces and Privileges to the Papiſis; 
that the Marquis D' Eat did, afterwards, obtain 
the like, to the End that the Queen might come 
the more eaſy hither; and the Duke de Chevereux 
his Majeſty's Kinſman, who brought the Queen 
over, had importuned him that he might alſo carry 
Home the like Graces.” 

* That the Pardon paſſed by immediate Warrant, 
to take off the continual Importunity of the Em- 
baſſadors to the King; and he, being Secretary of 
State, ſolicited it himſelf ; but it was at his Maje- 
ſty's Command, to take off all Imputation from 
himſelf; and not out of any Affection of his to 
that Religion which he ever hated.” | 

As touching the Non- payment of the Fees, his 
Lordſhip ſaid, That Mr. Benbowe demanded 50 1. 
for them; and the Embaſſador complaining thereof

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An. 2. Charles I. to the King, he commanded him to ſee that no

Fees ſhould be taken.” | 

That the Duke de Chevereux importuned the 
King to write that Letter, himſelf, in Favour of 
Mrs. Efimond ; and he, as Secretary, was forced 
and commanded to do it, rather thau that his Ma- 
jeſty ſhould. The ſaid Duke complained much of 
the Juſtices hard Carriage unto her, but he never 
heard any thing of her obſtinate Behaviour to them ; 
nor of any Copes, nor Altars, found in her Houſe; 
wherefore he wrote, alſo, to be advertiſed of her 
Offence by them, but was not anſwered till within 
theſe few Days.” 

His Lordſhip proteſted his Sincerity to the true 
Religion, here eſtabliſhed ; whereof he had formers 
ly given good Teſtimony, and in which he would 
perſevere. And what he did, in theſe Matters, 
was only to take away all Scanda! from the King, 
though it lighted upon himſelf; and that he did 
nothing but what he was firſt, expreſly, command- 
ed to do by the King.” | 

The Lord Keeper affirmed, © That he received 
the ſaid Pardon, long before the Date thereof; and 
if he had made a Recipe upon the Warrant, as is 
uſual in other Caſes, it tad born Date with that tho” 
ſealed afterwards. But, that his Lordſhip deferred 
the Sealing thereof, in Hopes that the Embaſſadors 
would have been gone firſt, as they were often for 
going. But, they ſtating and daily urging the 
King for the Pardon, he, being again command- 
ed, ſealed it at the next general Seal; and ſo it 
bad Date with the Time of the Seal and not of 
the Grant. His Lordſhip, well hoping, upon the 
Departure of the Embaſladors, to have ftopped it 


with his Majeſty, otherwiſe it had been ſealed be- 


fore the King's Promiſe to the Parliament; and 
therefore this can be no Breach of the King's Pro- 
miſe.” His Lordſhip alſo ſaid, That the Embaſ- 
lador urged his Majeſty very much, to give a gene- 
ral Diſpenſation to the Paps; but the King was 
adviſed rather to pardon ſome few of them what 
was paſt, Which Counſel, though to be com- 

mended, 
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mended, yet none gave way to it, but much againſt An. 1. Charles I. 


their Wills; and his Lordſhip wiſhed that a Peti- 
tion might be preſented to the King, to ſtay the like 
Pardons hereafter.” | 

Next follows in the Journals, a Copy of a Pe- 
tition to the King, from the Lords and Commons, 
repeating the aforeſaid Evidences ; and that as the 
Letter and Pardon were drawn from him by the 
Importunity of foreign Embaſſadors; a Courſe, of 
late, too frequently practiſed by his ill · affected Sub- 
jects, it was of dangerous Conſequence, inducing 
to a Dependency upon foreign Princes, &c. But 
as the whole of this would be a Repetition of what 
is gone before, and beſides, as it was never pre- 
ſented, it may well be omitted. 

This previous Affair on Religion being ſettled, 
which we find the Commons inſiſted on before 
they would hear the King's Meſſage; the Lord 
Keeper, on the ſame Day, next proceeded to give 
the reſt of the Report on what paſſed in the Con- 
ference, along with the King's Meſſage and the 
Conſequence of it. | 

His Lordſhip began with telling the Houſe, 
© That his Majeſty had graciouſly, fully, and in a 
Parliamentary Manner, anſwered the Petition con- 
cerning Religion, delivered him by both Houſes, 
at Hampton-Court, the 7th Day of Zu laſt; and 
had commanded his Lordſhip to ſignify to the Lords 
and Commons, that he had alſo given Command 
to the Lord Admiral to deliver his ſaid Anſwers 
thereunto, to both Houſes; to be by them diſpo- 
ſed, as the Anſwers of Kings unto Petitions, of 
that kind, exhibited, are wont to be. And withall 
to deliver a Meſſage from his Majeſty, concerning 
the great Affairs of his, now in Agitation in the 
Houſe of Commons,” | 

That then the Lord Admiral ſaid, His Maje- 
ſty had laid upon him ſuch a Charge; as, when 
he did conſider his own Weakneſs, it might utterly 
diſcourage him; were it not that reflecting again 
upon that Plainneſs and Sincerity, wherein a King 
ſhould deal with his People, he found 2 the

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1625. ſhould deliver it without Rhetorick or Art. As 

concerning the Petition, he could diſpatch that in 

two Words; that is, by giving a full Aſſurance 

that all was granted which was defired ; but held 

it fitter, for more SatisfaCtion, to read the Petition 

with the Anſwers annexed; and they were read 
accordingly, by Mr. Attorney in hæc Verba:

Now, on 
the contrary, the Yaltoline is at Liberty; the War 
is proclaim'd beyond the Alps; the King of Den- 
mark is in Arms, with 17,000 Foot and 6000 
Horſe, befides Commiſſions to make them up 
30,000 ; the King of Sweden is allo intereſted ; 
the Princes of the Union are revived ; the King 
of France is engaged againſt Spain, and, for that 
- Purpoſe, having made Peace with his own Subjects, 
hath joined and confederated himſelf with Save and 
Venice, Why ſhould not he, therefore, hope for 
the fame Succeſs; confidering that, ſince the Time 
of his laſt Speech to both Houſes, there was not 
one Action, or a Thought of his, that levelled at 
any other than one and the ſame Object, which 
was to pleafe their Deſires? If he ſhould credit all 
Rumours, which he would not do, he ſhould ſpeak 
with ſome Confuſion of Fear to hold the ſame 
Place be formerly did in their Affections: But, ha- 
ving ſtill the fame virtuous Ambition, and conſider- 
ing his own Heart to the King and State, he * 
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find no Cauſe of Alteration, but was all Courage ay, 1. Charles l. 


and Confidence. 

Here the Duke made a Requeſt to the Houſe of 
Commons, That if any Man had ſpoken or 
ſhould ſpeak any Thing, in Diſcharge of his Con- 
ſcience, Zeal of Reformation, or Love to his 
Country, which may ſeem to reflect upon ſome 
particular Perſons, he may be the laſt that ſhall ap- 
ply it to himſelf : Becauſe he is confidently aſſured 
of two Things; irt, That they are ſo juſt as not 
to fall upon him without Cauſe, who was fo lately 
approved by them. And, ſecondly, That himſelf 
ſhall deſerve nothing that ſhall misbecome a faith» 
ful Englibman.” 

This Preamble to the Duke's enſuing Speech is 
almoſt wholly omitted in Ry/hworth ; but for what 
Reaſon we know not, fince we have not yet met 
with a more pathetical one thro” the whole Courſe 
of theſe Enquiries, Herein is included a moſt ſuc- 
cint Account of the then preſent State of the 
Chriſtian World; which evidently ſhews that the 
Duke of Buckingham, whatever he was as a Mi- 
niſter, was both a very great Politician, and an 
excellent Orator. 

The Lord Keeper next proceeded to give the 
remaining Part of his Report, which was the Se- 
quel of the Duke's Speech. He faid his Grace 
choſe rather to proceed in it by way of Queſtion 
and Anſwer, than in one continued Speech, as be- 
ing the ſpeedier Way and Means to yield Satisfac- 
tion to the Commons. He would take his Riſe, 
he ſaid, from the Breach of the Treaties and Al- 
liance, and put ſome Queſtions to himſelf, yet none 
but ſuch as ſhould be material to the Buſineſs in 
Hand. That his Grace did move twelve, which 
the Lord Keeper ſaid he would enlarge, for Clear- 
neſs and Perſpicuity's Sake, into fourteen Queſtions.

then his Grace proceeded and ſaid, Here you ſee, 
my Lords and Gentlemen, that his Majeſty, mo- 
ved by this Council, applied himſelf accordingly for 
the Defence of the Realm, the ſecuring of /reland, 
the aſſiſting our Neighbours, the States of the Uni- 
ted Provinces, and other our Friends and Allies. 

And for the ſetting forth of the Navy Royal, the 
King, looking into his Purſe, ſaw enough to do all 
the former Actions, but not the latter: For when 
he came to'confider the Navy, there was neither 
Money nor Preparations; yet, looking upon the 
Affairs of Chri/lendom, he found this the moſt ne- 
ceſſary. Hereupon his Majeſty, of famous Me- 
mory, did his Grace that Honour as to write to him 
from Newmarket to London, a Letter to this Effect, 
That, obſerving foreign Affairs, he found it ne- 
ceſſary that a Royal Fleet ſhould be prepared, and 
© put in Readineſs; but that he had no Money: 
© Wherefore his Lordſhip and his Friends muſt lay 
© out, and, no doubt, others would follow. And, 
dy this Means, the King might the longer lie 
© concealed and undiſcovered in the Enterprize, as 
bearing the Name of the Subjects only; and other 
© Princes, in hopes to draw him on, would ſooner 
come to the Buſineſs. | 

That, upon this Letter, his Grace leap'd into 
the Action with all Alacrity ; and, having received 
all he had from his Majeſty, was defirous, and held 
it a Happineſs, to pour it out again upon his Service 
and Occaſions. But this he did not on his own 
Head, but fortified by the Advice and Counſels of 
theſe worthy Perſons, the Lord Conway, the Lord 
Chicheſter, Lord Grandiſon, Lord Carey, Lord 
_— Lord Ley, Sir Robert Manſell, and Sir John 
Cook.” b | 

Their firſt Conſultation was of a War, the 
next of the Means; but both the one and the 
other was juſtified by more than himſelf, He ne- 
ver did any Thing but by them, nothing was ever 
reſolved or altered but in their Company ; for either 
he repaired to them, or elſe they did him that Ho- 
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nour, as his Grace term'd it, to reſort to his Cham- An. 2. Charles J. 


ber. And, when all was digeſted and prepared, and 
that they came to proportion Time and Levies, 
then, with the King's Leave, the Buſineſs was im- 
parted to all the Lords of the Council; the Ac- 
count was made to them, and allowed by them; 
who ſaid there openly, his Majeſty being preſent, 
That if this was put in Execution, it would do 
well; and gave ſome Attributes to it.“ 

Here Sir John Cook juſtified the ſhewing and 
approving of their Accounts, at the Council Table ; 
that thoſe Accounts conſiſted of long Particulars for 
Soldiers to be levied, Mariners to be preſſed, For- 
wardneſs of the Ships and Proviſions, and that no- 
thing was wanted but Money ; and that he had 
all thoſe Particulars ready to be ſhewn to the Houſe 
of Commons, if they ſhould require them. 

His Grace then proceeded and ſhewed, That he 


was fo religious to guide theſe great Affairs by Coun- 


ſel, that, at his Journey into France, which fell 


out about this Time, he defired his Majeſty to re- 


commend the Buſineſs to a ſelect Committee of the 
Council; which his Majeſty did to the Lord Trea- 
ſurer, the Lord Chamberlain, the Lords Conway 
and Brook, who, in his Abſence, took Care of the 
ſame. This his Grace thought fit to tell their 
Lordſhips, that they may ſee by what Counſel this 
great Buſineſs was carried; and that, in all the 
Management thereof, he took no Steps but by their

Did not the Duke ſerve us in break- 
ing the Peace with Spain, out of particular Spleen

Anſwer. * There was no Cauſe for him to hate 

 Olivares, he was the Means to make his Grace 
happy; for, out of his Hands, his Grace gained the 
Love of a Nation, which before thought not ſo well 
of him. He is not vindictive in his Temper ; he 
can forgive thoſe who had no ſuch natural Re- 
ſpect to that Country as Olivares had.

ſtrument, by ill Means, to do a good Action; as 
Olivares intended to do, to ſerve his Maſter and 
Kingdom, by indirect Means.

As it hath hitherto been the Purport of theſe En- 
quiries to ſtate the Matters of Fact as they hap- 
pened, and leave them to the Reader's Judgment 
for Reflection, ſo here we ſhall do the ſame ; tho?

a Report was made in that Houſe of what had been 
delivered at the Conference, by the Recorder of 
London, the Sollicitor General, and Mr. Pymm. 
This Report was divided, as before in the Lords, 
into three Heads: The King's Anſwer to their 


Petition about Religion; the Duke's Account of 


the Fleet, &c. and the Lord Treaſurer's Conclu- 
fion. But it is all ſo lamely inſerted in the Journals 
of the Commons, and ſuch great Hiati made in the 
Recital, that it is impoſſible to make any Thing of 
the Matter. The laſt Part of the Report was gi- 
ven by Mr. Pymm ; a Name not mentioned before 
in the Courſe of this Work, tho? it hath been often 
met with in the latter Parliaments of King James, 
as well as in this; yet not hitherto engaged in any 
Thing material enough for our Notice : But, if 
this is thought any Slight to the Memory of that 
great Patriot, it will be amply made up in the Se- 
quel. 

One Particular is mentioned in the Commons 
Fournal, not taken Notice of in the Lords; which 
was, That the Lord Treaſurer told them, That 
fince their Houſe had firſt taken Care of Religion, 
and had received ſo gracious an Anſwer to it; there- 
fore they ought now, ſpeedily, to think of a Sup- 
ply ; not of his Majeſty's Wants, but of thoſe for 
the Defence of the Kingdom.“ 

The Report as above, being delivered, Mr. May-

< defireda preſent Anſwer about his Supply: It not,

© ſent Occaſions as he could: But, if they would 
* now comply, he gave them his Royal Word, 
that in Winter, at what Time they ſhould chuſe, 
© they ſhould meet again and hold together till 
they had perſected all thoſe Things for the King 
© and Common- Wealth, which are now before. 
* them. Toall which he promiſed to give ſuch 
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* Anſwers, as dutiful and loyal Subjects might expect An. 1. Charles I, 
* from a gracious and religious King. Laſh, The 7825 

«* King defired them to confider, That this was the 

« firſt Requeſt he ever made unto them. 


The Debates on this Meſſage and the Supply 
were this Day very long, above 30 different Mem- 
bers ſpeaking in them: The moſt material of whoſe 
Arguments, pro and con, we ſhall collect, and give 
J The Co ed, That the R f 

T urtiers argued, at t eputation 
of both King and Kingdom, in point of Honour, — 
was at Stake. That the Preparations now making 
for War, muſt have their Movement from Parlia- 
ment. The Conſideration of the diſaſterous State 
of the King's Royal Siſter ; and of Religion in great 
Danger abroad, which ſuffered alſo at home. Con- 
fideration of their Confederates ; who would fall 
aſunder, if their King did not hold them together. 
The Danger of King, Lords, and Commons, by 
the Sickneſs, by a longer Continuance.* Sir Roger 
Nerth ſaid, * That he was once againſt giving any 
Thing at this Time; but had now altered his Opi- 
nion by his Majeſty's moſt gracious Anſwer about 
Religion ; alſo becauſe it was his firft Requeſt : Be- 
ſides the Conſequence of an ill parting this Parlia- 
ment would be a Thing very acceptable to the 
Pepiſis, Moved for two Fifteens to be added to 
the two Subſidies.” Another ſaid, © That Prece- 
dents were neither to be deſpiſed, nor adored as 
Gods. That in the firſt Parliameat of the late 
King, two Subhidies were granted and four Fiſteens ; 
within a Month after one Sabſidy more was given 
in the ſame Seſſion. If all our greateſt Enemies 
were here they would refuſe to give ; to give now, 
becauſe they could not, at another Time, give to- 
wards this Supply. To leave now their Fears, Jea- 
loufies, and Diſguſts at home, and to rely upon the 
King's Promiſe for their next Meeting to reform 
ſuch Things. Thoſe Diſorders complained of did 
not happen in this King's Time ; that he, both in 
his Father's and his own Time, had aſſured Gn 
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An. 1. Charles l. of his Deſire and Reſolution to reform thoſe Things. 


Moved for a ſhort Queſtion, Whether we will 
give at this Time, or Not." 

The Arguments per contra were theſe ; Sir Ro- 
bert Philips ſaid, * T hat the Point now before them, 
by the King's laſt Meſſage, might be reduced ſhort 
to this; Either to give preſently, or elſe that, in re- 
ſpe& of Danger to us, he will adjourn us to ſome 
other Time. That the Arguments fur giving were 
Honour, Neceſſity, and Safety; not honourable 
Actions grounded upon ſound Counſels. That Ne- 
ceſſity had been the continual Argument for Sup- 
ply in all Parliaments; but the Counſels which 
had put the King, and the preſent great Deſigns 
into this Hazard, whoever gave them muſt anſwer 
it. Moved that the preſent Neceſſity might be 
ſupplied by ſome other Means, rather than by ſo 
dangerous a Precedent. That a Committee might 
be appointed to conſider of a fit Anſwer to the King, 
why they could not now give; and yet to aſſure 
him, that they would, in due Time, ſupply all his 
honourable and well- grounded Defigns.' Sir Frans 
cis Seymour ſaid, © It was ſtrange that the Commons 
of England ſhould be called thither only for a Sup- 
ply of 40,000 1. and it ſhewed the King's Neceſſi- 
ties were great. What was become of all the Mo- 
ney raiſed by me Act of Reſumption of the Crown 
Lands? That 140,000 1. had been alſo raiſed by 
Places of Honour ; Places of Juſtice were ſold, 
and Sergeants Places; which muſt come to a greater 
Sum.“ Others argued for giving, ſo that it might 
be in a Mirliamentary Manner. But Sir Thomas 
Wentworth ſaid, * That he feared the preſſing this 
Precedent for ſo ſmall a Sum, was to take the Ad- 
vantage of it for greater Things hereafter. Was 
againſt preſent giving; but moſt ready and wil- 
ling to give in due Time.“ Sir Heneage Finch 
argued, That the granting of Sub/edies in Rever- 
fion, as the Clergy had done, was to bind and give

ſors. He diſliked their drawing hither ; and 1

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they might never hereafter be put upon ſuch Rocks: An. . Charles 1, 
Yet was for giving then, in reſpect of the King's 152%

us on: But to do this with great Caution, and with 
a Proteftation never to do the like, upon any Ne- 
ceſſity hereafter.” Others again were more violent: 
Mr. Rolle ſaid, That the King could not but have 
Credit, without their Grant, for 40, ooo 1. That 
if the Neceſſity for Money was now ſo great, this 
was the Time to preſs for Redreſs of Grievances. 
That Turk; Pirates take our Ships and Men, and 
endanger our Sea-Coaſts ; which were forced to 
arm to defend themſelves.” The laſt Speaker, on 
this Side, we ſhall mention, was old Sir Edward 
Cale; who began again with his Leaks, and ſaid, 
That two would drown any Ship. That /olum 
& malum Concilium was a bottomleſs Sieve. An 
Officer ſhould not be Cupidus aliens Rei, parcus 
ſues ; avarus Reipublice ; ſuper omnia expertus. 
Miſera Servitus eft, ubi Lex incerta aut incognita. 
That in the 11th of Henry III. Hubert de Burgh, 
Chief Juſtice, adviſed the oy fa; Magna Charta 
was not to hold, becauſe the King was under Age 
when that Act was made. He was Earl of Kent, 
but degraded for this ſome Time after. In the 16th 
of Henry III. Segrave, Chief Juſtice, was ſenten- 
ced for giving ſole Counſel to the King againſt the 
Common- Wealth. That it was malum Conſilium 
to preſs more Subſidies when they had given two. 
To bring them thither only. for 40,0001. And, 
Lafily, offered to give 1000 J. out of his own 
Eſtate, rather than grant any Sub/idy now.” 


Theſe Reflections were aimed directly at the 
Prime Miniſter, and are bolder than any that fell in

Sir Edward Cike moved for a Committee to be 
appointed for this; and afterwards to acquaint the 
Lords with it. Sir Francs Seymour ſaid, * That the 
Lord Admiral, Buckingham, had the Care of theſe 
Things ; © therefore the Default muſt needs be in 
him or his Agents. And moved for a Committee 
to conſider of the Cauſes thereof, and where the 
Default lay.“ Mr. Liſter mentioned the W rongs ; 
done to our Trade by the Dunkirkers ; and there- 
fore moved that the Committee to be appointed 
might, in a general Way, conſider of this, and 
the Safety of all the Sea-ports.” Others agreeing in 
this, a Committee of the whole Houſe was ap- 
pointed to take theſe Matters into Conſideration, |

The reſt of this Day's Work was taken up with 
a long Repetition of the Pardon to the Jeſuits, c. 
and of their defiring a Conference with the Lords, 
in order to induce them to join in a Petition to the 
King, to beſeech him not to be, importuned here- 
after by any foreign Ambaſſador, to grant any 
Thing contrary to the Anſwers to their former 
Petition. On which Sir Robert Philips obſerved, 
That no Pepi King would, at the Inſtigation of 
our Ambaſſadors, releaſe any Perſon out of the 
Inquiſition.”

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was agreed upon and held, and Sir Edward Coke An. 1. 


made the Report of it to their Houſe. 

After repeating what is ſaid before, about ob- 
taining the Pardon from the King, he told them, 
That the Lords had reſolved to move the King, 
never to pardon any Fefuit, or other Papiſt, till 
they were attainted. For their joining in the Pe- 
tition, they denied it not; but, conſidering his 
Majeſty's gracious Anſwer to their other Petition 
about Religion, and that both Houſes were to give 
him Thanks for it, the Purport of this laſt might 
only be intimated to the King ; which the Lords 
preſſed them to conſent to. That he had declared 
the Satisfaction of that Houſe, touching the Par- 
don and the Date thereof, and the Lord Comway's 
Letter. Laſtly, That all the Lords were moſt 
hearty in the Point of Religion.” 

In this Manner ſtood Affairs in both Houſes, 
when the next Day, Augu/t 12th, a Proteſtation 
was unanimouſly agreed upon, by the Commons, 
in a Grand Committee, which was reported to the 
Houſe, ordered to be entered in the Clerk's Book, and 
preſented to his Majeſty with all convenient Speed, 
by all the Members that were of the Privy Coun- 
cil, with Sir John Fullerton and Sir Robert Carr 
attending them. Immediately after this, the Gen- 
tleman- Uſher of the Black Rod came to call the 
Houſe and the Speaker to come up to the Lords, 
to hear a Commiſſion from the King, read to both 
Houſes: Which was done accordingly.

may be faid to have ſerved an Apprenticeſhip to 


Parliaments (7); and, by his conſtant Attendance 
there, in his Father's Time, where he often did good 
Offices between the King and them, muſt have 
acquired an entire Knowledge of thoſe auguſt Aſ- 
ſemblies. How he came to take ſuch Meaſures, as 
theſe and other ſucceeding ones, at the very Begin- 
ning of his Reign, is a Secret not yet unfolded in 
Hiſtory, The Favourite muſt be the Cauſe ; 
who, to ſave himſelf, precipitated his Prince to 
take ſuch Courſes as might have ended in the Ruin 
of them both at that Time; but, no doubt, gave a 
great Handle to the ſecret Enemies of the Church 
and Monarchy, to lay their Schemes for the entire 
Deſtruction of thoſe antient Pillars of the Exgli/b 
Conſtitution.

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that Time, inveſted both with the imperial and 
Spaniſh Diadems, was the Object this War was 
levelled at. He enters into a ſtrict Alliance with 
the States of the United Provinces againſt them ; and 
actually ſent out a Fleet of 80 Sail, with ten Regi- 
ments on board, in an Expedition againſt Cadiz. 


The ill Succeſs of that Enterprize is attributed to 


the Soldiers getting drunk with ſweet Wi ines, and to 
an infectious Diſtemper which ſpread amongſt them, 
and carried off great Part of the Fleet. However 
it was, the Commanders of this Expedition brought 
home no Laurels with them ; but returned, in- 
glorious, about the Middle of November this Year ; 
as is more particularly related by our general Hiſ- 
torians. 

Whilſt this Enterprize was carrying on abroad, 
the King ſet about performing his Promiſe made

or otherwiſe. Likewiſe all Eugliſb, Scotch and Iriſb 
Soldiers, who had entered into the Service of the 
Emperor and King of Spain, were recalled. The 
Archbiſhops of both Provinces were required to 
roceed ſtrictly againſt all Popiſb Recuſants in their 
Diſtricts, by Excommunications and other Cen- 
ſures of the Church ; and, by another Proclamation, 
they were commanded not to ſtir above five Miles 
from their own Homes, and were alſo effectually 
diſarmed. But theſe Sugar-Plumbs did not ſerve to 
ſweeten other Courſes, which the King and the 
Miniſtry thought fit to take at the ſame Time. 
The Diſſolution of the Parliament having pre- 
vented any Hopes of a Supply from that Quarter, 
and the Treaſury wanting Money to defray the 
extraordinary Charge of Fleets and Armies; the 
Miniſter fell upon another Way of raiſing Supplies, 
not unprecedented, yet never done but when ſome 
unfortunate Difference happen'd between King 
and Parliament.

This religious Precaution had been taken at the 
Beginning of ſome late Parliaments, deſigned, no 
doubt, for the Detection of concealed Papiſts ; ima- 
gining, that tho' they might take the Oath of Al- 
legiance and Supremacy, againſt their Conſciences, 
yet they would not be ſo wicked as to crown their 
Hypocriſy with receiving the Sacrament. But, as 
none refuſed, ſo we may charitably ſuppoſe there

In order to underſtand the Meaning of this Meſ- 
ſage better, it is neceſſary to look into the Hiſtories 
of theſe Times for a further Explanation. It is 
ſaid, That, todiſqualiſy ſome Gentlemen, who had 
been zealous in their Oppoſition to the Court in the 
laſt Parliament, from ſerving in this, the King had 
pricked them as Sheriffs of Counties for the Year 
enſuing. Amongſt the reſt old Sir Edward Cote, 
who had ſo vigorouſly diſtinguiſhed himſelf againſt 
the Miniſter and his Meaſures, was nominated as 
above. This great Lawyer demurred to the Oath 
of a Sheriff, and inſiſted that one Part of it, which 
was ta deſtroy and eradicate al Hereſies, commonly 
called Lollardies, was not to be taken. This pro- 
duced an Order of Council, wherein that Clauſe 
was left out of the Oath, and eſtabliſhed to conti- 
nue ſo for the future : However, Sir Edward got 
himſelf returned, as Knight of the Shire, for another 
County ; and this was the Occaſion of the King's 
Meſſage, and the Debates in the Houſe of Com- 
mons which enſued upon ir. Tho' all that the 
Houſe did this Day, in relation to the Meſſage, was

Reſolved, That the Committee on Grievances, 6,quittess 
of the whole Houſe, ſhall fit every Medneſday and thereupon, 


Friday during the Parliament, with Power to make 
a Sub-Committee, and with Power to ſend for any 
Perſons, Records, &c. — The Committee of the 
whole Houſe, for Courts of Juftice, upon Tueſday 
every Week, with like Power. And, for Trade,

Theſe Orders and Reſolutions, without one 
Word of a Supply, ſhewed but a very unpromi- 
ſing Beginning of this Parliament ; and ſeemed to 
hint to the Miniſtry, that, without great Altera- 
tions amongſt them, little Relief was to be expect- 
ed from this Body. From the Date above, for ſe- 
veral Days together, there is nothing to be found 
in the Journals, but regulating Elections, main- 
taining Privileges, and ſome ſlight Reports, hy

Affairs of a higher Nature than the laſt now be- 
gin to riſe; and, what had been long hatching in 
the Houſe of Commons, takes Shape and Life, and 
becomes very formidable againſt the Miniſter and 
all his Creatures. The Recital of which not ap- 
appearing, in the Fournals of either Houſe, clear 
enough to diſtinguiſh rightly the particular Move- 
ments of this grand Attack, we ſhall not follow 
them, as uſual, in Die ad Diem; but, in general, re- 
late the Sourie and Ending of this great Affair.

The next Thing we find, is, That the Com 
mons ſent out a particular Warrant, by their Ser- 
geant, to ſummon the whole Council of War be- 
fore them, who were appointed to manage the Bu- 
fineſs for the Relief of the Palatinate, and this 
Queſtion was propoſed unto them, Whether their 
Advice was followed, which they gave for the four 
Ends, mentioned-in the Act of Parliament, 21. Fac. 
for which the Money given by that Act was to 
itue and be applied? The Names of this Council 
of War were, the Lord Carey, the Lord Brook, 
Lord Vere, Lord Viſcount Grandiſon, Sir Robert 
Maunſel, Sit John Ogle, and Sir Thomas Button. 
The firſt excuſed himſelf by the Weakneſs and In- 
firmities then upon him : The next, by his Age, 
being 72, and having parted with his Places: The 
Lord Vere, the fame, by his Abſence in the Wars 
of the Low Countries Lord Grandiſon ſaid, That, 
fince Fuly laſt, they had ſeldom met, being diſper- 
ſed by the Sickneſs; but defired Leave, in a Que- 
ftion of ſuch Conſequence, to confer together be- 
fore they anſwered : And this was alſo the Requeſt 
of the reſt. Which was granted, with a ſpecial 
Order of the Houſe to deliver their Anſwer, per- 
fonally, in three Days Time. But what they then 
delivered in, not appearing ſatisfactory to the Houſe, 
they were ordered to be examined fingly on the 
Queſtion ; but none of them appeared willing to 
gratify the Houſe in that Particular, except Sir 
Robert Maunſel. 

It may not be improper, upon this Occaſion, to 
obſerve, That, for the better Employment of the 
Money to be expended in managing of the expect- 
ed War, the Treaſurers and the King's Council 
for the. War, were required to make Oath, =

uſe his wonted Patience, but deſirech the Juſtice 
of the Houſe againſt the Delinquents; not doubt- 
ing but ſuch Courſe will be taken, that he ſhall 
not be conſtrained to uſe his regal Authority to 
right himſelf. againſt theſe two Perſons,”

Upon this Meſlage, Dr. Turner made a ſhort 
Explanation of himſelf, defiring to know where- 
with he was charged. What he ſaid, he ſaid, the 
Houſe can witneſs ; and what he ſaid, he ſpake for 
the general Good of the Common Wealth, and 
not upon the leaſt Reflection of any in particular. 
'This he thought a Parliamentary Way, warranted 
by antient Precedents. To accuſe upon common 
Fame, he finds warranted, firſt, by the Imperial 
Roman Laws, and the Canons of the Church, which 
allowed common Fame ſufficient to accuſe any 
Man. And they that are learned amongſt them 
givetwo Reaſons: Firſt, for Greatneſs. Next, for 
Cunning, Our Anceſtors, within theſe Walls, 
have done the like, and that to a Duke, the Duke

accuſed upon Fame. And, laſtly, he ſaid, Mr. 
Chancellor himſelf did preſent the common Under- 
takers upon particular Fame ; and why he ſhould 
not have as ample Privilege in this Place, he knew 
no Reaſon to the contrary.” 


The Commons having appointed another Day 
for the Debate of this Buſineſs, in the mean Time 
came this Letter from Dr. Turner to the Speaker. 


SIR, 


Dr. Turner's Ex. T Heſe Lines firſt petition you to ſignify to the H-

nourable Houſe of Commons, That my Deſires are 
full the ſame to have made my perſonal Appearance be- 
fore you, but my Ability and Strength to perform it 
are not the ſame; and therefore that I humbly defire 


them to excaſe me on that Part, and to accept of this 


my Anſtuer unto the Matter that I Hall ſpeak to. J 
do confeſs, that, on Saturday laſt, in the Afternoon, I 
did deliver in certain Accuſations of common Fame, 
into the Houſe of Parliament, againſt my Lord Ad- 
miral, and that cut of ſo many, all bearing the Sig- 
nature of Vox Populi, I choſe out ſome few, not 
becauſe they were greater, or more known Grievances, 
but becauſe they did ſeem to direct us to find out the 
Griever, or the firſt Cau/e : For I did think it was 
then full Time to agree the Agent and the Actions; 
and that it was Time alſo to leave conſidering Grie- 
vances in Arbitration. I do noto alſo agree unto you, 
that which hath been reported unto you by Mr, Wan- 
desford ; and by that, if you Hall think fit, will put 
myſelf unto your Cenſure; hoping, and aſſuring my- 


fell, that you will find my Deſign to include nothing 


elſe within it, but Duty and publ c Service to my Coun- 
try; and alſo, that my addreſſing thoſe Accu ſations to 
the Houſe of Parliament, ſhall, by you, te found to 
be done by à mannerly and Parliamentary Way, But, 
howſoever, it becomes me to ſubmit my Cauſe to your 
Wijdoms and equal Fudgments, which I do heartth ; 
and whatſ;ever you ſhall pleaſe to appoint me, I ſhall 
dutifully ſatisfy. When God tall be pleaſed to reſtore 

me 
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me able to attend your Service, I doubt not but to no wt 


give you an honeſt Account of all my Actions herein. 
And, if I ſhall firſt go to my Grave, I defire, if you 
find me clear, the Reputation of an honeſt Man, and

Notwithſtanding the Order for another Hearing 
of this Matter, there is little or no further Men- 
tion made concerning it in the * og. till ma- 
ny Days after, when the Houſe came to debate 
on the Baſis of Dr. Turner's Queries, Whether com- 
mon Fame was a ſufficient Ground for Accuſation ? 


Upon this, April 22. a long Debate enſued in the pc pate on the a- 
Houſe on the Queſtion. Mr. Maliet began, and forefaid Queries, 


ſaid, That the Queſtion, J/hether common Fame 
was @ Ground ſufficient for the Commons Houſe of 
Parliament to proceed upon, required great Conſi- 
deration, That he was againſt it; tho”, he confeſs'd, 
he had ſeen few original Precedents in the Caſe. 
But the Point, Whether an Accuſation upon com- 
mon Fame be to be entertained there, and from 
thence tranſmitted to the Lords, he was againſt, 
for theſe Reaſons: Fir, Becauſe it would diſad- 
vantage the Party accuſed ; conſidering that he muſt 
anſwer the Fame as well as the Accuſation. Next, 
Whoſoever is accuſed here, and cleared, is, by the 
Juſtice of this Houſe, to have Remedy againſt the 
Accuſer ; which, by this Courſe, he will want.” 

In the 7th of Richard II. an Accuſation of 
Bribery was made againſt the Chancellor, by Ca- 
vendiſh : The Complaint being found falſe, he was 
adjudged to pay a Fine of 3000 Marks, to be im- 
priſoned, Sc.. 

In the 17th of the ſame Reign, a Complaint 
was made by the Earl of Arundel againſt the Duke 
of Lancafler, He = acquitted, and the Duke 
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An. 2. Charles I. ordered, in Parliament, to have Satisfaction from

Arundel.“ | 
That if this had been an Uſe in Parliament, it 
ould, from thence, have been derived to other 

Courts; whereas no Temporal Court hath ever 

uſed it, except in Caſes Capital, as in that of Mi- 

chael de la Pole. So, in the Cafe of Recuſanis, he 

thought it might be lawſul ; becaule the Recuſant, 
tho' indicted, yet, conforming and taking the Oaths, 
is freed from all Penalties of the Law. But this 
was not the Caſe in Queſtion.” 

If this was calculated to prevent a Miſchief, it 
might be tolerated; but, on the contrary, here, 
where it tends to Judgment. T his, he ſaid, was 
not like the Enquiry of a Grand Jury ; yet no 

Grand Jury, except in the Caſe of Recuſants, pro- 

ceedeth upon common Fame, without other Proof, 


He likened the Reſemblauce of it to a double Judg- 
ment on Account; where the ſirſt Judgment muſt 


be grounded on a Verdict of Conſeſſion. Doubted 
this Precedent might be dangerous to inferior Tem- 
poral Courts, by way of Imitation.” 

That Petitions to this Houle for a Grievance 
are in Writing, the Petitioners preſent,. and their 
Hands unto it. Laſtly, he ſaid, he remembred the 
Caſe of the Biſhop of Lincoln, 12. Fac. which, 
upon ſpecial Reaſon, as concerning the Honour of 
this Houſe, and for which they could have no other 
Ground of Proof, was yet rejected, becauſe it had 
no other Ground. 

This Speech was anſwered, firſt, by Mr. .,; 


who quoted Brafon, That all Sulpicions, ground- 


ed upon Fame, were to be regarded. That ſome 
Prefumptions admit Proof to the contrary, others 
not: But that this Fame muſt ariſe amongſt the 
better Sort. All our Law-Books concur in this 
Point, That an Act muſt firſt be. done, and the 
Fame riſe in the County where it was done. This 
is 2 good, Ground for arreſting upon any Felony ; 
as Murder, Robbery, Sc. and quoted ſeveral Acts 
of Patliament to prove it.” | 10 | 
.Mr, 
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Mr. Littleton ſaid, * That this was not a Houſe ,,, , chartes I. 


of definitive Judgment, but of Information, De- 
nunciation, or Preſentment, for which common 
Fame was ſufficient. That there was a great Dif- 
ference between common Fame and Rumour: The 
general Voice was common Fame; and, Vox Pi- 
puli, Vox Dei. By the 14th of Edward Il. com- 
mon Fame was more than the Saying of one Man; 
for that it was the Voice of many. That com- 
mon Fame was a good Ground of Impriſonment 
for Treaſon or Felony, by the 25th of Elizabeth ; 
but the Perſon cannot then be ſaid to be either a 
Felon or a Traitor.” ; 

* That, in other States, antient and modern, 
Men had been not only accuſed, but condemned, 
by common Fame. He quoted Precedents; of the 
Duke of Syf7!#'s Caſe, 28th Henry VI. the Duke of 
Somer ſet's, 29th Henry VI. and the Biſhop of Lin- 
coin's Caſe, in the 12th of James. Concluded, 
That a Man, accuſed by common Fame, is to an- 
ſwer only to the Accuſation, and not the Fame.” 

Mr. Browne, on the ſame Side, argued, That 
Accuſation was to be allowed, but not Calumnia- 
tion : Calumniation is, .in an unfit Place, to lay an 
Aſperfion. That common Fame was called, by 
Civilians, Semiplena Probatio, arifing out of appa- 
rent Signs. If a private Man accuſe, and it be 
found falſe, he is liable to Puniſhment z becauſe he 
had nothing to do in it: But, where a Member of 
this Houſe does it, libere licet Accuſatio, if the Place 


be proper for it; otherwiſe, not: Therefore, an 


Accuſation, in this Houſe, proper. That there was 
no Subject, how great ſoever, but what is queſtion- 
able here, if he be grievous to the Common-Wealth: 
So, in all former Precedents; and this the only 
Place in which to queſtion great Men.” 


Sir Thomas NMenttuorth ſaid, * That if they could 


not preſent to the Lords upon common Fame, yet 
they might enquire and accuſe, in that Houſe, upon 
it. That this was the only Safeguard for Accuſa- 
tioa of great Men; whereas, in all others, no- 
Man dare accuſe them for Fear of Danger. Men- 
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to good Behaviour by Act of Parliament. If com- 


mon Fame was ſufficient for Treaſon and Felony, 
it was much more ſo in lefler Offences. And 
Scandalum Magnatum lieth not, where a Man can 
bring forth but one Author.” 

Mr. Selden ſpoke next in this Debate, and ar- 
gued, * That the Queition was now only, Whe- 
ther this Houſe may proceed to tranſmit to the 
Lords upon common Fame? And ſurely they 
might, elſe no great Man ſhall be accuſed, by any 
Particular, for Fear of Danger. The Faults of 
the Gods were not to be told, till the Goddeſs Fame 
was born. De eo male creditur, is put into Indict- 
ments for Murder. That this Courſe of Accuſa- 
tion was held in all the Courts in Chriſtendom. 
That theſe Caſes were to be ruled by the Law of 
Parliaments, and not either by the Common or 
Civil Law. In the Caſe of the Duke of Suffolk, 
28th Henry VI. there was a general Rumour and 
Noiſe of great Offences done againſt the State. 
The Commons, taking Notice thereof, acquainted 
the Lords with that general Rumour, praying them 
he might be committed to the Tower ; which the 
Lords, upon Conſultation with the Judges, refuſed ; 
becauſe the Charge was only general: Thereupon 
the Commons inſtanced, in one Particular, That 
the French King was ready to invade the Kingdom 
thro' his Default; whereupon he was preſently 
committed. In the Duke of Somer/et's Caſe, 29th 
Henry VI. the like Clamour upon common Fame, 
and the Parties complained of were removed from 
their Offices. 

Mr. Rolle ſaid, The Commons may preſent a 
Lord of the Higher Houſe to the Lords; for he is 
not compellable to anſwer in this: And, if we can- 
not preſent upon common Fame, he can never be 
drawn to anſwer. If the Offence tend to Felony 
ar Treaſon, the Commons may pray to have him 
committed, in reſpect to the Quality of the Fact; 
but it is otherwiſe in ſmaller Offences. In the 5th 
of Henry IV. a Complaint was made againſt the 
a: | King's 
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King's Confeſlor, and ſome others: Hereupon the 42. 2. Charles 1, 


Lords: ordered they ſhould be removed from about 
the King. And the King, in Parliament, tho” he 
knew no Cauſe particularly, yet, becauſe the Lords 
and Commons had thought them unfitting, he there 
commanded them to come no more near him ; 
and that if there was any others, againſt whom the 
Lords and Commons had Indignation, he would 
remove them alſo (0). 

Mr. Sherland argued, * That, in a Caſe where 
there was probabilis Cauſa litigandi, no Damages 
were ever awarded. That common Fame was al- 
lowed to be /emiplena Probatio. That the Life and 
Soul of the Common- Wealth was of greater Re- 
ſpect than Felony. He ſaid, there was as well a 
real Treaſon as a legal Treaſon ; the firſt tanta- 
mount to the other: Therefore common Fame 
was a ſufficient Ground in this Caſe, as well as for 
Felony.” 

The laſt who ſpoke in this Debate, on the ſame 
Side, was Mr. Ney, who ſaid, * That Men bound 
by Recognizance were ſometimes impriſon'd on 
common Fame, That this Houſe could but en- 
quire, they had no other Juriſdiction; for they 
were no Church Wardens nor Grand Jury. And 
it was wrong he faid, that the Fault ſhould go un- 
puniſhed, becauſe no Man durſt accuſe. The 
Grounds for an Enquiry were two; the firſt, com- 
mon Fame; the next, whether that Fame be true. 
That they ought not to tranſmit without the firſt 
be common ; but without the particular Enquiry 
they might : For it might happen they could not 
get Witneſſes ; ſuppoſing the Witneſles to be of 
the Houſe of Lords. . 


It is eaſy to ſee, by the Courſe of this Debate, 
that the Duke had few Adyocates in the Houſe of 
Commons. We do not even find that the State- 
Officers in that Houſe ſaid any Thing in his Favour 
only we are told, that the Chancellor of the Dutchy 
being asked his Opinion, gave it againſt this Pro- 
ceeding by common Fame.

ra] Charge againſt him. But, amongſt the reſt of 
the Committees, there was one appointed to conſi- 
der of a Supply to be granted to the King ; and, 
March 27, Sir Dudley Digges made the Report 
from it. The ſame Day it was reſolved upon the 
W Queſtion, That three Subſidies and three Fifteens 
» Supply. ſhould be granted to his Majeſty in this Seſhon of 
Parliament, payable at three ſeparate Times ; the 
Bill to be brought in, when they had preſented 
their Grievances, and received his Anſwer to them.” 
Hand in Hand with the Supply went the Com- 
mons Proceedings againſt- the Duke. Ruſhworth 
informs us of one Day's Debate on that Matter; 
and that Sir V. Malter, if his Name be not miſta- 
Debate on the ken in thoſe Collections (z), repreſented to the 
Duke's Affair. Houſe, That the Cauſe of all their Grievances 
was, becauſe, as it was ſaid of Lewis XI. of France, 
All the King's Council rides upon one Horſe : T here- 
fore the Parliament was to adviſe his Majeſty, as 
Jethro did Moes, to take unto him Aſſiſtants with 
theſe Qualities: | | 
1. Noble, from amongſt all the People; not 
Upſterts, and of a Night's Growth.” 
2. Men of Caurage ; ſuch as will execute their 
own Places, and not commit them to baſe and un- 
deſerving Deputies.“ ! , 
2. * Fearing God; who halt not betwixt two 
Opinions, or incline to falſe Worſhip, in reſpect of 
a Mother, Wife, or Father.”

( More probably Sir William Waller, 
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Pretence, become not King's Counſellors ; but 
_ muſt be ſuch as the King and Kingdom may 
truſt.” | 

5. * Hating Covetouſneſs ; no Bribers, or Sellers 
of Places in Church or Common- Wealth, much 
leſs Honours and Places about the King, and leaſt 
of all ſuch as live upon other Men's Ruins.” 

6. They ſhould be many, ſet over Thouſands, 
Hundreds, Fifties, and Tens, one Man not engroſ- 
fing all. Where there is Abundance of Counſel, 
there is Peace and Safety.” 

7. They muſt judge of ſmall Matters; the 
greater muſt go to the King bimſelf, not all to the 
Council; much leſs any one Counſellor muſt alone 
manage the whole Weight; but royal Actions 
muſt be done only by the King.” 

Laſtly, Maſes choſe them Elders, not youngMen. 
Solomon, by Miracle and Revelation, was wiſe, be- 
ing young ; but neither his Son, nor his young 
Counſellors, had that Privilege: No more is it ex- 
pected in any of our Counſellors, untill, by Age 
and Experience, they have attained it.” 

Sir Jahn Elliot continued the Debate, and thus 
ſpake : * We have had, ſays he, a Repreſentation of 
great Fear; but, I hope, that ſhall not darken our 
Underſtandings. There are but two Things con- 
fiderable in this Buſineſs : Firff, The Occaſion of 
our Meeting: And, ſecondly, The preſent State of 
our own Country. The firſt of theſe we all know, 
and it hath at large been made known unto us, and 
therefore needeth no Diſpute. The latter of theſe 
we ought to make known, and draw and ſhew it, as 
m a Perſpective, in this Houſe : For our Wills and 
Affections were never more clear, more ready as to 
his Majeſty ; but, perhaps, baulk'd and check'd in 
our Forwardneſs, by thoſe the King intruſts with 
the Affairs of the Kingdom. The laſt Action was 
the King's firſt Action; and the firſt Actions and 
Deſigns of Kings are of great Obſervance in the 
Eye of the World ; for thereon much dependeth 
the Eſteem or Diſeſteem of their future a 
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ſuffered much Diſhonour: We are weaken'd in 
our Strength and Safety, and many of our Men 
and Ships are loſt. This great Deſign was fix'd on 
the Perſon of the Lord General, who had the whole 
Command both by Sea and Land : And can this 
great General think it ſufficient to put in his De- 
puty and ſtay at home? Count Mansfield's Actions 
were ſo miſerable, and the going out of thoſe Men, 
ſo ill managed, as we are ſcarce able to ſay they 
went out. That handful of Men ſent to the Pa- 
Iatinate, and not ſeconded, what a Loſs was it to 
all Germany? We know well who had then the 
King's Ear. I could ſpeak of the Action of A- 
gier; but I will not look ſo far backward. Are 
not Honours now ſold, and made deſpicable? Are 
not judicial Places ſold ? And do not they then ſell 
Juſtice again? Vendere Fure poteſt, emerat ille prius. 
Tully, in an Oration againſt Verres, notes, That the 
Nations were Suitors to the Senate of Rome, that 
the Law, de Pecuniis repetundis, might be recalled : 
Which ſeems ſtrange, that thoſe that were Suitors 
for the Law, ſhould ſeek again to repeal it ; but 
the Reaſon was, it was perverted to their Ill. So it 
is now With us; beſides inferior and ſubordinate Per- 
ſons that muſt have Gratuities, they muſt now ſeed 
their great Patrons.” 

© I ſhall, to our preſent Caſe, cite two Prece- 
dents: The firſt is 11. Henry III. The Treaſure 
was then much exhauſted ; many Diſorders com- 
plained on; the King wronged by ſome Mi- 
niſters ; many Subſidies were then demanded in 
Parliament, but they were denied: And then 
the Lords and Commons joined to defire the 
King to re- aſſume the Lands which were impro- 
vidently granted, and to examine his great Officers, 
and the Cauſes of thoſe Evils which the People 
then ſuffered. This was yielded unto by the King, 
and Hugh de Burgo was found faulty, and was diſ- 
placed ; and then the Commons, in the ſame Par- 
liament, gave Supply. The ſecond Precedent 
was in the tenth Year of Richard II, "oy the 
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Times were ſuch, and Places ſo changeable, that An 2. Charles J. 


any great Officer could hardly fit to be warm'd in 
his Place. Then alſo Monies had been formerly 

iven, and Supply was at that Parliament required : 
The Commons denied Supply, and complained 
that their Monies were miſemployed ; that the 
Earl of Suffolk [ Michael de la Pole] then over-ruled 
all; and ſo their Anſwer was, They could not give. 
And they petitioned the King, that a Commiſſion 
might be granted, and that the Earl of Suffolk 
might be examined. A Commiſſion, at their Re- 
queſt, was awarded; and that Commiſſion recites 
all the Evil then complained of, and that the King, 
upon the Petition of the Lords and Commons, 
had granted that Examination ſhould be taken of 
the Crown Lands which were ſold; of the ordering 
of his Houſhold; and the Diſpoſition of the Jewels 
of his Grand-Father and Father. I hear nothing 
faid in this Houſe of our Jewels, nor will I ſpeak 
of them; but I could with they were within theſe 
Walls. We are now in the fame Caſe with thoſe 
former Times ; we ſuffer alike, or worſe: And 
therefore, unleſs we ſeek Redreſs of theſe great 
Evils, we ſhall find Diſability in the Wills of the 
People to grant. I wiſh therefore, that we may 
hold a dutiful Purſuance in preparing and preſent- 


ing our Grievances: For the three Subidies and 


three Fifteens which are propoſed, I hold the Pro- 
portion will not ſuit with what we would give; 
but yet I know it is all we are able to do, or can 
give; and yet this is not to be the Stint of our 
Affections, but to come again, to give more upon 
juſt Occaſions.”

« Firſt, Whereas a ſeditious Speech was uttered 
amongſt you by Mr. Cote, the Houſe did not, 
as they ought to do, cenſure and correct him. 
And when his Majeſty, underſtanding it, did, by 
a Meſſage, by Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer 
* deliver'd to the Houſe, require Juſtice of you ; 
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his Majeſty hath ſince found nothing but pro- 


© tracting and Delays. This his Majeſty holds not 


* 
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agreeable to the Wiſdom and the Duty which he 
expected from the Houſe of Commons. 

« Secondly, Whereas Dr. Turner, in a ſtrange 
Unparliamentary Way, without any Ground of 
Knowledge in himſelf, or offering any particular 
Proof to the Houſe, did take upon him to ad- 
viſe the Houſe to enquire upon ſundry Articles 
againſt the Duke of Buckinzham, as he pretended ; 
but, in Truth, to wound the Honour and Go- 
vernment of his Majeſty, and of his renown'd 
Father; and his Majeſty, firſt, by a Meſſage, 
and, after, by his own Royal Mouth, did declare, 
That that Courſe of Enquiry was an Example, 
which by no way he could ſuffer, tho' it were 
againſt his meaneſt Servant, much leſs againſt 
one ſo near him ; and that his Majeſty did much 
wonder at the fooliſh Inſolency of any Man that 
can think, that his Majeſty ſhould be drawn, out 
of any End, to offer ſuch a Sacrifice, ſo unwor- 
thy of a King, or a good Maſter; yet, for all 
this, you have been ſo far from correcting the 
Inſolency of Turner, that, ever fince that Time, 
your Commitrees have walked in the Steps of 
Turner, and proceeded in an Unparliamentary 
Inquiſition ; running upon Generals, and repeat- 
ing that whereof you have made Fame the 
Ground-Work. Here his Majeſty hath Cauſe 
to be exceeding ſenſible, that, upon every Parti- 
cular, he finds the Honour of his Father ſtain'd 
and blemiſh'd, and his own no leſs ; and, withall, 
you bave manifeſted a great Forwardneſs rather 
to pluck out of his Boſom thoſe who are near 
about him, and whom his Majeſty hath Cauſe to 


affect, than to truſt his Majeſty with the future

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* Reformation of theſe Things which you ſeem to An. a. Charles 1, 


aim at: And yet you cannot deny, but his Ma- 
* jeſty hath wrought a greater Reformation in Mat- 
© ters of Religion, Execution of the Laws, and 
concerning Things of great Importance, than 
© the Shortneſs of his Reign (in which he hath 
© been hindred, partly thro” Sickneſs, and the Di- 
« ſtraftion of Things, which we could have wiſh- 
© ed had been otherwiſe) could produce. 
Concerning the Duke of Buckingham, his Ma- 
© jeſty hath commanded me to tell you, That him- 
« ſelf doth better know than any Man living 
© the Sincerity of the Duke's Proceedings; with 
« what Cautions of Weight and Diſcretion he hath 
© been guided in his public Employments from his 
« Majeſty and his bleſſed Father; what Enemies he 
© hath procured at home and abroad ; what Peril 
© of his Perſon, and Hazard of his Eſtate he ran 
© into for the Service of his Majeſty, and his ever 
© blefled Father; and how forward he hath been 
* in the Service of this Houſe many Times fince 
© his Return from Spain: And therefore his Ma- 
jeſty cannot believe that the Aim is at the Duke 
* of Buckingham ; but findeth, that theſe Proceed-

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Depth: That foreign Bufinefſes have been en- 
tertained in the Houſe, ta the Hinderance and 
Diſadvantage of his Majeſty's Negotiations: That 
the fame Year, yea, the firſt Day of his Maje- 
ſty's Inauguration, you ſuffered his Council, Go- 
vernment, and Servants ta be paralell'd with the 
Times of moſt Exception : T hat your Commit- 
tees have preſumed to examine the Letters of 
Secretaries of State, nay, his own ; and ſent a 
general Warrant to his Signet-Office, and com- 
manded bis Officers, not only to produce and 
ſhew the Records, but their Books and private 
Notes, which they made for his -Majeſty's Ser- 
vice. This his Majeſty holds as unſufferable, as 
it was in former Times unuſual. 
Next I am to ſpeak concerning your Supply of 
Three Sub/idies and Three Hſteenths, which you 
have agreed to tender to his Majeſty. You have 
been made acquainted with the Greatneſs of his 
Affairs, both at home and abroad; with the 
ſtrong Preparation of the Enemy ; with the Im- 
portance of upholding his Allies, ftrengthening 
and ſecuring both England and Ireland; beſides the 
encountering and annoying the Enemy by a pow- 
erful Fleet at Sea, and the: Charge of all: This 
having been calculated unto you, you have pro- 
feſſed unto his Majeſty, by the Mouth of your 
Speaker, your Carefulnefs to ſupport the Cauſe 
wherein his Majeſty and his Allies are juſtly en- 
gaged ; your unanimous Conſent and rea] Inten- 
tention to ſupply his Majeſty in ſuch a Meaſure 
as ſhould make him ſafe at home, and: feared 
abroad; and that, in the Diſpatch hereof, you 
would uſe ſuch Diligence, as his Majeſty's preſ- 
ſing and preſent Occaſions did require. 
And now his Majeſty having erected a Pro- 
ceeding ſuitable. to this Engagement, he doth ob- 
ſerve, that, in two Days only of twelve, this 
Buſineſs was thought of; and not begun, 2 *

« Majeſty, by a Meſſage, put you in mind of it; Au. 2. Charles f. 


« whilſt your Inquiſition, againſt his Majeſty's Di- 
rection, proceeded Day by Day. 

© And, for the Meaſure of this Supply, his Ma- 
* jeſty findeth it ſo far from making himſelf fafe 
at home, and feared abroad, as, contrarywiſe, it 
expoſeth him both to Danger and Diſeſteem; 
for his Majeſty cannot expect, without better 
Help, but that his Allies muſt preſently diſband, 
and leave him alone to bear the Fury of a pro- 
voked and powerful Enemy ; ſo as both he and 
you ſhall be unſafe at home, and aſhamed and 
deſpited abroad. And for the Manner of the 
Supply, it is in itſelf very diſhonourable, and full 
of Diſtruſt; for although you have avoided the 
literal Word of a Condition, whereof his Majeſty 
himſelf did warn you, when he told you of your 
Parentheſis; yet you have put to it the Effect of 
a Condition, ſince the Bill is not come into your 
Houſe, untill your Grievances be both preferred 
and anſwered. No ſuch Thing was in that Ex- 
preſſion and Engagement delivered by your Speak- 
er, from which his Majeſty holdeth that you 
have receded both in Matter and Manner, to 
his great Diſadvantage and Diſhonour. And 
therefore his Majeſty commandeth, that you go 
together, and by Saturday next, return your final 
Anſwer, what further Supply you will add to 
this you have already agreed on ; and that to be 
without Condition, either directly or indirectly, 
for the Supply of theſe great and important Af- 
fairs of his Majeſty ; which, for the Reaſons for- 
merly made known unto you, can endure no 
longer Delay ; and, if you ſhall not by that Time

Bed; and, it my Diſcontent ſhould have riſen 
here, I might have had an Army to have come 
with me: But I thought the Offer fooliſh, ri- 
diculous and ſcornſul, in that Point of Religion. 
I will now take the Boldneſs to ſpeak a little 
in the general Buſineſs ; and I call it Boldneſs to 
ſpeak after one who did ſo well the other Day: 
But I had rather ſuffer in my own Particular, 
than not refreſh your Memories with that which 
is materially needful.

© I ſhall not need to reflect ſo far back as to the 
Beginning of thoſe Counſels which engaged my 
Maſter into the War, they are all well known;

© Now, for the Counſel which was uſed in ſend- 
ing out the Fleets, I will refer you to the Rela- 
tion of the Lord Conway ; who, as well in this as 
other Reſolutions, can tell you, that nothing was 
carried with fingle Counſels: And, for myſelf, 
I know, that in all thoſe Actions, no Man can 
ſtand up againſt me, to ſay, that I ever did go 
with fingle Counſels, or made Breach of any; 
but have been an obedient Servant and Minifter 


unto their Reſolutions : The Proof whereof will

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© appear in a Journal thereof, which my a” I,

I confeſs all Counſels were not ever as your- 
© ſelves would, nor have wiſhed they ſhould ; if 
* you had known them as my Maſter did, in whom 
the former Affairs of State had bred ſuch Aﬀec- 
tions, that the Buſineſs being altered, they were 
not to be truſted with the Change. | 
* I will now give you an Account of all my 
Negotiations, fince my being at Oxford, both at 
home and abroad; and becauſe there it was 
charged, that thoſe Things were carried with 
ſingle Caunſels, I was more careful to adviſe the 
King to have his Council with him in the Coun- 
try, being to enter into War with an active 
King. 
* And, for my Part, I did diligently wait on the 
Council, left all Recreations, all perſonal Occa- 
fions, ſtudying to ſerve my Maſter, and to gain 
the good Opinion of both Houſes. The Coun- 
cil of Meodſtoct generally adviſed the going-out 
of the Fleet; and tho' it were objected, that 
the Seaſon were not fit, yet the Action ſhewed 
the contrary, for they all arrived in Safety. And 
for what was alſo objected, that the Proviſion 
was not good, Experience tells you the contrary ; 
for the Preparations were all good in Quality and 
Proportion. 
* Andif the Succeſs were not ſuch as any honeſt 
Man could wiſh, I hope I ſhall not be blamed, 
not being there in Perſon, though I made the 
greateſt Suit for it to my Maſter, that ever I did 
for any thing: But his Majeſty thought my Ser- 
vice more uſeful in the Low Countries, to com- 
fort his Siſter, and to treat with the Kings of 
Denmark, Sweden and the States. 
And though the Succeſs (as I ſaid) of the Fleet, 
© were not anſwerable to the Deſires of honeſt Men, 
a = it had theſe good Effects; Firſt, it put our 
* Enemy to great Charge in fortifying his Coaſts. 
* Secondly, they took ſo many Ships as cauſed

© they could carry no Treaſure out to pay their 
s Forces in Flanders. 
And for Omiſſions of what more might have 
F been done, I leave that to its proper Place and 
« Time, and let every Man bear his own Burden. 
From Oxford the Conncil went to Southamp- 


© ton, where the States Ambaſſadors did wait often 


on the King and Council; and a League, Offen- 
five and Defenfive, betwixt us and them, was 
thought fit to be reſolved on, whereof ſome 
Reaſons I will expreſs, but not all. Firſt, they 
are of our own Religion. Secondly, they are 
our Neighbours, for Situation ſo uſeful, as when 
they are in Diſtreſs, ir is Policy in us to give 
them Relief; therefore the King thought fit to 
do it in ſuch a Manner as might lay an Obliga- 
tion on them ; which, if it had not been done, 
they had been preſſed with a long War, and ſuch 
a Faction among themſelves, as, if the King had 
not joined, and in a Manner appeared their Pro- 
tector, they had broke among themſelves.

This League being perſected between the 
States and us, his Majeſty, by Advice of his 
Council, thought fit to ſend me to get ſuch a 
League with the other Princes as I could. The 
Rendezvous was in the Low Countries, being in 
a Manner the Centre for Repair for England, 
France, and Germany; I had Latitude of Com- 
miſſion to make the League with moſt Advan- 
tage I could. | N 
* Now I had diſcovered from Monſieur B-—, 
the Frenco Ambaſſador here, that a League, Of- 
* cenſive 
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© fenfive and Defenfive, would be refuſed ; and I An. 2. Charles I. 
found the King of Denmark ſhie, and loath to 1626. 
enter into ſuch a League againſt the King of 
Spain; and ſo, partly out of Neceſſity, and 
© partly out of Reaſons of State, I was forced to 
© conclude the League in general Terms, for the 
© reſtoring the Liberty of Germany, without nam- 
«© ing the King of Spain, or the Emperor, that 
other Princes might come in ; and this to conti- 
nue till every one had Satisfaction; and nothing 
to be treated of, debated, or concluded on, but 
by Conſent of all Parties. It did appear that the 
harge was ſo great, that the Kingdom could 
not endure it; and therefore I endeavoured, in 
the Low Countries, to leſſen it, and fo the Sea- 
Charge was helped; and the Land-Aſſiſtance 
given unto them, is to ceaſe fix Months hence, 
which the Lord Comvay' ſaid was to end in Sep- 
tember next. 
* Alſo, by this Treaty, it is conditioned with 
the King of Denmark, that when my Maſter 
ſhall, by Diverſion, equal to this Contribution 
with his own Subjects, enter into Action, then 
his Charge to ceaſe: Or if the King of France 
may be drawn in, of which there is great Hope- 
(though he hath now made Peace in /ta/y) for 
that the Policy of France may not give Way 
unto the Greatneſs of the Houſe of Auſtria and 
Ambition of Spain, whoſe Dominions do graſp 
him in on every Side; and, if the Buſineſs be 
well carried, his Engagement to the King of 
Denmark may draw him in; fo there is great 
Poſſibility of eafing our Charge. 
© But all is in the diſcreet taking of the Time; 
for, if not, we may think the King of Denmark 
will take hold of thoſe fair Conditions which are 
each Day offered him; and then the Enemy's 
Army will fall upon the River of Elve, and (the 
Lord Conway added) upon Eaft- Friezland, from 
whence they would make ſuch Progreſs, as (in 
my poor Experience) would ruin the Low Coun- 


tries. |

I ſhould be glad, before I end, to ſay ſome-

ready; but I fear I ſhall offend, and therefore I 
will reſtrain myſelf to Generals. | 

If, in any of theſe Employments, my Errors 
may be ſhewed me, I ſhall take him for my beſt 
Friend that will manifeſt them in particular. I 
* have bent all my Thoughts on nothing but my 
< Maſter's Honour, the Service of the State, and 
« Safety of them both. I never had any End of 
mine own, and that may be perceived and proved 
© by the Expence of mine own Eſtate. I am 


© aſhamed to ſpeak it, and it would become ano- 


© ther Man's Tongue better than mine own. 
My Journey into Spain was all at my own 
Charge; my Journey into France was at my 
< Maſter's Charge; my Journey into the Low 
Countries was all at my own Charge. | 
© I am accuſed, by common Fame, to be the 
< Cauſe of the Loſs of the Narrow Seas, and the 
Damage there ſuſtained. What I can ſay, is 
this, fince the War begun with Spain, I have al- 
© ways had twelve Ships on the Coaſts, and Allow- 
« ance but for four; the reſt my own Care ſup- 
© plied. And, for the Office of Admiral, when I 
came firſt to it, I found the Navy weak, not 
© neglected by my noble Predeceſſor (for I cannot 
© ſpeak of him but with Honour; and I ſhall de- 
fire to go to my Grave with the Honour he car- 
ried hence) but the not paying of Monies in Time, 
there were ſuch Defects his Care could not pre- 
vent ; that, if the War had then broken out, 
there would have been found but few Ships, and 
thoſe unſerviceable. I was firſt pre vail'd on to 
take this Office. by Perſuaſion of Sir Rober: 
Manſel; and, though I objected I was young, 
and unexperienced, yet he ſaid, that, by my Fa- 
. vour 


*. your with my Maſter, I might do more Good in An. 2. Charles l. 
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procuring Payment for that Charge; and, be- 
cauſe I was young and unexperienced, I took 


Advice, as I do in all Things, and am not a- 


ſhamed of it. I have deſired my Maſter to grant 
a Commiſſion as it were over me. I have found 
a great Debt, the Ships deſective, and few in 
Number; the yearly Charge of 54,0001. which 
was brought to 30,000]. per Annum; we built 
every Year two Ships ; and when ſo many were 
built as were requiſite, we brought it to 22,0001, 
per Annum, which comes not into my Hands, 
but goes into its proper Streams, and iſſues from 
the Officers to that Purpoſe deputed. | 


No if any can ſhew me a Project, how to 


maintain a War againſt Spain, Flanders, and the 
Turkiſh Pirates with leſs Charge, he will do a 


great Work, and good Service. I have had 


ſometimes twenty, ſometimes thirty Ships, tho' 
ſometimes diſaſtered by Tempeſt, which diſ- 
perſed the Hellanders Ships, and cauſed them to 
cut their Maſts and forſake their. Anchors. . 

* There are now twelve Ships victualled for two 
Months ; and, though many Reports have been, 
that they do not do their Duty, yet I have ad- 
vertiſed them thereof from Time to Time, and 


find no ſuch Fault in them. 


© There are thirty Ships more at Plymouth, vic- 
tualled for fix Months, and ten more ready, ſo 
ſoon as they may be victualled. I have been fo 
frugal of making uſe of the old Remains, that 
there is no Need of Ammunition, or other Ne- 
ceſlaries. | 

* Beſides all theſe, there are twenty Ships to 
come from the Low Countries; ſo you have 
twelve, twenty, thirty, and ten more, which I 


think you have not heard of. 


© And therefore, if any have blamed me, I do 
not blame him, but think he hath done well ; 
but when you know the Truth, and when all 
this ſhall appear, I hope I ſhall Rand right in 
your Opinions.

Aſter a Report was made to the Commons of 
this Conference, by Members appointed for that 
Purpoſe, the Houſe went upon framing a Remon- 
ſtrance to the King, by way of Aniwer to his and 
the Lord Keeper's Speeches. This being perſected, 
and approved on by the Houſe, it was preſented to 
his Majeſty, April the 5th, by a ſelect Committee, 
and was as follows: 


Met gracicus Sovereign, 
. Hereas your Majeſty hath been pleaſed of 
late, at ſundry Times, and by ſeveral 


Means, to impart unto us your Royal Pleaſure, 
touching ſome Paſſages and Proceedings in this

* able Joy and Comfort, acknowledge your Ma- 
* jeſty's Grace and Favour, in that it hath pleaſed 
©*'you to cauſe it to be delivered unto us by the 
* Lord Keeper of your Great Seal, in your own 
* Royal Preſence, and before both Houſes of Par- 
< liament, That never King was more loving to 
© his People, nor better affected to the right Uſe of 
« Parliaments; withall profeſſing your moſt gra- 
© cious Reſolution to hear and redrefs our juſt Grie- 
* yances. And, with like Comfort, we acknow- 
« ledge your Majeſty's Goodneſs ſhining at the 
© very Entrance of your glorious Reign, in com- 
* manding the Execution of the Laws eſtabliſhed

* Firſt, touching the Charge againſt us in the 
Mattter concerning Mr. Cote : We all fincerely 
proteſt, That neither the Words mentioned in 
your Majeſty's Meſſage, nor any other of ſedi- 
tions Effect, were ſpoken by him, as hath been 
reſolved by the Houſe, without one negative 
Voice. Howſoever, in a Speech occaſionally 
uttered, he did let fall ſome few Words which 
might admit an ill Conſtruction ; whereat the 
Houſe being diſpleaſed at the Delivery of them, 
as was expreſled by a general and inſtant Check, 
he forthwith ſo explain'd himſelf and his Inten- 
tion, that, for the preſent, we did forbear to take 
them into Confideration, which ſince we have 
done: And the Effect thereof had before this ap- 
peared, if, by importunate Buſineſs of your Ma- 
jeſty's Service, we had not been interrupted.

tary ; it was firſt alledged by your Advocate for 
his own Juſtification, and after, by DireCtion of 
the Committee, produced to make good his Alle- 
gation. 
© And for the Search of the Signet-Office ; the 
Copy of a Letter being divulged, as in your 
Majeſty's Name, with pregnant Cauſe of Suſpi- 
cion, both in the Body and Direction thereof, to 
be ſuppoſititious ; the Committee, out of Deſire 
to be cleared therein, did, by their Order, fend 
ſome of themſelves to the Signet - Office, to 
ſearch whether there were any Records or Let- 
ters of that Nature, without Warrant to the 
Officer for any, much leſs for a general Search. 
* But. touching publick Records, we have not 
forborn, as often as our Euſineſſes have required,

The ſame Day a Report was made from this Thanks, 
Committee, That the Maſter of the Ordnarce 
had acquainted them with the great Want of Gun- 

Powder in the Stores; which their Lordſhips thought 
fit to be provided.” 

Alſo, That the faid Committee thought proper 

_ that the following Particulars be offered to the Con- 
ſideration of the Houſe of Commons: 1. That a 
Fleet be preſently ſet out againſt the King of Spain, 
10 annoy him and prevent an Invaſion of this 
Kingdom.

This noble Lord repreſented the State of Chri- 
ſtendom to them, how ir ſtood before the Breach of 
the Treaties with Spain, and how fince ; he ſaid, 
© That the Condition of the Palatinate was no- 
thing bettered; that Count Mansfeld's Army was 
raiſed, in order to make a Diverſion of the Catho- 
lic League in Germany; that the King of Denmark

ſwer or Not? the Houſe divided, and it was car- 
ried in the Affirmative 226 againſt 166; and a 
Committee was appointed to conſider of and draw 
up an Anſwer to that Purpoſe. But we cannot 
find, by either Journal, that ever any Anſwer was 
returned to the Lords about this Buſineſs; the 
Commons ſeeming more intent on redreſſing Grie- 
vances at home, than troubling themſelves about 
Affairs abroad.

Digby Earl of Briſlal, ſo much concerned in ; 
the late N egotiations in Spaim about the Match, &c. — rin 
on his Return from thence, had been committed 
Priſoner to the Tower. This Earl had been alſo 
examined by a Committee of Lords, appointed by 
the King, touching thoſe Affairs; and certain Pro- 
poſitions were made to him in order to his Releaſe, 
and compoſing the Differefices between the Duke 
and him.
